NEWTON Dog owners — starting this week — must carry a 
device to clean up any messes their pets might leave on public pro- 
perty in the Garden City. 

The Board of Aldermen Monday night narrowly defeated by a vote 
of 11-10 a motion to reconsider the controversial ‘‘pooper-scooper” 
law, which passed the board two weeks ago. The vote means that 
decision stands and the ordinance is in effect. 

Alderman Matthew Jefferson, who introduced the reconsideration 
motion, hoped the board would reverse its earlier vote

on the task of helping families 
be independent and provide 
care at home 

“We're dedicated to keeping 
people in their homes as long 
as possible,’’ comments 
Shirley Silver, a social worker 
at NeWell. Besides, home 
health care is less expensive 
than hospital care 

Further, Newell health care 
workers say people like to stay 
home, as opposed to remain- 
ing in a hospital or being plac- 
ed in a nursing home. 

“Psychologically says 
Sherry Nadworny, a NeWell 
director, ‘it’s comforting just 
being with your possessions, in 
your bed, in your house, and 
with your family and pets.” 

Still, family and friends 
responsible for the returned 
elder may feel helpless in pro- 
viding the appropriate care. 

Petrillo was no longer 
“acutely ill’” when he emerged 
from the hospital, recalls 
visiting nurse Jean Edmiston, 
but ‘the needed a lot of per- 
sonal care."’ Although Mary 
seemed ‘“‘overwhelmed’’ by 
these new responsibilities, 
after guidance and s' pport 
from the NeWell team, 
gotten into a routine so it 
so overwhelming,’’ she says. 

Visiting nurses helping 
Petrillo recover at home have 
included physical therapists, 
who teach him muscle- 
strengthening exercises, home 
health aides, who help him 
take showers, and regular 
nurses, who administer 
vitamin K shots twice a week 
to deter further hemorrhag- 
ing 

NeWell has 250 clients in 
Newton receiving the same 
sorts of services, according to 
Sherry Nadworny, company 
representative. And according 
to Anne Cain, executive direc- 
tor of NeWell, 15 other visiting 
home nurse agencies catering 
to the area offer similar nurs- 
ing programs. There are 120 
agency's offering visiting 
nurse services located 
throughout the state. 

While NeWell is certified by 
Medicare, not all home health 
care agencies have this cer- 
tification, and, as a result, do 
not offer services from a wide 
number of health care 
specialists. 

The federal government 
recently opened up the field to 
profit-making agencies, said 
Cain. Even Kelly Girls, which 
is known for its secretarial 
services, has private duty 
nurses now, Cain said. 

The non-profit NeWell nurs- 
ing association, however, is 














only capable of providing in- 
termittent home health care. 
Medicare does not pay for 
long-term maintenance care, 
which means that family 
members must provide ‘‘bot- 
tom line’ care, says Ed- 
miston. 

Patients who live alone and 
who have no support from 
family and friends, pose pro- 
blems for visiting nurse agen- 
cies, she said. 

“T have a man now with an 
ulcer on his leg,’”’ says Ed- 
miston. “His daughter is in 
town but prefers not to be in- 
volved.” 

Luckily, Medicaid pays for 
the care of the man. Others 
who have no family but need 
nursing care must rely on the 
Commission for the Blind, the 
veterans administration, in- 
surance companies or 
themselves to foot the doctors 
bills. 

Even when the sick and 
elderly do have family and 
friends willing to care for 
them, they may feel stuck ina 
double bind. While the elderly 
do not want to end up in a nurs- 
ing home, forcing them to 
throw out, sell or trash most of 
their possessions, nor do they 
feel comfortable with relatives 

especially their own 
children — looking after them. 

“A lot of elderly people find 
it difficult to have children do 
personal care,” says Ed- 
miston, because “It’s a role 
reversal” which points up the 
fact that they are “‘not in con- 
trol of the situation.”’ 

To help with these problems, 
NeWell provides counseling 
services through social 
workers. NeWell social worker 
Silver explains, ‘‘A lot of elder- 
ly people don’t want to burden 
family with problems, 
whereas they'll tell me. 

“The patient may think the 
daughter wants her to go ina 
nursing home,’ Silver says. 
But when they talk it out, this 
may not be true at all, and the 
mother and daughter will 
work out some other solution. 

Although Mary Petrillo did 
not require the use of a social 
worker, she says she is 
thankful for her nursing agen- 
cy’s support. 

“T’'d much rather have him 
at home with the aid of a 
therapist or home aide,’’ Mary 
says. And although her hus- 
band’s doctors are considering 
readmitting him into the 
hospital, Mary submits it 
would be detrimental to his 
health. 

“He hates that hospital, he 
despises it,’’ she asserts. “I 
know how to handle him 
because I let him do what he 
can do himself. In the hospital, 
they just toss him around. He’s 
just another patient.” 











Another $12,000 OK'd 
for Mann's legal fees

NEWTON - The once burning 
issue of who stole thousands of 
taxpayers’ dollars from Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann’s paychecks 
now longer seems to interest the 
Board of Aldermen 

Without debate, aldermen 
Monday night unanimously ap- 
proved a $12,146 appropriation 
from surplus to partially pay At- 


torney Edward Barshak for 
defending Mann against a 
lawsuit. filed by his former 


secretary, Diane Ossinger. 


The full board’s decision brings 
the total allotted for Barshak’s 
fees in the past four years to 
more than $25,000 in the Ossinger 
case. Barshak ran up another bill 
fighting a taxpayers’ suit that at- 
tempted to prohibit the city from 
paying Mann's legal fees 

The fees represent 14 months of 
work, using 1981 rates, perform- 
ed by Barhsak from Sept. 7, 1984 
to Oct. 29 of this year 

The city's ‘‘indemnification or- 
dinance”’ requires that aldermen 
pay any legal expenses stemm- 
ing from civil rights suits against 
city employees, unless the expen- 
ditures are found unreasonable 

Mann fired Ossinger, his 
secretary for eight years, in 
March 1980 after Newton Police 
charged with stealing at least 
$24,000 from his paychecks 

She was found guilty of the 
allegations in Newton District 
Court, but won an acquittal seven 
















months later from a Middlesex 
Superior Court jury. 

Ossinger then filed a $1 million 
civil rights suit against Mann, 
claiming she was terminated 
without the due process normally 
afforded civil service employees. 

She also charged the mayor 
with breaking the promises he 
made to her when she was 
recruited 

Barshak won a major victory 
in the case in August, when Mid- 
dlesex Superior Court Justice J 
Harold Flannery dismissed Oss- 
inger’s claim. 

Her attorney has filed an 
amended complaint focussing on 
the civil service aspect of the 
case, a move that Barshak 
believes will be defeated in court 
sometime this week. 

Last week, he told the alder- 
manic Finance Committee that it 
is no longer in the “city’s in- 
terest'’ to pursue the unresolved 
question of what happened to the 
money allegedly diverted from 
the mayor's paychecks,

headaches and everything short 
of whooping cough.

The Scream Muffler was only a 
dream eight years ago when 
Berkowitz was working in a Cam- 
bridge office and daily butting 
heads with a tempramental boss. 
For several months she let off 
steam by taking walks away 
from the office. But one 
miserably rainy day finally fore- 
ed the issue. 

“One day he came in and I 
wanted to scream so bad, but I 
didn’t have an umbrella and 
couldn’t go out,” she said. ‘‘So it 
really was out of desperation." 

With an idea firmly in mind, 
Berkowitz managed to calm her 
jangling nerves and set out to 
single-handedly conquer the 
novelty market. She persuaded 
some friends to invest in the 
fledgling enterprise and started 


making the rounds of foam 
manufacturers. 
“T really went through a 


number of different prototypes,” 
recalled the self-described en- 
trepeneur. “It was critical that 
the foam be non-toxic and also be

sound-absorbant.”’ 

Six years and some $20,000 
later, Berkowitz had 10,000 muf- 
flers made and test marketed 
them in New England, the 
Midwest, in Florida and on the 
West Coast. The results were en- 
couraging enough to go ahead 
with full-scale production next 
year — though the Scream Muf- 
fler currently is available by 
mail order direct from the com- 
pany. 

Several corporations — among 
them General Electric and W.R. 
Grace, Co. — have purchased 
mufflers for use as an icebreaker 
at their sales meetings. But

original investors, 


Berkowitz reports some counsel- 
ing groups actually have con- 
tacted Berkowitz thinking the 
Scream Muffler was a legitimate 
product. 

“My boss gave this to me at a 
Christmas party last year,"’ said 
Helen Young, a colleague of 
Berkowitz’ at Arnold & Co. “'It 
said, ‘To a person who can really 
use this’.”” 

Berkowitz, who appears to love 
a gag as much as anyone, per- 
sonally wrote the copy for an in- 
struction booklet enclosed with 
the Scream Muffler. She 
describes the booklet as ‘very 
Mad Magazine-ish.”” 


“Kiss your analyst goodbye,” 
the copy reads. ‘‘Waltz through 
the traffic jam of life. There’s no 
need to count to 10, the Scream 
Muffler works instantly.” 

The book was illustrated by 
Julie Zammarchi, who teaches 
film animation at Harvard. 

“T came up with all the situa- 
tions,”” Berkowitz said. ‘I don’t 
have any children, but I bet the 
themes are pretty universal."” 

Even though she graduated 
with an education degree from 
American Univ. in Washington, 
D.C., Diane Berkowitz has been 
in the marketing field ever since 
she did her student teaching. 

“T love marketing,” she | said 
“It's the core of everythin, 

Which is a good thing. Because 
developing, producing and 
testing the Scream Muffler was a 
time-consuming, exhausting, and 
at times, frustrating experience. 

“It's definitely 16-hour days 
and weekends,” she said. ‘‘When 
you're developing a product it 
becomes your whole life.” 

Berkowitz is planning to start 
her campaign for the Scream 
Muffler in late spring ‘because 
that's when you have the trade 
shows for next Christmas."’ Ac- 
tual advertising will commence 
next fall. 

Despite the hard work, 
Berkowitz hasn’t ruled out the 
possibility of developing another 
product. You learn from your 
mistakes, she said, and it would 
be much easier the second time 
around. 

But it's doubtful another item 
could equal the wide-ranging 
practicality of the Scream Muf- 
fler. 

“After all, you can't very well 
keep a pillow on your desk at 
work,” she said.

Jr. high students promise to change the world

NEWTONVILLE Prohibi- 
tionist Carrie Nation, King Ar- 
thur, Marco Polo, and the Wright 
Brothers were among a few of the 
world’s history makers — living 
and dead — who converged on the 
F.A. Day Junior High School last 
week for ‘We Can Change the 
World Day.” 

The security one might expect 
for the arrival of 280 of the 
world’s greatest thinkers and 
doers was noticeably lax as the 
leaders broke into 22 different 
groups to discuss their contribu- 
tions to mankind. The groups 
were made up of figures who had 
made significant contributions to 
the world-wide development of 
history, music, arts, politics, ex- 


ploration, literature and in- 
dustry. 
“Tf it wasn’t for me,” King Ar- 


thur said, sliding his sword back 
into its sheath, ‘England would 
not have been united which 
means this country wouldn’t be 
what it is today.” 

King Arthur spoke humbly of 
his work with the other members 
of the Round Table in 
establishing the first central 
form of government in the United 
Kingdom. ‘‘A regular person can 
make a diference in world 
history,” he said. “Anyone can 
really change the world if they 
try hard enough.”” 

Marco Polo, however, spoke of 
the trouble today’s young people 
might have in trying to explore 
and make the world safe for 
others as he did centuries ago. 
“There are so many pressures 
for young people nowadays, it 
would be pretty hard for for just 
one person to make a_ dif- 
ference,” he said 

Despite the difficulties, Polo 
believes young people — namely 
the eighth graders at Day Junior 
High — should work to offer solu- 


tions to the modern day problems 
of nuclear war and famine. 

Samantha Smith — the 13-year- 
old girl from Maine who tried to 
offer some solutions for nuclear 
war to the leaders of both super- 
powers — was on hand to offer 
her contemporaries at the school 
a bit of hands on advice in trying 
to change the world for the good 
of all. 

“Sometimes young women 
grow up thinking that the only 
thing they can hope to be are 
good housewives,”’ Smith said. 
“Kids — young women especially 
— need to realize that they can 
change the world only if they get 
out and work to change it.” 

Besides the real threats of 
world-wide nuclear war and 
famine, Smith urged young per- 
sons from the Garden City to 
work to solve problems right in 
their own back yard, namely 
poverty and hunger. 

“It's a shame there are people 
who don't have enough money to 
buy the necessities of life such as 
food and clothing,” she said, ‘‘At 
the same time, there are people 
who have more money than they 
know what to do with.” 

Thanksgiving, she continued, is 
the perfect time to reflect on the 
bounty which has been bestowed 
on this community and country, 
but people — the young in par- 
ticular — should also realize at 
this time of the year that there 
are still many problems which 
must be solved, 

The ironic twist regarding the 
school’s ‘We Can Change the 
World Day” is that these con- 
cerns about the future of this 
planet — which were at one time 
reserved for so-called extraor- 
dinary individuals — were ex- 
pressed by members of school’s 
eighth grade class, and not 
storybook heroes. King Arthur 
was played by Adam Feldman, 
Marco Polo by Nino Tramontozzi 
and Samatha Smith by Emily 
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Students at FA Day explored the possibility of their changing the world. 


Rothman. 

The project was originally 
designed to show the children no 
matter what may have been 
achieved in the past, they are the 
future of the world, It would seem 
the kids passed with flying col- 
ors. 

“Since we live in a global corm- 
munity, we have global respon- 
sibilities. Through their role 
playing, the kids learn that in- 
dividuals can have an impact on 
the problems like nucl ear war 
and famine in Africa,’’ Marj 
Montgomery, a Day School 
teacher and one of the project's 
organizers, said. ‘‘The project 
also demonstrates the diversity 
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of human talent, encouraging 
understanding and respect for all 
people."” 


The second in three years, the 
event was inititated in response 
to the showing of ABC’s made for 
television movie ‘The Day 
After.” There was a great deal of 
concern on the part of parents at 
the time who wanted the school to 
do something in order to displace 
the kids’ fears about a nuclear 
holocaust, she said. ‘‘We Can 
Change the World Day’ is a 
positive response to the feeling of 
helplessness about the arms 
buildup and other social pro- 
blems,”’ Montgomery said.

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ZRC approves accessory apartments 


NEWTON The Zoning 
Review Committee (ZRC) has 
moved to save the city’s older 
homes and maintain the residen- 
tial quality of the neighborhoods 
they are in by allowing accessory 
apartments under stringent con- 
ditions. 

Accessory apartments have 
previously come under fire from 
people concerned with the 
residential quality of their 
neighborhoods. Under the city’s 
current zoning ordinances, the 
two efforts were often mutually 
exclusive of each other because 
of conflicts in definitions and 
loopholes in ordinances. 

The new restrictions on 
cessory units limit them to 
owner-occupied buildings con- 
structed prior to 1923. In addition, 
the building must exceed 3600 sq. 
ft. and the a ssory unit must 
not exceed 33-percent of that 
space. 

In addition to tightening the or- 
dinances, the ZRC rewrote the 
legal definition of a family unit.

Styles differ in contest for board gavel

NEWTON - Aldermen not in the 
running for president of the full 
board are at odds over whether 
the six-way leadership race will 
end up doing the legislative 
branch of city government more 
harm than good. 

With less than a week to go 
before the first caucus aimed at 
electing a new leader, the only 
thing non-candidates can agree 
on is that political trade-offs have 
taken a back seat in this year’s 
gavel battle. 

After conceding that, however, 
veteran aldermen differ in their 
interpretation of the motives and 
styles surfacing in the crowded 
leadership fight. 

Alderman Elaine Gentile, who 
intends to offer herself as a vice 
presidential candidate at the 
caucuses beginning on Dec. 10, 
sees less aggressive campaiging 
on the part of the aspirants. 

“Everyone I've talked to 
agrees that it’s kind of laid 
back,” she said. ‘‘People on the 
board seem to be moving with 
caution this time around.” 

Most her colleagues agree that 
the presidential candidates are 
taking a ‘‘very, very different ap- 
proach this year’’ by remaining 
uncommitted on the issue of com- 
mittee assignments, rather than 
employing the past practice of of- 
fering key posts in return for sup- 
port at the caucuses. 

That departure is an unusual 
one because of the large number 
of important committee chair- 
manships available for wheeling 
and dealing. 


Alderman Cynthia Creem has 
backed out of the presidential 
field in an atternpt to hold onto 
her post as the head of the Land 
Use Committee, but the only 
chairmanship that seems secure 
is Alderman Paul Coletti’s slot at 
the top of the Finance Commit- 


tee,

everybody on the board should 
strive for,’ he said. 


The presidential contenders 
seem willing to give away the 
power to appoint committee 
chairmen in return for the 
“prestige” of what is essentially 
“a token position,’’ he added. 


“Unfortunately, it appears to 
me that there aren't very many 
aldermen who want to do any 
work. There are some very, very 
important jobs up for grabs, but 
the biggest concern seems to be 
who can sit in the chair every 
time the mayor leaves town,”’ ac- 
cording to Coletti. 


Former Board President Mat- 
thew Jefferson also believes 
prestige is motivating factor in 
the crowded field, but does not 
necessarily see that as a negative 
thing. 


“Some may aspire to be acting 
mayor, but I would say the thing 
that pushes these men and 
women on is that to be president 
of the board is a great honor. 

“The number of candidates 
reflects the desire to be the head 
of a large prestigious body in a 
very prestigious city,’’ he added. 

Aldermen not in the running for 
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president are being besieged by 
phone calls and exhaustive 
“campaign” letters, but Jeffer- 
son believes ‘‘word of mouth and 
one-on-one contact’’ will be the 
ultimate key to success. 





Most non-candidates also ap- 
pear split over whether the board 
really needs to be injected with a 
spirit of ‘‘collegiality’’ and ‘‘con- 
cilliation’’ to work effectively. 

Gentile, for example, said she 
wants a leader who can “‘bridge 
the gaps’’ and eliminate fac- 
tionalism, believing the board 
performs better when the 
members work together. 


“I think the most important 
thing is that we elect a person 
who would be able to piece the 
board back together. It’s been 
split board over the past two 
years and that’s caused alot of 
tension,”’ she said. 


But Jefferson took an exact op- 
posite stand. 

“We have no permanent 
friends or enemies; we just have 
permanent interests.

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Proposition 2% is

A quick and partial list of ‘‘new sources 
of revenue” for the Garden City suggests 
the spartan strictures of Proposition 2%, 
the bogeyman that threatened 
municipalities all over the commonwealth 
with ‘“‘slow fiscal strangulation,”’ are not 
all they were hyped up to be. 

With the institution of ‘‘step fines,” 
penalties amounting to as much as 300 per- 
cent of the original fine will be tacked on to 
our parking tickets. 

Water/sewer use charges have already 
jacked up our water bills considerably. 
They will be going up even more when the 
new authority charged with the Boston 
Harbor cleanup figures out just what part 
of that bill each of us should pay. 

Users fees are becoming increasingly 
popular as a way to pay for recreational 
services that used to be paid for out of city 
or school budgets. 

Property taxes have gone up, though not 
as fast nor as far as the values of our pro- 
perty. With another revaluation in the 
works, we can assume that a bigger pro- 
perty tax bill should be headed our way in 
the near future. 

A newly instituted hotel/motel tax will 
tack another four percent on to room bills 
in the city. The new tax will bring an 
estimated $70,000 per month to the city. 

Now the state legislature is considering 
a bill that would create a ‘‘Land Bank,” us- 
ing yet another tax (this one tacked on to 
every real estate transaction) to buy up 
land for conservation and recreation. 

The list of new drains on paychecks 
already butchered by the federal govern- 
ment continues to grow. And the 
bogeyman that was Prop 2% is giving 
ground to ‘‘the Ghost of Christmas Past.“ 


Prepare for worst; 
hope for the best 


On the issue of development above the 
Massachusetts Turnpike, Newton officials 
should hope for the best while preparing 
for the worst. Since there is no guarantee 
that development can be halted entirely, 
as several alderman and residents wish, 
the city should plan for every eventuality. 

There is wide difference of opinion on 
whether the Massachusetts Turnpike 
Authority can override local wishes in 
building above the highway. It is possible 
that the city could block all plans, but it is 
by no means guaranteed. 

We believe that preventing air-right 
development is a reasonable goal. Spann- 
ing the pike with commercial enterprises 
could bring serious congestion and be 
harmful to the neighborhoods. Yet that 
ultimate goal should not prevent officials 
from working to shape any plans which 
come along ~ as they now have in the form 
of a proposal from Newton’s Urban Design 
and Beautification Commission. 

The commission has proposed that air- 
rights development be limited to Newton 
Corner and Newtonville. Some aldermen 
have questioned both the authority and 
wisdom of UDBC in putting specific plans 
on paper. We don’t endorse everything in 
the plan, but at least it forms a basis for 
the city to use if air-rights development 
comes to pass. This document cannot be 
ignored just because some hope it is never 
needed. 
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Kirk ‘reforms the reforms’

When Paul Kirk, a former aide to Sen. Ed- 
ward Kennedy, ran for the chairmanship of 
the Democratic National Committee last 
winter, he usually was described as a liberal. 

To some, the liberal label meant Kirk would 
be a no-retreat supporter of the procedural 
reforms adopted by the party during the 1970s. 
And that, in turn, alarmed those who believed 
the Democrats had grievously wounded 
themselves by permitting, if not encouraging, 
seemingly endless bickering over the rules for 
governing the party and selecting its can- 
didates. 

Kirk won and immediately set out to reform 
the reforms — to give more power to national 
and state party leaders and less to ‘casual 
Democrats,’’ people who get into politics only 
in election years or to advance single issues or 
regional interests. 

First Kirk put the kibosh on the Democratic 
mid-term party conferences started in 1974 to 
give grass roots members a voice in policy- 
making. The ‘‘mini-convention” was regard- 
ed by reformers an important vehicle to 
avoid ‘‘boss rule’’ and encourage grass roots 
participation. 

Kirk urged that the scheduled 1986 mid- 
term conference be scuttled and the money be 
used in congressional and state campaigns. 
The national committee agreed. 

Then Kirk froze the number of ‘‘caucuses” 
officially recognized by the DNC. That meant 
that while women, blacks and a few other 
specialized groups would continue to enjoy a 
special status, others such as the gays and les- 
bians would not become a part of the formal

These steps were interpreted as an effort to 
erase the image of special interest domination 
of the Democratic Party. There were a few 
complaints, but Kirk generally was supported 
by party figures. 

Now, Kirk may have moved into a 
somewhat more controversial area. In a 
memorandum to state party chairmen Nov. 
22, Kirk urged the leaders to do everything 
they could to avoid expensive and divisive 
primaries. 

Where primaries could not be fended off, he 
said, state leaders should try to “set ground 
rules” that would, in effect, ostracise can- 
didates who ‘run against the party, malign 
their primary opposition” or otherwise attack 
other Democrats. 

Republicans call this kind of thing “the 11th 
Commandment of politics’? but Democrats 
are famous for fighting among themselves. 
Sometimes this is, as Kirk implies, pointless 
and self-destructive, but in many instances 
hot Democratic battles have involved the 
substance of policy, such as civil rights in the 
1960s and Vietnam War policy in the 1970s. 

When such issues divide a party, the unity 
and discipline Kirk seeks may do more 
mischief than the public confrontation he 
wants to quash. It was ignoring dissension 
that got the Democratic Party into the nasty 
mess that beat it in 1968 and led directly to the 
reforms that Kirk now is trying to modify. 

No one can argue against Kirk's call for par- 
ty harmony and clean campaigning, but if he 
wants to sweep important differences under 
the rug in the name of unity, he may be in- 
viting more trouble.

Right to recall state officials is gaining support

Many voters have long 
memories, Few, however, have 
anything approaching instant 
recall 


In Massachusetts, getting rid of 
public officils who seriously fail to 
perform their duties is all but im- 
possible before their term's end. 
The commonwealth has no provi- 
sion for recalling a statewide office 
holder 

Constitutionally provided im- 
preachment proc $s are general- 
ly slow and complex, as they 
should be, And their use is rare and 
quite properly confined to those 
charged with gross misconduct in 
office 

Many municipal charters 
throughout the commonwealth 
give dissatisfied citizens the right, 
through a special election, to oust 
local officials in whom they have 
lost confidence. A few weeks ago, 
for example, Wareham voters, in- 
censed over the town’s ctmen's 
handling of a controversial zoning 
matter, used the process to dismiss 
four of the five officials involved 

Although recalls are infrequent, 
many cities across the country, in 
cluding San Francisco, where 
Mayor Diane Feinstein survived 
just such a challenge in 1983, have 
the arrangement available 

So, too, do at least 15 states, from 
Florida to Alaska. But 
Massachusetts is not one of them, 
and for reasons considerably more 
political than practical, state 
lawmakers here are not about to 
help the commonwealth move in 
that direction 















At least three proposals to bring 
recall of statewide officeholders 
and legislators within reach of 
voters have been filed for con- 
sideration by the senators and 
representatives in 1986, It must be 
noted, however, that similar 
measures have been offered in the 
past and got nowhere. 

Whether the idea is one whose 
time has come in the Bay State 
could hinge substantially on the ef- 
forts of its sponsors, Reps. John A. 
Businger(D) of Brookline, Andrew 
S. Natsios (R) of Holliston, and 
William G. Robinson (R) of 
Melrose. Also needed will be strong 
support from various good- 
government forces as well as the 
two major political parties 

Obviously many lawmakers ar 
apprehensive that a recall might 
be used as a tool to harass them 
and their colleagues, But that has 
not been the experience of those 
states in which the removal 
mechanism is avialable, And there 
is nothing to suggest things would 
be any different here, providing 
getting a recall question on the 
ballot was not too easy 

In Kansas, voter signatures 
totalling 40 percent of those who 
went to the polls in the previous 
election for the particular office in- 
volved is required to put an ouster 
proposal! on the ballot. Elsewhere 
the grass-roots support require- 
ment ranges from 19 to 25 percent 

None of the proposed recall 
amendments to the Bay State con- 
stitution would require that level of 
Signature support. For 
Massachusetts, something in the 
range of 25 to 35 percent would

seem appropriate. It would prevent 
cluttering the ballot with frivolous 
recall attempts, sparked by 
disgruntled groups or even 
publicity-seeking crackpots. 

No elected official who is doing a 
good job, even if sometimes 
casting an unpopular vote, need be 
concerned about removal, But in- 
stances where an official is con- 
sistently and substantially out of 
step with those who put him or her 
in office or who proves irresponsi- 
ble or incompetent, the interests of 
the public might best be served by 
not waiting until the next regularly 
scheduled election to unseat that 
official 

Because of the considerable ef- 
fort required to collect enough 
signatures for a recall election, 
there is little doubt that attempts to 
use this device to remove a state of- 
ficial would be few 

If nothing else, the availablity of 
the recall process might tend to 
make officeholders more accoun- 
table to their constituents and 
perhaps a bit more conscientious. 
Clearly one unpopular vote should 
not in itself be grounds for removal 
unless something bordering on 
malfeasance or outright corruption 
is involved. 

An elected official need not be a

convicted felon to be unfit to con- 
tinue to hold his positiion of respon- 
sibility and public trust. 

In the interest of fairness, no of- 
ficeholder should be subjected to 
more than one recall challenge per 
term. The reason for such a propos- 
ed removal should be stated sue 
cinctly on petitions seeking support 
for the special election, and also 
ought to be printed on the ballot 
should the ouster bid get that far 

To further protect the recall 
from abuse by vested interests, 
any such state constitutional! provi- 
sion might require not merely a 
majority of those going to the polls 
in the special election but an 
amount not less than a majority of 
those who yoted when the recall. 
challenged official was elected, 

No public official doing a good 
job — even a mediocre job 
fear facing a possible recall 

Those who suggest otherwise are 
at least misled and perhaps evem 
more than a bit fearful it might 
force them not only to stick closer 
to the people’s business but also to 
resist the temptation for wheeling 
and dealing

Need to know zone changes 


Did you know that decisions to 
develop and rezone property in 


your neighborhood are made 
without any legal requirement 
that you be informed? An in- 
vestor can buy the house next 
door today, draw up plans to put 
condos in the backyard, and 
unless you're lucky enough to 
have a friend at City Hall who 
tells you, you won't know about it 
until the bulldozers knock over 
your hedges. 

How do I know? It’s happening 
in my neighborhood right now. In 
our quiet little enclave of one- 
and two-family Victorians in 
Newtonville, a local landlord 
bought 25 Prescott St. from its 
elderly owner and casually an- 
nounced to a neighbor that he 
planned to put townhouses behind 
the house. In the seven months 
since, we've formed a 
neighborhood organization (the 
Triangle Association), called and 
written aldermen, appeared 
repeatedly at Land Use Commit- 
tee meetings, always believing 
that these vigorous expressions 
of the neighborhood's disap- 
proval would ultimately produce 
denial of the permit. 

What has it accomplished? The 
issue was decided on Nov. 25. No 
notice was given to the associa- 
tion or to the protesting abutters 
of the property despite public 
assurances by Chair Cynthia 
Creem that we would be inform- 
ed. When we did find out, too late 














to deliver our argument to the 
committee, we appeared at the 
meeting anyway. The developer, 
Nino Campagnone, did not at- 
tend. His representatives were 
granted a withdrawal of their 
proposal. 


So we won, right? Not if you 
understand Newton govern- 
ment’s unmitigated cynicism 
towards its citizens. Newtonville 
Alderman Elaine Gentile told us 
that the committee wanted us to 
have a chance to “develop a 
dialogue’’ with Campagnone 
Could the intention instead be to 
wait until some snowy night in 
March to resubmit the plan while 
we're developing our dialogues 
elsewhere? Who's to say? We 
have no legal right to be notified 
about resubmission. You can see 
how this simplifies things for 
developers and aldermen (many 
of whom are developers 
themselves. ) 

Why not call your aldermen to- 
day and ask why municipal 
meetings aren't publicized to 
citizens who request the informa- 
tion? While you're at it, call the 
Graphic. Why doesn’t it print the 
agenda of committee meetings? 
How can a responsible paper 
tolerate this sort of blatant 
deception of the community? I 
can’t think of a clearer violation 
of the people's right to know.

An argument for handguns 






To the editor: 

Dr. Wright, a professor of 
sociology at the University of 
Massachusetts at Amherst, did a 


survey of 1,800 prison inmates in 
10 state prisons throughout the 
nation (all convicted of felonies) 
and found that 80 percent 
reported that burglars avoid 
houses when people are home 
because ‘‘they fear getting shot 
during the crime.”’ 


Unquestionably, guns in the 
home make criminals very ner- 
vous. “About 40 percent of the in- 
mates in my study told us that 
they had chosen not to commit a 
crime at one time or another 
because they had reason to 
believe the potential victim was 
armed.” 

Dr. Wright said stringent gun 
control laws tend to take guns out 
of the hands of law-abiding 
citiznes rather than criminals. 

“The criminals in my study 
were clearly going to be abie to 
arm themselves no matter what 
type of laws we enact.” 


“At least 59 percent of the 
prison inmates agreed with a 
statement in our survey that they 
were more afriad of being shot by 
citizens than the police,’’ stated 
Dr. Wright. 

Goreville, Ilinois passed an or- 
dinance nearly three years ago 
requiring a gun in every house. 
The mayor said they have no 
crime at all now. Even the 
escapees from nearby prisons 
stay clear of the town. 


While Morton Grove, Illinois 
has experienced a rash of armed 
robberies since it passed its han- 
dgun ban last year, Kennesaw, 
Georgia, Mayor Darvin R. Purdy 
reports his city has witnessed a 
“very real drop’’ in the number 
of burglaries. 

The second amendment, a 
revolutionary idea in 1776, em- 
bodies the wisdom of the ages 
and grants Americans freedom 
from tyranny, strength on the 
battlefield, anda lasting peace.

of Board of Alderman, etc.) not to 
mention the developers 
themselves, who were dead 
against it, the question of a 
moratorium was answered with 
an emphatic affirmative vote. It 
doesn’t matter how many or how 
few voters came out to vote 
because that margin would have 
been even greater had 50 or 60 
percent of the electorate voted. 

The real facts are: The 
eight wards in Newton, 
precincts. The moratorium ca 
ried every one of those precincts! 
There were two factions in the 
contested aldermanic races: 
Those who were anti- 
moratorium and those in favor of 
it. Polly Bryson’s smashing vic- 
tory over the incumbent presi 
dent of the board was the prime 
example of how the citizens of 
this city have had enough of those 
people with vested inte in 
development and who hd time 
and time again denied the 
neighborhoods their support. All 
of us can feel more comfortable 
and confident that we now have a 
true ‘‘people person’’ alderman 
in Ward 4. 

In Ward 6, Rodney Barker and 
Susan Basham also defeated two 
moratorium opponents.

This is so typical of those op- 
ponents who all along have refus- 
ed to acknowledge how vital this 
strangulation of our rights really 
is. Also, if the tendency is to vote 
for the ‘‘staus quo”’ then isn’t the 
so called status quo on this issue 
to let things remain the way they 
are? (no moratorium? ) 

Another falsehood that Mr 
White alludes to is that there has 
been a rash of new perimeter 
plans filed and building has ac- 
tually been increased by the pro- 
spects of a building ban. The 
truth is that building permits 
were up about 35 percent, 
however not one of those permits 
would have been denied under 
the exemptions included in our 
moratorium. 


I'd like to ask Mr. White who 
are these developers that are fil- 
ing perimeter plans to protect 
themselves under current zon- 
ing? His clients! Mr. White has 
been pro development while he 
was an alderman, and now as he 
represents more and more 
developers, it is becoming in-

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New options in war on drugs

WTON — Teenagers caught 
at school possessing drugs or 
alcohol for the first time will 
have the option of attending a 
year-long counseling program, 
instead of immediately going to 
court 

Middlesex District Attorney 
Scott Harshbarger who announc- 
ed the creation of the Juvenile 
Drug Diversion Program Mon- 
day said Newton is one of three 
cities in the county to offer such 
an option. 

Harshbarger said the diversion 
program should not be inter- 
preted as an attempt to treat 
first-time offenders more lenient- 
ly. The purpose was to reach 
borderline teens as quickly as 
possible, leaving the repeat of- 
fenders to the courts, he said 

“The court can’t do a great 
deal about the minor cases,” said 
Harshbarger. ‘‘Before, unless a 
kid was real bad he or she never 
got to the court’s attention,’’ the 
charge often was dismissed, he 
said. ‘‘What happens here is we 
identify the user early at a time 
when a kid can make choices.”’

If the Newton Youth 
Drug/Alcohol Program deals 
with first time offenders, then 
Harshbarger hopes the court will 
be inclined to apply stiffer sanc- 
tions in repeat cases. Such stiffer 
penalties would include formal 
probation with a considerable 
number of hours of community 
work, he said. 

To be eligible for the new diver- 
sion option, the student would 
have to admit guilt, be a first- 
time offender who has no history 
of violent or anti-social behavior 
The evidence in the case must in- 
dicate that the student simply 
possessed and did not intend to 
distribute the substance. Besides 
agreeing to monitor the student's 
participation in the program, the 
parents must join a_ parent 
counseling group 

A student's participation in the 
city-funded counseling program 
run by Matt and Joan Green in- 
cludes attending counseling 
meetings three nights a week, 
two substance abuse meetings, 
and one group therapy meeting 

For successfully completing 
the program, the student would 
not have to face a court charge 


destroyed. The student would 
also receive one high school 
course credit. ‘‘The work we put 
them through is more work than 
they see in high school,’’ said 
Matt Green 

A youth who skipped meetings 
or was arrested for a second or 
more serious substance abuse of- 
fense, however, would be ar- 
raigned in juvenile court 


The court diversion program 
has existed in Newton informally 
for several years, largely 
because of the close working 
relationship that has existed bet- 
ween the schools, police and the 
court in the city. Harshbarger 
hoped that by calling attention to 
and formalizing the process that 
other cities and towns would con- 
sider emulating Newton’s pro- 
gram 

Parents need to open their eyes 
to the fact that drugs are easy to 
obtain, especially in the suburbs, 
Harshbarger said We have a 
new profile of the drug dealer. A 
suburban, white middle class 
professional, with no prior 
criminal record, who indulges in 
drugs for recreational purposes

NEWTON When President 
Ronald Reagan, in the speech he 
delivered to Congress after he 
returned from the Geneva sum- 
mit conference, mentioned that 
he and Mikhail Gorbachev had 
agreed to increase research in 
the area of “fusion,” not too 
many Americans really knew 
what he was talking about 

Fewer still had any idea of 
what the development of fusion 
could mean to a world desperate- 
ly trying to guarantee its energy 
needs will be filled in the future 

Jim Sullivan, however, a 
Newton Centre resident, husband 
of School Committee member 
Lynn Sullivan and a scientist at 
MIT's Plasma Fusion Center, 
said he was pleased to hear the 
president backing research that 
could create an alternative to

With the tire changed, Mann 
and his troupe headed off again, 
leaving the village to buzz for 
days over the visit from the 
American mayor.

Speaking of intimidating cir- 
cumstances, the mayor was in 
the City of Budva, talking with 
the leaders there about problems 
they share and possible solutions 
when the conference table began 
to shake.

NEWTON — Resident permit parking (RPP) 
is one step closer to reality. 

If passed by the Board of Aldermen — a strong 
possibility after a recent favorable vote by the 
aldermanic Public Safety and Transportation 
Committee residents who live off the city’s 
busiest streets can ask the city for parking 
stickers. The stickers would limit available 
street parking spaces to the people who live 
there. 

Using a system similar to the one in Brookline, 
parking permits would be issued to qualified 
residents on a_ street-by-street basis. The 
stickers would include the name of the street to 
which they apply and would not be effective on 
any other street. 


According to Alderman Verne Vance — an 
RPP proponent the petition originally would 
have divided the city into 12 parking zones and 
residents with stickers would be able to park 
anywhere in the zone they belong to. After 
discussing the matter with the Law Department, 
PS&T members decided to scrap that plan and 
go with the Brookline system. 

Vance said in order for a street to qualify for 
RPP, ‘‘at least one resident from at least 50 per- 
cent of the dwelling units on that street would 
have to sign a petition saying they are interested 
in permit parking. That prevents just one or two 
people from exerting undue influence.” 

After the petition is filed, the board has 120 
days to hold a public hearing. Notice of the 
meeting will be sent to all abutters. The Public 
Works Department and a traffic engineer will 
then study the situation. 

Vance said the city agencies will consider a 
number of variables before making their deci- 
sions.

general traffic impact, parking impact and 
public safety issues they will look at.”’ 

One issue is whether or not there are adequate 
facilites for off-street parking in the area. Vance 
said if there is “plenty of parking in the area, 
then it is not a hardship.”’ 

Another is what effect RPP would have on the 
surrounding streets. 

“If allowing permit parking on one street 
means that people will go down the next street 
and park, then it doesn’t make sense,’’ Vance 
said. ‘‘You really have to look at the whole pic- 
ture.”’ 

The agencies would make their recommenda- 
tions to the board, who would make the final 
decision. 

Once deemed worthy of RPP, residents would 
be issued two stickers per one or two-family 
dwelling unit. Those who live in apartments will 
be issued two stickers per apartment unit. The 
stickers will be issued on a yearly basis for a $5 
fee. 

Vance listed the following as areas most likely 
to be affected by RPP: 

* Chestnut Hill near Boston College; 

* Newton Corner near bus routes to downtown 
Boston; 

* Newton Centre near the MBTA station and 
commercial areas; 

* Newton Highlands near the MBTA station 
and commercial areas. 

Vance said there are not enough parking 
spaces to accomodate both residents and 
visitors. 

“The impetus behind permit parking is pro- 
blems with commuters parking in streets near T 
stops and students and faculty in connection with 
institutions,” he said. ‘There are also some pro- 
blems in connection with parking spilling over 
near the commercial zones, causing severe pro- 
blems with residents.” 

The petition will now go to the aldermanic 
Legislation & Rules Committee for redrafting 
and codification.

Spot home energy wasters

Even if you have had a 
thorough home energy audit by 
your local utility, as every 
homeowner should, its findings 
don’t last forever. Weatheriza- 
tion products deteriorate, 
heating efficiency levels go down 
and even the most thorough of 
audits goes out of date. 

A professional energy auditor 
cannot reveal every area of 
energy loss, particularly if those 
areas are not visible. For exam- 
ple, a spot check can only reveal 
the general amounts of insulation 
in an exterior wall. 

It’s up to you to check the 
temperature of each radiator and 
the caulking at every joint. Only 
you will really worry about these 
areas of minimal energy loss and 
in areas where professional cor- 
rection might cost so much the 
payback period would be long. 

To conduct your own energy 
audit update, arm yourself witha 
pad and pencil, flashlight, tape 
measure and screwdriver. Cover 
your whole house thoroughly and 
systematically while taking notes 
as you go. 

With the guidance of a profes- 
sional energy auditor, we started 
outdoors, then checked the attic 
and basement before finishing up 
with the living area 

Caulk and weatherstripping 
seal your home to prevent heat 
leaking out and cold air entering 
through cracks and crevices, 
Touching up these joints as you 
go along is both easy and inex- 
pensive. Certainly ling cracks 
takes precedence over inc 
insulation. It's far less expens 
and is often more effective 
well,

Weatherstripping wears around 
doors that are used frequently 
and its absence may not have 
been noticed around those which 
are rarely opened. Don't forget 
attic and basement openings 
even if the spaces are unheated 
Of course, the important 
weatherstripping is on the doors 
between heated and unheated 
Spaces, but there is no point in 
allowing arctic outside air to 
enter unnecessarily. Also,

door frame. If you have not 
already added storm windows, 
first seal the glazing and sash of 
your primary windows. You 
should replace any broken or 
cracked panes. 

Other window problems that 
cause heat leaks are paint 
buildups that prevent 
weatherstripping from sealing 
properly, broken or loose sash 
locks and worn, rotted or ill- 
fitting sash. In some cases, you 
may have to remove the sash to 
seal heat leaks or even replace 
the sash. If sash replacement 
seems indicated, consider replac- 
ing the entire window with a 
double-glazed replacement. This 
can be expensive, but may well 
be cost-effective. 


There are two main types of 
storm windows: storm/screen 
combinations and single pane 
storm windows that are removed 
in summer and replaced with 
separate screens. Both do the 
job, but the more expensive com- 
bination type are far easier to 
live with, 


Flexible polyethylene can be 
installed in a frame or simply 
tacked to furring strips that are 
held in place over the inside of 
the windows with screws or nails. 
This system can be used instead 
of outside storm windows or in 
addition to storms for increased 
heat retention. It's particularly 
handy for basement and attic 
windows that are rarely opened 
and where appearance is 
relatively unimportant. 


Exterior doors must be main- 
tained much like windows to stop 
cold air infiltration, Look for 
gaps around the edges. The 
underside can be sealed with a 
door sweep. Weatherstrip other 
edge leaks. Storm doors are ex- 
pensive and may not be 
economical. An inner glass or 
acrylic panel over glazed door 
areas costs less and works nearly 
as well 


Check walls for insulation and 
consider having insulation 
materia! blown in if there is none. 

Up in the attic, spot check for 
insulation, Look under the floor if 
the attic is unheated and used on- 
ly for storage, or behind the 
wallboard if it is finished. As a 
general rule, all heated areas of 
the house should be separated 
from unheated spaces by insula- 
tion. Since heated air rises, the 
attic is the most cost-effective 
area to insulate. An unfinished 
attic with no permanent floor can 
be insulated by placing batts bet- 
ween the joists. If it reaches the 
top of the joists and more is 
wanted, lay a top layer of batts 
perpendicular to the ones already 





in place. A thorough installation 
without compressing the in- 
sulating material and with no 
gaps is important 


If there is a floor, remove a 
board or bore a hole to check for 














insulation, Having a contractor 
blow in loose insulation usually 
results in a more thorough job 
than pushing batt insulation 


under the flooring 





Good computer furniture is vital

WASHINGTON (UPI) The 
recent growth in personal com- 
puter use has moved some of the 
classic plagues of the video 
display terminal eyestrain, 
back ache and poor posture 
from the work place to the home. 

And while the newsrooms and 
offices of corporate America 
have undergone major changes 
as more is learned about the 
necessity of proper seating, ter- 
minal height and lighting, the 
home computer user is still in the 
relative dark ages. 

Computer furniture made 
and priced for home use is 
often overlooked by consumers 
who invest a lot of time and 
money choosing a computer but 
neglect their health, a computer 
expert said 

“An adjustable chair and table 





are crucial,’’ said David Eisen of 
the Newspaper Guild in 
Washington, D.C., who deals dai- 
ly with the effects of VDT use. 
“Especially for those using the 
computer four, five, or six hours 
a day. ... Even two to three hours 
starts to get pretty tiring.” 
n said a chair should be ad- 
justable both for height and at the 
back rest. ‘‘A good chair is ab- 
solutely essential,’’ he says, even 
for those who use the terminal 
sparingly. Basic chairs, 
ergonomically designed but not 
fancy, start at about $100. 


Eisen also recommended an 
adjustable desk or computer 
stand, especially if more than one 
family member uses the com- 
puter. It should be a stepped 
desk, and both sections should be 
adjustable. One area is to hold 
the terminal and the other is for 
the keyboard 




















Laser optics turns living 
room into a video center

BOSTON — Laser optics, a 
term conjuring up visions of 
“Star Wars” science fiction, is 
bringing the world’s audio-video 
future into today’s living rooms. 

Because of their high per- 
formance in both sound and vi- 
sion reproduction, LaserDisc 
(TM) video equipment and com- 
pact disc audio recordings are 
the wave of the future. 

The first tangible sign of what's 
in store down the road from 
Pioneer Electronics, the only 
maker of laser vision players. 

Its new CLD-900 is a combina- 
tion LaserDisc-compact disc 
player that handles both 12- and 
8-inch laser video recordings and 
8-inch digital audio-only CDs. 

Digital sound is partly respon- 
sible for the strong interest being 
shown in this merging 
technology. The equipment has a 
frequency reponse that covers 
the entire range of human hear- 
ing. 

In the recording process, Data 
representing sound and video is 
etched onto a reflective surface. 
It is retrieved through the focus 
of a tiny laser beam and con- 
verted for audio or audio-video 
reproduction. The laser pickup 
never touches the disc itself. 

The Laser option is beginning 
to make inroads on the videotape 
equipment market that is now 
booming from coast to coast. 

“Laser discs are having more 
of an impact on the music video 
market than tapes, because tapes 
cannot touch the harmonic range 
or even the picture quality. There 
is an intense quality that can’t be 
matched by tape,”’ said John Gill, 
LaserDisc buyer for The Instant 
Replay, an all-video electronics 
store in suburban Waltham, 
Mass 

Pioneer, the only maker of LD 
equipment, “suggested”’ 
retail price a’ 00 for the CLD- 
9000, though stores offer it for 
about $995 

Three other firms, Alpine/Lux- 
man, NAD and Teac, are selling 
similar audio-video equipment 
that include Pioneer's players, 
and in the same price range. 
Pioneer also has an inventory of 
about 1,400 different discs. 

Gill divides LaserDisc machine 
buyers into three categories — 
those who only want to play back 
movies, not record programs; 
the ‘‘be-the-first-on-your-block”’ 
types who want higher quality 
pictures and sound now; and peo- 
ple with VCRS who rent Laser- 
Dises so they can make higher 
quality videotape recordings 
through home dubbing. 

There are a number of pros and 
cons to weigh when considering 
whether to go the LaserDise or 
VCR route 

Plusses: LaserDises often cost 
less than videocassettes of 
popular movies 

The discs are almost in- 
destructible, with no seratching 









possible when the kiddies get 
ahold of them. Sections can be 
played over and over again 


without harm

Some home computer desks 
have multilevels but are not fully 
adjustable. Eisen said they are 
an improvement over a single 
surface table top, but not as good 
as the more versatile style. 

“Really good desks,” he said, 
“run $800 to $1,000.’’ A basic 
stand, however, dual-level and 
adjustable but without extra 
features — like drawers — can be 
found for around $250. 

The dual-level desk and a com- 
puter with independent terminal 
and keyboard are important.

Proper lighting also is impor- 
tant in home computer use. Bisen 
advised adjusting overhead 
lighting and closing blinds during 
the day to reduce glare. A good 
way to ensure correct lighting 
and reduce eye strain is to pur- 
chase a small, inexpensive task 
light to illuminate hard copy, he 
said, and to keep background 
light down. 








The bottom line, Eisen says, is 
that a home computer owner 
should pay as much attention to 
comfort and safety as to prin- 
touts and floppy discs

Computing got a_ boost 
recently at Beaver Country 
Day School as Junior Eric 
Johnson placed near the top in 
a nationwide competition 
designed to test programming 
skills 

Eric participated in the 
competition under the 
auspices of the Brown 
University-based American 
Computer Science League 
The competition consisted of 
both a paper-and-pencil test 
and a section which required a 
practical application of pro- 
gramming knowledge. 
Camilla Titcomb, head of 
Beaver’s Mathematics 
Department and Eric’s com- 
puter programming teacher, 
administered the test to Eric 
at Beaver during the week 
after classes ended in June 


Chess moves and train 
routes were the point of depar- 
ture for the practical applica- 
tions portion of the competi- 
tion. Eric was given 24 hours 
to write programs without the 
aid of a computer. One pro- 
gram was to determine the 
number of potential moves of a 
chess piece in a given location, 
and another program was to 
calculate the best train route 
to connect three cities. 


“Since there is usually more 
than one viable way to solve a 
programming problem,’’ ex- 
plained Eric, ‘‘I had to quickly

outline a strategy and then fill 
in the blanks. I used BASIC 
because it was the most conve- 
nient programing language to 
use, and time was important.”’ 


After writing the programs, 
Eric was given two hours to 
enter and refine the programs 
using Beaver’s computer 
facilities. Challenged by the 
time limits and constraints on 
the use of a computer during 
the development stage of his 
programs, Eric feels that 
Beaver's computer courses 
gave him the logical skills 
needed to handle the test. Ac- 
cording to Eric ‘‘... writing a 
program is mainly an exercise 





in logic. Beaver’s training 
gave me this skill.’’ 

Gaining computer time and 
access to the hardware, or 
computer machinery, has 
never been a problem, ac- 
cording to Eric, who started 
working with computers in 
elementary school. His train- 
ing at Beaver has consisted of 
a two-year middle school pro- 
gram, a year of independent 
study in ninth grade, and for- 
mal courses with Miss Tit- 
comb last year, and again this 
year. Eric has a home com- 
puter, although the rules of the 
competition did not allow him 
to use it while writing the pro- 
grams.

in some form are for everyone 
But it wasn’t always so. 

One of the oldest of all gems, 
pearls were seen as the most 
precious gift of the gods, a sym- 
bol of the moon, of harmony and 
perfection. I earliest times, 
pearls were r ed for priests 











Julius Caesar assured a supply 
of pearls for the ruling families of 
Rome by forbidding the masses 
to wear them. For hundreds of 
years after, various monarchs 
held pearls and other rare and 
beautiful treasures as the ex- 
clusive preserve of aristocracy 
or royalty. 

As for fashion fakes, the early 
British kings were distinguished 
users of artificial pearls and 
gemstones, though not by choice 
After the first crowning, their 
relics often were pawned, 
dismantled or lost in battle to be 
replaced by replicas. It was 
perhaps to make up for this that 





Queen Elizabeth | was such an 
avid collector of pearls, acquir 
ing her most spectacular pearl 
necklace by means of a famous 
stress sale. Its owner, Mary 
Queen of Scots, was induced to of 
fer the necklace while she was 
Queen Elizabeth's prisoner 





In America, prevailing puritan 
ethics had a dampening effect on 
the wearing of pearls and other 
jewels until the post-Civil War 
boom developed into a gilded 





age. Famous beauties such as 
Consuelo Vanderbilt with her 
pearl dog collar and Lillian 


Russell with her pearl ropes set 
off a rage for pearls that con 
tinued scarcely unabated until 
the late '60s, when street fashion 
marked them as too classic

Needlework gifts right from the heart

“But needlecraft manufac- 
turers and retailers are aware of 
this and have tailored kits and in- 
structions accordingly,’’ she 
said. Following are suggestions 
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for needlework gifts. 

For something that is quick, 
easy and looks great, try 
decorating a shirt, Colucci sug: 

gested. Choose a blouse, 
or sweatshirt and decorate it 
ing beads, embroidery floss, 
metallic thread and stitchery 








Knit a vest, scarf or mittens. 
These items sound ordinary and 
time-consuming, but they are 
not, she said. Tactile yarns such 
as long-hair angora, thick tweedy 
mohair and crunchy raw silk give 
new appeal to these traditional 
gifts.

Pearlman makes about about 400 
chocolate truffles each year for 
about a third the cost of buying 
the gourmet treats. He puts them 
in inexpensive boxes with a color- 
ful seal. 

“Tt doesn’t cost much but it 
takes a ton of hours,” said 
Pearlman. “‘I give them to fami- 
ly, friends and clients. And, you 
don’t mind eating your 
mistakes.”’ 

Pets already vaccinated and 
housebroken can be obtained free 
from animal pounds and given 
for companionship. At the Marin 
Humane Society in Northern 
California, a special ‘‘Christmas 
Party” was held Nov. 3 at which 
a dog dressed as ita and 
dozens of animals were adopted 
from the shelter. 

Volunteering services over 
Christmas in hospitals, shelters 
and senior citizen centers is 
another way to brighten the 
holidays for others. 

The volunteer list at St. An- 
thony’s Dining Room in San 
Francisco overflows during the 
holidays from people who want to 
help to feed and cheer some 5,000 
poor men, women and children. 

“At St. Anthony’s Dining Room 
we realize we don't have too 
many material things; we don’t 
have tons of gifts,’ said The Rev 
Floyd Lotito, director of the food 
center.

There’s a family, festive 
spirit here and it’s a touching 
thing."’

for the holiday meal and hash 
had to be cooked instead. Instead 
of depression, he said, there was 
an uplifting of spirits. 

“There was a special feeling of 
everyone belonging to the same 
family a brotherhood and 
sisterhood that can be focused on 
a lot more than it is,’’ said Lotito. 
“Remember, Jesus was born ina 
stable, and they had nothing.”’ 

Jacqueline Kennedy once 
memorized and recited a lengthy 
poem as a Christmas present for 
President John F. Kennedy. 
School children learn to make 
greeting cards or other items 
with the personal rather than 
monetary touch for their parents 
and relatives. 

Irving Berlin wrote the toe- 
tapping song, ‘The Best Things 
In Life Are Free,’’ during the 
1950s and the Beatles used the 
phrase to a rock beat in one of 
their early numbers more than a 
decade later. 

John Martin in his poem, 
“These Things Are Free,’’ penn- 
ed the following verses that 
might have been meant for the 
yuletide season: 

“In gloomy tones we need not 
cry 

“How many things there are to 
buy.

“The best things in life are 
free.” ...

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Say ‘no more drinks’ to over-imbibers 


NEWTON Advising that managing the 
flow of alcohol is now the responsibility of 
those who serve it, Carleton P. Merrill, ad- 
ministrative director and agent for the 
Newton Board of License Commissioners, is 
urging all restaurants and clubs in Newton to 
use restraint during the holiday season with 
the selling of alcoholic beverages. 

“While we recognize that the selling of 
alcoholic beverages plays a great part in the 
owners’ livelihood, selling too much alcohol 
to any given customer could cost the 
restaurant owner his livelihood. It’s a tough 
balance, but the decision to say ‘no more 
drink’ must be made,"’ Merrill states. 

With the increase in liquor liability in- 
surance and with the public demanding that 
the abuse of alcohol be greatly reduced, 
operating a bar today calls for the operators 
and their employees to keep patrons from 
becoming intoxicated and to know how to 
handle those who have had one too many, ad- 
vises Merrill. 

A few tips are offered to the operators 
“you want everyone to be aware of clues, but 
it’s not easy to gauge the level of alcohol con- 
sumption in every situation,’’ Merrill added. 





“If a customer is at a bar for a couple of 
hours and has had three drinks, I’d say the 
next one is extremely questionable. A 
customer may seem sober, but one more 
drink may put the customer over the limit 
It’s very difficult to shut a customer off, but 
the failure to refuse to serve could present a 
bigger problem should the customer leave 
the premises and become involved in an ac- 
cident,’’ Merrill advised 

Tips offered by Merrill include not ar- 
bitrarily saying ‘‘no more drinks." Give a 
reason why you can’t serve any more 
alcohol, such as ‘I'm sorry, but I could lose 
my job if I serve you another drink or ex- 
plain that the restaurant (bar) could lose its 
license. If a friend is with the customer, ad- 
vise the friend that you believe his compa- 
nion has had too much to drink. Quite often 
friends will listen to each other before they'll 
listen to servers. 

We suggest that servers keep track of the 
numbers of drinks each customer is served, 
and we urge that the licens provide 
snacks that don’t promote thirst. It is also 
suggested that the server chat briefly with 
the customer and observe him before serv-

“We must all work together to keep the 
out-of-control drinker off our streets and 
highways, and the best place to start is to 
have the ability to say ‘no more drinks’ at the 
right time,’’ Merrill concluded

In addition, on the other side of 
the field, a former South standout 
under Winkler (L-S Coach Tom 
Lopez) was qualifying to play in 
the Super Bowl. 


Overall, the Lions ended their 
season with a solid 6-4 record, 
while the Warriors went 
undefeated in finishing atop the 
Dual County League.

Oddly 
enough, the 36-yard drive came 
after another unlucky seven-yard 
punt for the Lions. Caputo’s pass 
to Joe Simms set the score at 15-0 
at the end of one. 


And there was more to come in 
the second frame after the two 
teams exchanged possessions 
three times. The Warrior ‘‘D’’ 
stopped Newton on a fourth-and- 
three situation at the visitor’s 45 
before the offense showed why 
it’s looking down on all the other 
clubs in the DCL. 


Perhaps a little bored with the 
running game, the Warriors took 
the plane route to the end zone 
this time. From the Lion 27, 
senior quarterback Mark 
Straubel hit Simms at the 15, 
before the latter escaped a pair of 
tacklers and flew across the goal 
line to make the score 21-0 at the 
half. 


Though the Lion offense never 
really shone throughout the game 
as far as points were concerned, 


sophomore tailback Rama 
Malone certainly proved to be an 
unsung hero. At 125 pounds, 
Malone wouldn't appear to be a 
threat to what could only be call- 
eda ‘‘brick wall defense,’’ but the 
scrappy running back rushed for 
58 yards on 9 carries in his first 
start as a varsity player. 


“T thought he did very well,” 
Kojoyian said. ‘It’s very rewar- 
ding to see the young guys suc- 
ceed. I’ve been coaching for 33 
years, and this has been one of 
my most rewarding seasons, 
because many young kids achiev- 
ed what they did, and that’s go 
out and win.”

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Crowley ends 
coaching career

NEEDHAM For a man who 
had originally invisioned a life of 
football, chilly autumn weather, 
and Thanksgiving Day hoopla, 
Donald Crowley has certainly 
watched the years pass through a 
much different window 

For the last 21 years, Crowley 
has opted for a pair of ice skates 
over a nice set of cleats, a hockey 
puck over a football, and early 
December mornings over late 
September afternoons. 

Crowley, a Needham resident 
and head hockey coach at 
Newton North High School for 11 
years, is retiring due to health

“I had orig y 
coach football,’ 
ball and hockey player at Cloby 
College in 1952, said. ‘I became 
involved in co: ing hockey at 
Belmont High School (in 1964) 
and hockey gradually came into 
focus. 

“Football was becoming more 
of a coaches game, the coaches 
had too much control. Hockey is 
still a players game.” 

Crowley played both sports at 
Dorchester High, then continued

at Colby where he described 
himself as a “journeyman” 
defenseman-forward in hockey

“I get better as the years go 
on,"’ the Colby football captain 
said. 

Actually, when Crowley first 
started coaching at Belmont 
High, he tried his hands at both 
sports, assisting on the football 
team in the fall and on the ice 
hockey team in the winter 

Seven years later, the coach 
moved on to Barnstable, where 
he would lead the high school to a 
State Championship in 1972, only 
his second year. 

In 1974, Crowley and his family 
decided ‘to come back this 
way,’’ and with a_ hockey 
coaching position open at Newton 
North, the Needham resident 
jumped at the chance.

BROOKLINE — It was one of 
those Thanksgiving Day games 
that the participants will 
remember for the rest of their 
lives. If they live long enough, a 
few of those memories might 
even be fond ones. 

But mankind’s lifespan will 
have to be considerably extended 
if any of those fond memories are 
ever to belong to Newton North 
stalwarts. For them, Thanksgiv- 
ing morning was without a 
redeeming quality, as host 
Brookline slipped past the 
Tigers, 74, at Parsons Field, 
leaving both teams with final 
records of 6-4. 


Any senior remembers his last 
Thanksgiving Day game, but 
when it’s out of the ordinary, the 
memories last a lot longer. It was 
obvious from early in the morn- 
ing that Thursday’s contest was 
not destined to be ordinary. 

It was difficult to pin down ex- 
actly what was falling from the 
sky at any given moment, but if it 
had come down in different 
flavors it would have been on sale 
at the local 7-11. That, combined 
with the artificial surface at Par- 
sons Field, made the conditions 
more conducive to a Bruins’ 
game than high school football. 

In fact, should the same condi- 
tions prevail next year, perhaps 
the athletic directors should give 
the players brooms and have a 
curling match. Or maybe just 
keep the players in the locker 
rooms and let the fans have a 
giant snowball fight. 

Hither one of those events 
would probably feature a lot 
more scoring. Since the players 
had difficulty making it from the 
bench to the huddle without fall- 
ing down, it wasn’t too surprising 
they couldn’t cover 80 or so yards 
with 11 people trying to knock 
them down. 

The only scoring drive of the 
day lasted exactly 30 yards. Field 
position had a lot to do with the 
early going, as Brookline started 
inside the Newton 40 two of the 
first three times it had the ball, 
while North’s best field position 
in that span was its own 31. 

The first three series went 
without a first down, but when a 
Rene Elysee punt set Newton 
back on its own 12 and Demitri 
Diatchenko answered with a 21- 
yard boot four downs later, the 
wheels were set in motion for the 
one and only score. 

Diatchenko had to punt from 
his own 17 after three Mark 
Adams (79 yards to finish with 
1,055 on the year) rushes had 
gained five yards, Dwayne Clark 
returned it eight yards to the 30. 

Ron Shelburne then made what 
was perhaps the biggest play of 
the day, skating 14 yards down to 
the North 16. The Tiger defense 
held for three downs, but fullback 
Uthman Cavallo got away for six 
on fourth down, setting up a first- 
and-goal from the two.

Brookline coach Bill McKeown, 
knowing this might be his club’s 
only shot, played it safe and it 
paid off. Not wanting to risk a 
handoff or a slip at that point, he 
just had Polishuk go straight 
ahead. Brookline’s pile moved 
Newton North’s pile and it was 6- 
0. Elysee drilled the extra point

“T had a feeling the first one 
would be the only one,”’ said 
North coach Peter Capodilupo. 

When the first quarter ended, 
the Tigers still didn’t have a first 
down (they finished with four in 
the game), but they did finally 
get a chance to tie the score with 
1:30 to go in the half. 

Elysee went back to punt from 
his own eight and simply dropped 
a good snap. The Tigers fell on it 
and hada life. 

It took the Brookline defense 
four plays to snuff out that life.

“We had our shot,” 
noted. ‘“‘To their credit, we 
couldn’t put it in.

With 3:30 to go in the game, 
Newton began on its own 32, 
thanks to a Brookline penalty for 
unsportsmanlike conduct. By 
process of elimination, the Tigers 
had to go to the air, after wat- 
ching everything else prove 
fruitless through 40-plus minutes 
of football. 

When Britt Ryan made an ex- 
cellent catch for a first down at 
the 45, it seemed like a good deci- 
sion. Two plays later, the 
strategy didn’t look quite as ef- 
fective when Reitman picked off 
Adams’ halfback pass at the 
Brookline 45 with 1:47 to play.

For the past 25 years, the Peace 
Corps has been sending volunteers 
abroad with Kennedy’s grand aim in 
mind. But those who have returned 
tell a different story of reality. 

“Many will say they didn’t ac- 
complish much technically, but did 
make a difference through friend- 
ships and living day-by-day with peo- 
ple,’’ said Carrie Hessler Radelet, a 
former volunteer and spokesperson 
for Peace Corps New England. 

The volunteers of today differ 
from their counterparts of a decade 
or two ago. Many are older, some 
are retired couples. A desire to serve 
is often not enough. Because the 
Third World already has many 
college-trained people in its own 
countries, the Peace Corps seeks 
recruits with highly specialized 
skills, particularly in agriculture and 
nutrition. Some who do volunteer 
find their initial enthusiasm can not 
sustain them. Twenty-seven percent 
return before their two-year term is 
finished. 

Recently, four local residents 
shared their experiences in the 
Peace Corps. Whether they served 20 
years or a year ago, the experience 
abroad appears to have changed the 


contours of their lives.

At the age of 24, armed witha 
master’s degree in French, Myrna 
Patterson joined the Peace Corps 
with her young husband in 1966. 

“It was a chance to begin an 
adventure. We were very idealistic, 
and we wanted a chance to do that 
before we got bogged down in real 
jobs. 

“We were the Kennedy children, 
high on enthusiasm, high on Ken- 
nedy, and the contribution we felt we 
could make to undeveloped coun- 
tries,’’ said the Watertown resident. 

The couple was sent to the African 
country of Chad, and taught English 
to middle school students who ac- 
tually were illiterate in French, their 
national language. The time spent 
teaching English to children who 
would have little need to use it, was 
absurd and frustrating, she said. ‘‘I 
thought, how can I teach English 
when they don’t know to brush their 
teeth, they don’t know about con- 
traceptives?"’ 

But Patterson said her official role 
did not allow her to do more than 
teach English in the French girls 
school. 

Though the value of her teaching 
efforts was limited, Patterson felt 
she touched lives through her friend- 
ships. She had a party for the 
children and welcomed them over to 
her house Saturday mornings to read 
magazines. **The house became a 
drop-in center. I think they learned

something about people from me. 
The English didn’t amount to a hill 
of beans."” 

Now at the age of 43, a single 
parent with two children, Patterson 
teaches at a private elementary 
school in Cambridge, helping sixth 
graders from largely affluent 
families learn about the world. Pat- 
terson said she encouraged her class 
to organize a bake sale to raise 
money for African relief, and she 
devotes a month of the social studies 
curriculum on the American Black 
experience. 


“T find it surprising this genera- 
tion doesn’t know anything about sit- 
ins. I try to show them we didn’t get 
here for nothing. Life isn’t just fancy 
computer games. 

“T used to think the only contribu 
tion I could make would be to work 
with the poor and underprivileged 
But there are two ways to look at it 





If you educate the priviledged they 
can ultimately have a big impact on 
society,’ she said. “‘I think tomor- 
row’s leaders are right here. If you 
can learn at a young age to think 
about these issues then we're on our 


way. 








In 1973, Stephen Klein, a 22-year- 
old Berkeley political science 
graduate, took a three-month crash 
course in farming before he spent a 
year and a half helping farmers in 
the Dominican Republic increase 
their yields 

Once abroad, the Klein found 
himself questioning the advice of 
some American-trained agricultural 
experts 

The former volunteer said his 
skilled Dominican colleagues had 
been trained at the Texas A&M 
University in a technique that ad- 
vocated planting a single crop so in- 
secticides would be used to the best

advantage. The local farmers, 
however, had for years intermixed 
crops such as beans and corn, and 
did not have much money for insec: 
ticides and fertilizer 

Though a generalist with little 
agricultural training, Klein saw his 
purpose, ‘I was there to ask why 
Does this technology make sense?’ 
Experimental stations Klein pushed 
into existence, confirmed the 
benefits of and found ways of im 
proving intercropping 





“T think the person who gains most 
is the person who goes down there, 
said Klein of the responsibility he 
received. ‘‘The things I'm now going 
might rival what I was doing at the 
age of 22,’ he said, "It's a very 
maturing process, You can see your 
decisions go wrong or go right 

Although content with his Peace 
Corps experience, he knew others 
who were frustrated. While Klein 
learned to innoculate pigs, some 
volunteers who were pig 
veterinarians found their skills little 
used and left before their term wa 
over 

Klein, currently legislative aide to 
state Senator George Bachrach D. 
Watertown, would like to continue to 
work in the public sector. In his free 
time he assists two Hispani 
organizations in Roxbury, including

It has been a year since they 
returned to the United States, and 
the 30-year-old Katherine said she is 
still trying to adjust to the waste of 
food and materials here 


“People complain a lot about little 
things,’ said Katherine, who is now 
an assistant head nurse at 
WalthamWeston Hospital’s materni- 
ty ward. ‘They don’t know what it's 
like for some people. I do, because 
I've seen it.” 


In Malawi, Katherine was respon- 
sibile for dispensing vaccine, milk, 
and medicine to nutrition and pre- 
natal clinies within one district. She 
also taught mothers at the clinics 
about proper nutrition and sanita- 
tion, and set up a nutrition 
rehabilitation unit for severely 
malnourished children 

One 38-bed ward frequently housed 
50 kids, she said. 

Working in the rehabilitation unit, 
“was difficult, but it was rewar- 
ding,”’ said Katherine. ‘‘When you 
see the children come in, it is so 
devastating. Then you see them 
becoming plump and doing well. The 
only other devastating thing is to see 
the kid or his brother come back in a 
year.” 

In Malawi where vegetables and 
corn are available, malnutrition is 
largely the result of ignorance, said 
Katherine. Some mothers would not 
feed their babies before going out in- 
to the fields at four a.m., leaving the 
child without food until they return- 
ed home at 2 in the afternoon, she 
said. ‘They have the resources to 
buy porridge but they don’t think a 
growing child needs the food."’ Some 
would rather skimp on food to send 
their children to school, she said. 

Of the four nurses sent to Malawi 
as Peace Corps volunteers, only 
Katherine fulfilled her term. Her en: 
thusiasm for the Peace Corps in- 
fected her 55-year-old mother, who is 
currently volunteering in Thailand 
as an English teacher 

Katherine's husband, James Red- 
der extended his term as a 
volunteer. As an accountant check 
ing the books for Malawi's Ministry 
of Agriculture, Redder saw firsthand 
how massive amounts of foreign aid 
can obscure simpler and perhaps 
better solutions to poverty. He said a 
$9 million research program 
evaluating whether more fertilizer 
would significantly increase corn 
yields was a waste, for after the 
foreign aid was gone, the host coun 
try would not have the money to pro: 
vide farmers with large amounts of 
fertilizer. A $3,000 project to test 
whether consumers would use a 
flour made from the cassava root, 
however, was not only cheap but 
successful, he said. Consumers liked 
the flour which was a nutritious and 
inexpensive alternative to their 
staple of corn

Amadeus Mozart, but the Garden 
City has ll-year-old Julian 
Foster 

A concert pianist and student 
at the Chestnut Hill School, 
Julian believes his ‘gift’ for 
music was realized while his 
mother, na, was growing up 
in Moscow 

“When she was 14-years-old, 
my mother dreamed of having a 
talented child. I guess her 
dreams came true," he giggled 
“I guess I do feel a little like 
Mozart sometimes.” 

Julian's kinship with the 18th 
Century composer is more than 
just coincidental. Wolfgang's 
professional development was 
profoundly influenced by 
father, Leopard Mozart, who was 
employed as a composer and 
violinist for the archbishop of 
Salzburg. Like Mozart, Julian's 
father is a famous Russian 
violinist and his step-father, Ar- 
nold ster, is an amateur 
violinist

Despite the patriarchal 
similarites, his professional 
growth, like so many other great 
men, is the result of matriarchal 
influence while he was still 
crawling around his crib in 
Russia. ‘‘I used to rock back and 
forth, banging a small drum 
while my mother played the 
piano or played classical music 
on the record player,’’ he said. 

The Commonwealth Avenue 
prodigy started playing classical 
music when he was only five 











years old with the help of his 
mother/instructor shortly after 
they moved to this country in 
1977. He soon found he possessed 
certain skills for music superior 
to other students 

For example, Julian said he 
can spend 15 minutes with his 
mother on a confusing section of 
music in order to work out the 
problems while it might take 
other students three weeks to 
figure it out. “I don’t think many 
children can pick up what they 
hear in two seconds like I can,” 
he said. “And, I'm not bragg- 
ing.” 

The fifth-grade pianist said his 
ability to tickle the ivory is not 
just the result of extraordinary 
talents, but rather painstaking 
attention to detail and a lot of 
blood, sweat and tears.

you don’t learn to practice the 
right way, you’re in serious trou- 
ble.”” 

Julian tries to practice every- 
day for an hour by getting in- 
tellectually involved with the 
music. Any other way, he ex- 
plained, would be useless. 
“You've got to glue yourself to 
that chair for an hour and think,” 
he said. “If you do, an hour can 
seem like 20 minutes.”’ 





Asa result of his hardwork and 
dedication, Julian recently gave 
solo performances at the 
Chestnut Hill Mall and the Taub- 
man Music Festival — named 
after his mother’s piano teacher 
Dorothy Taubman — at Amherst 
College. In his debut at the Mall, 
Julian played all the music from 
memory. 





“T'm not trying to be famous,” 
he said. “I just enjoy giving 
pleasure to other persons.” 


The key to being a successful 
concert pianist is adhering to a 
compo: s work, according to 
Julian. ‘You have to feel the pas- 
sion and understand the com- 
poser’s circumstances,’ he said. 








Ludwig van Beethoven, for ex- 
ample, led a “‘very tragic life and 
in every piece he wrote there is a 
little bit of that tragedy,” he said. 
“You have to give meaning to 
every note as Beethoven intend- 
ed, and not just play the piece as 
you might like to hear it.” 


Julian is not as advanced in the 
art of composing as Mozart was 
at his age. Wolfgang started 
writing his own music on the har- 
pischord when he was four-years- 
old. Julian is currently working 
on his first serious composition — 
a suite for an orchestra — which 
he hopes to enter in upcoming 
competition in New York. 

“It’s very difficult to com-

pose,”’ he said. ‘“‘You have to be 
organized because there are so 
many different harmonies and 
sometimes you can’t fit all the 
ones in that you might like.” 
Unlike his classmates who 
boogie to the melodie sounds of 
“Twisted Sister’? and Ozzy 
Osborne, Julian gets many of his 
harmonies for compositions from 
the classic composers, whom he 
listens to during his leisure time.

Postal clerks go to charm school

Neither rain, nor snow, nor sur- 
ly customers shall keep postal 
window clerks from performing 
their appointed tasks with a 
smile. 

That's because the Greater 
Boston Postal Service is sending 
88 clerks to charm school to hone 
the technique of making 
customers happy. 

Among those taking the six- 
week Dale Carnegie self- 
improvement course is Theresa 
O'Connor, of the Newton Center 
office, But with her experience, 
the 19-year postal veteran could 
probably teach it. 

O'Connor once had to dodge a 
scale that was thrown at her by 
an irate customer, 

“T sensed she was upset, So I 
just handled it in a very low-key 
relaxed manner. I said, ‘Do you 
mind if I wait on a customer 
while you decide what to do for an 
encore”’ And believe it or not she 
started laughing,’’ O'Connor 
said 

The Post Office considers its 
window clerks the front line in 
addressing customers. ‘Theresa 
sees an average of 250 people a 
day, handling inquiries and tran- 
sactions. | may see just one," 
said Newton Centre office 
manager John Flynn. 

And because the clerks are, for 
many customers, their main con- 
tact with the agency, the Post Of- 
fice wants to reduce the chances 
that an ill-tempered clerk will 
turn a4 customer sour. 

Occasionally a customer does 
have something to be sour about, 
agreed Jim O'Brien, another 
charm schoo! attendant from the 
Waltham Main Street Office 

A person who waits in line 20 


minutes to get to the counter only 
to find you don’t have what they 
want, will be angry,’’ said 
O'Brien, a Newton resident who 
has worked at the Post Office for 
20 years 

O'Brien said customers do 


complain not only about long 
lines but delayed or misplaced 
mail. ‘Most of the gripes are 
about delivery, We're not the car 
riers,” said O'Brien, but it’s up to 
the window clerks to handle the 
complaints, he said. ‘Ninety

nine percent of the customers are 
really nice. It's the one percent 
that you'd like to reach out and 
pow!”’ 

The Dale Carnegie workshop 
costs the Post Office $725 per per- 
son including course fee and 
wages 

“It's an investment, but we feel 
the end result will be very 
positive," said Lisa DeVincenzo 
district spokesperson. “If we can 
keep our customers, They will 
come back for more business 

The Postal Service hopes that 
additional business will include 
services such as express mail 
which is receiving intense com- 
petition from for-profit corpora- 
tions. In the struggle to maintain 
and develop new mail markets, 
the Post Office has begun to view 
its window clerks as salespeople 

In the Dale Carnegie classes, 
“We talk about experiences other 
clerks have had with the public, 
ways to change your attitude, 
how to improve yourself, how to 
have more confidenc said Lor- 
raine Boland, a Newton Centre 
window clerk. “People who come 
in mad, haven't had the workings 
of the Post Office explained to 
them." But if their questions are 
answered properly ‘‘by the time 








they leave they're thanking you." 

“It’s a fun job,"’ she said. “In 
the summer a mother will come 
in and send a six-pack of Coke to 
the kids at camp. A person will 
have a package of medicines they 
have to get through," said Boland 
who enjoys serving people. 

“If you like working with peo- 
ple, the time goes by very quick- 
ly,”’ said O'Connor who is on her

“Some of the customers I've 
known for so long, I just think of 
them like friends.

But lines do 
develop and ‘‘customers wonder 
why people they see in back can't 
help. They may have other 
duties, distributing the mail for 
example. Or they have not been 
trained,’’ he said.

Maccabees in 165 B.C. to commemorate the 
rededication of the Temple in Jerusalem after its 
desecration by the Syrian-Greeks, or Seleucids. 

It is the story of the determined few defeating the 
many, of the first recorded war for religious 
freedom, and of the miracles that spring from faith. 
This year it begins on Dec. 8. 


“The holiday has two levels to it,’’ explains Rabbi 
Elliot Salo Schoenberg of Temple Aliyah in 
Needham. ‘‘The original layer is a military victory 
and no miracle. And the second layer has no 
military emphasis and the miracle. What we have 
today is a conflation of the two, so what you read 
about is both.”” 

Rabbi Murray Rothman of Temple Shalom in 
Newton notes the holiday’s significance supercedes 
the facts of the story. 

Whether or not the miracle actually happened as 
it is told, Rothman says, ‘‘The point is, when people 
struggle for religious freedom and are willing to 
sacrifice for it, they find the hand of God intervenes 
to help give them strength and support.” 

The Hanukkah story in essence began when 
Syrian-Greek king Antiochus IV Epiphanes plunged 
Jerusalem into a program of forced Hellenization, 
under which the practice of Judaism was outlawed. 
A small group of Jews led by Mattathias of Modi’in 
resisted the efforts to institute pagan worship. Flee- 
ing to the hill country with several thousand others, 
they launched attacks on the much greater Syrian- 
Greek forces, often using guerilla tactics. 

Mattathias died only one year into this effort, but 
his eldest son Judah — nicknamed ‘“‘The Hammer” 

~ took over and after years of bitter fighting the 
Maccabees finally regained the Temple, which had 
been desecrated and nearly destroyed. 

According to tradition, as they set about 
rededicating the Temple, the Maccabees found in it 
a single cruse of consecrated oil that had escaped 
desecration by the Syrian-Greeks. The oil, used to 
rekindle the eternal light that is to burn forever in 
the Temple, was enough to burn for only one day 
But when lit, it lasted for eight days until new oil 
could be prepared and consecrated 

This miracle traditionally is considered the origin 
of the menorah. A candelabrum containing holders 
for eight candles (supposedly representing the 
eight days the oil burned) and a ninth used to kindle 
the others, the menorah is lit on each of the eight 
nights of Hanukkah. The first night, one candle is 
burned; the second night, two candles; and so on 
until the entire menorah is aglow 

Jews are not supposed to do any work by the light 
of the menorah, and today many use the time to 
sing songs and play special Hanukkah games, most 
of which involve the ‘‘dreidel,’’ a four-sided top 
bearing a Hebrew letter on each side. The letters 





stand for a Hebrew phrase meaning “A great 
miracle happened there."’ In Israel, the last word 
now has been changed to mean “there.” 


Other traditional Hanukkah festivities involve 
the eating of *‘latkes,"’ special potato pancakes, and 
the exchanging of gifts, particularly ‘‘gelt” 
(Hanukkah money), which is given to children 
Although, like most Jewish festivals, the holiday’s 


emphasis is on the home and family, special 
synagogue services also are held 
Rabbi David Whiman, director of religious 


education at Temple Shalom of Newton, says his 
Synagogue encourages parents to use Hanukkah 


traditions to teach the holiday’s messages to their 


children. For example, they suggest that parents 


give their children Hanukkah gelt with the stipula- 

tion that they, in turn, must give it away to a good 

cause. The message, he says, is: ‘‘This is yours, but 

it’s your responsibility to make sure it is well us- 
ed.” 


In keeping with Hanukkah’s theme of religious 
freedom, families at Temple Shalom also are en- 
couraged to take one night to remember Jews in the 
Soviet Union and others who are not free to practice 
their beliefs. 


In his Hanukkah sermon at Temple Aliyah this 
year, Schoenberg says he will talk in particular 
about the theme of rededication — of the im- 
portance of Jews’ rededicating themselves to the 
Jewish tradition. 


The other eternal issue to which Hanukkah 
speaks, says Schoenberg, is the idea that ‘in a 
place of darkness, a Jew finds lights’’ — the rulers 
may have forbidden their religion, but the Mac- 
cabees found the means to practice it. 

Schoenberg has put together a three-part cable 
television program on Hanukkah aimed in par- 
ticular at non-Jews. The show will air next week on 
Needham cable (channel 3) as part of ‘‘Aliyah,”’ a 
year-long series of programs produced by the 
Needham temple for the national Aleph Network, a 
weekly cable TV show for Jewish interest. 

While Schoenberg believes it is important for 
Christians as well as Jews to hear the story of 
Hanukkah, he emphasizes that it is not the only 
time of year — or even the best time — to learn 
about Judaism and to think about the relationship 
between the two religious traditions. 

“If the only thing in Judaism you see is Hanuk- 
kah, you have a distorted view of Judaism,” 
Schoenberg explains. ‘“‘And if you do that, you 
create intense pressure on Jews and Judaism and 
Hanukkah to be a lot of things they’re not. 

‘Playing down the comparison between Hanuk- 
kah and Christmas is not playing down Hanukkah, 
but what I'm also saying is, don’t raise it up above 
what it is. ... Hanukkah is not one of the one or two 
most important days in the Jewish calendar. It’s 
eighth or ninth, Schoenberg 

“There’s no w that Hanukkah can compete 
with Christmas,’’ agrees Whiman of Temple 
Shalom. ‘There's just no way.’ 

Both rabbis stress that Jews can appreciate the 
beauty of various Christmas traditions and 
messages, while at the same time finding these 
things in their own religion and sharing year-round 
the traditions of various Jewish festivals. 

“The Christmas tree is wonderful — it’s just love- 
ly,’’ says Whiman. ‘But it happens to be a Christian 
symbol. It's just not a part of my religion.”’ But the 
Passover seder, he notes, is also wonderful, and is 
something he enjoys sharing with non-Jews. 

Many schools, towns and businesses have taken 
to hanging up Hanukkah decorations next to their 
Christmas decorations, but Schoenberg feels that 
only promotes a sense of comparison. The ap- 
propriate place for the practice of Judaism, he 
says, is in synagogues and homes “not in 
Needham Square”’ and not in the schools. 

No matter how you handle it, December, states 
Schoenberg simply, is ‘a difficult time to be 
Jewish,” 

But, he adds, it is also an important time to talk 
about what it means to be Jewish in America and to 
address the survival — both physical and spiritual

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Detroit turns to Maine 
for better gas mileage 


PORTLAND, Maine (UPI) —A 
new type of gear drive could im- 
prove automobile gas mileage so 
much Detroit may be able to 
return to building big cars while 
still complying with federal gas 
mileage guidelines, its 
developers claim. 

The device has rotating buttons 
instead of gears. It looks and 
operates enough like a worm 
drive that its developers have 
dubbed it ‘‘Squirm Drive’. 

When used in place of an 
automobile’s conventional ring 
and pinion gears, originators say 
a vehicle’s gas mileage could 
jump more than 30 percent. 

“When we put it into an electric 
vehicle, we beat the original 
system by 37 percent,’’ said 
Thomas Murphy, 50, president of 
Maxaxam Corp. ‘‘And we can 
prove it,"” 

To get better gas mileage 
figures, Detroit has decreased 
the size of its cars although many 
auto buyers enjoy large vehicles, 
Murphy said. Squirm Drive could 
improve gas mileage so 
dramatically the big cars could 
stage a comeback, Murphy 
predicted 

“By reducing friction you get 
the best of both worlds — the best 
of performance as well as 
greater economy,’ Murphy said. 
“TI think this will allow the big 
autos to be built again." 

The standard automotive dif- 
ferential system has been around 
almost as long as the automobile 
itself. While not a great example 
of efficient power transmission, 
no one has given much thought to 
improving on the old ring-and- 
pinion gearset a gear on the 
end of a shaft which turns a 
round, ring-shaped gear that in 
turn supplies power to the rear 

wheels

Stop leaks in city coffers 


By Edward Cafasso, Staff Writer 


NEWTON - Loose accounting controls 
could allow thousands of dollars in parking 
meter receipts to be stolen without the city 
ever discovering the theft, according to an 
auditor’s report released Monday. 

That risk is one of several uncovered in the 
system designed to monitor the collection of 
nearly $500,000 in annual parking meter 
revenues. 

The private audit of the city’s books per- 
formed by the Arthur Andersen Company, of 
Boston, also found a number of flaws in the 
city’s accounting procedures for other 
departments. 

The report found that the coins removed 
from parking meters four mornings a week 
are brought to the Treasurer’s Office in 
cans, emptied into sacks and labelled as to 
location of origin. 

The sacks remain open the entire day until 


after employees leave the building. The 
receipts are then counted, tagged, sealed, 
locked up overnight and deposited in the 
bank the following morning. 

The risk of that process, the audit sa 
“cash could be misdirected or lost 
counting without ever being detected.” 

The firm suggests the coins be counted 
upon arrival in the presence of the Public 
Works collection crew or that the workers 
bring the money directly to the bank for 
counting and deposit. 

In the space reserved for ‘‘management 
comments,” city officials blame the problem 
on the elimination of a part-time clerk due to 
Proposition 2 1/2 

“While your recommendation has merit, it 
is not always feasible. Coins are received at 
approximately 9 a.m. and the staff is busy 
opening and processing receipts by mail. 
Mail receipts have a much higher priority,” 
an unnamed department head said.

The audit also found that the crews who 
collect meter receipts have ‘personal 
possession of parking meter keys at all 
times,’’ presenting the risk that ‘‘unauthoriz- 
ed use of keys could result in diversion of 
cash which would be difficult to detect.”’ 

The firm recommended that the keys be 
returned to the Treasurer's Office and stored 
in a vault when not in use

said, ‘‘City policy is that keys be locked up in 
the Traffic Division office at the end of each

The report also discovered that meter col- 
lections ‘‘are not periodically reviewed for 
unusual or significant trends,”’ creating a 
risk that ‘‘unusual fluctuations in revenue 
resulting from loss or misdirection of funds 
may go undetected.”

Police council wins first round 


Coogan’s assets froz

CAMBRIDGE — The Greater 
Boston Police Council (GBPC) 
has won the first round of what is 
likely to be a protracted legal 
battle that could take years to 
wind its way through the courts. 

A Middlesex Superior Court 
judge last week issued a 
preliminary injunction freezing 
former GBPC administrator 
Timothy C. Coogan’s assets until 
the $1.74 million lawsuit against 
him is decided. 

Judge Charles M. Grabau 
granted Coogan a $1,200 weekly 
allowance until his living re- 
quirements can be more ac- 
curately determined. 

Grabau agreed to GBPC at- 
torney Thomas E. Dwyer's re- 
quest to take Coogan’s deposi- 
tion, but rejected his plea that 
Coogan’s defense attorney, Ken- 
neth A, Pollenz, also be deposed.

He admits though that time 
consumed by his job as city 
solicitor, touring and cutting 
albums (the band’s fifth, 
“Peace by Piece,” was recently 
released) with Safam can make 
life hectic. 

“When I’m doing Safam,”’ the 
Highland Park, N.J., native 
says, ‘‘other people are going to 
movies, playing cards and going 
shopping — things I don’t have 
time to do. My time is more 
squeezed, Everyone needs an 
outlet — other needs beyond the 
job — whatever it might be that 
turns them on in their spare 
time. For me, that is primarily 
singing and preparing for our 
shows, but it grew bigger than 
anyone anticipated.” 

Despite 30 concerts a year — 
some as far away as Los 
Angeles — Funk insists that his 
legal and musical careers are 
not mutually exclusive of each 
other. 

“The band’s schedule is plann- 
ed months in advance and I'm 
not too burdened because they 
are mostly on weekends,” Funk 
says, ‘‘It is quite a hectic 
schedule but it is a balance I en- 
joy because I enjoy law and 
music, I think it’s working. The 
law department is working well 
and so is the band." 

An eight-year veteran of City 
Hall, Funk says Safam was 
already in high gear by the time 
he took the city solicitor’s job. 

“Things had already picked 
up by the time I became city 
solicitor,” he says. ‘We were 
already putting on 30-35 concerts 
a year and every few years we 
were putting out new albums.”’ 

Funk adds that in addition to 
his singing, he often employs 
he uses in the courtroom 
fam.

“We enjoyed singing in the 
chorale, but we felt we needed 
more," Funk says. ‘‘We enjoyed 
singing Jewish music and we en- 
joyed singing music out of Israel 

Chasidic music — which is 
very upbeat, very lively and fun 
because you could set those 
tunes to prayers. As time went 
on we wrote our own songs and 
went beyond prayers to other 
Jewish themes, many of them 
universal.”"’ 

Aside from songs with strictly 
religious messages, other Safam 
themes include children and 
family, love and brotherhood. 
With those themes, Funk sees 
Safam as musical trail blazers. 

“It is very much a Jewish ex- 
perience,’ he says. ‘For a lot of 
people — American Jews who 
can relate to us — we are the 
creators of a Jewish-American 
sound.” 

Safam combines those themes 
with various American and 
Israeli music to form a unique 
sound that attracts both young 
and old alike — a rare 
age where bands like ‘* 
Sister” and ‘‘Motley 
the airwaves. In fact, Safam is 
so eclectic that if their themes 
were more closely aligned to 
American mainstream, their 
songs would be heard all over 
the radio dial on both AM and 
FM. 

“We have a broad mix of 
musical backgrounds,”’ Funk 
says. ‘Being six men in our 30s, 
we have many influences in- 
cluding folk, pop, rock dix- 
ieland, barbershop, Israeli 
sytles, and even reggae. We en- 
joy a lot of different types of 
music.” 

One of Safam’s songs — 
“Leaving Mother Russia’ — 
struck a particularly strong 
nerve with Sunday night’s au- 
dience because it is about the 
Jewish struggle for emigration. 
As one, the crowd rose and the 
people clapped their hands and 
stamped their feet to show 
solidarity with relatives not for- 
tunate enough to attend the 
show. 

Safam’s first performance 
was in December of 1974. After 
that, their first album came out 
in October, 1976. While they are 
successful at what they do — 
providing traditional messages 
of Jewish culture — Funk has 
few illusions about Safam’s 
future. 

“When you have an album, 
that is the best advertisement 
possible,’’ he says. ‘‘An album is 
something we could send to peo- 
ple and give them a sense of 
what we are doing. After the 
first album, subsequent albums 
caught on and we developed a 
following in Jewish music. 
However, I realize that we are 
big fish in a small pond and we 
are not deluding ourselves that 
we have a market place beyond 
the Jewish market.’”” 

On the bright side, Funk 
points to the popularity of 
Gospel music. “Biblical 
references have caught on,’’ he 
says. ‘Look at Gospel. We just 
haven't tried to make ourselves 
into a national group ona 
secular level.” 

For now, Funk says Safam 
will be content knowing that it is 
well respected in the Jewish 
community, But, like the phar- 
maceutical wonders of chicken 
soup, a little more recognition 
couldn't hurt. 

“There are plenty of Jewish 
people who are not familiar with 
us,”’ the singing city solicitor

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Sticking with a ‘teflon’ president

CHESTNUT HILL Critics 
say he misinforms, he reverses 
himself, his foreign policy efforts 
occasionally stumble, but Presi« 
dent Ronald Reagan still remains 
highly popular with voters. 

During a Boston College 
seminar Monday, three White 
House correspondents analyzed 
Reagan’s ‘‘teflon’’ presidency 
and the media’s frustrations in 
covering him 

“Tf we were in the midst of a 
depression and tensions were 
higher or we were in a war like 
Vietnam, then this genial fellow 
would not be able to get away 
with the things he is getting away 
with today,’ said ABC News Cor- 
respondent Sam Donaldson. 

It was Reagan’s fortune to be 
elected at a time of good 
economic conditions, Donaldson 
said. President Carter was not 
responsible for market condi- 
tions which caused oil shortages 
and skyrocketing prices, just as 
Reagan is not reponsible for the 
current oil gut, ‘‘But each has felt 
the lash or felt better because of 
it,’ he told students and pro- 
fessors who filled Gasson Hall 
auditorium. 

Donaldson did not believe 
Reagan has succeeded in part by 
capitalizing upon people's 
distrust of the media. ‘I don’t 
think the general public is as 
upset with the press as our har- 
shest critics would have us 
believe. I think there is low level 
discontent with the messenger. 
We've always been too thin skinn- 
ed, We've got to learn to take the 
heat." 

The key to Reagan’s popularity 
is a media savvy staff that can 
beat the press at its own game, 
said Donaldson. ‘‘They are very 
good at using symbolism. They 
know how to construct photo op- 
portunities,’’ that show off a man 
“who wears his heart on his 
sleeve,’ he said. Staging the 
president at the border between 
North and South Korea and hav- 
ing him talk glowingly about the 
value of freedom, is only one ex- 
ample, he said. 

“Reagan does far less well in 
unstructured situations with 
reporters yelling at him, and 
that’s why his staff organizes 
photo opportunities. The White 
House wants our cameras, my 
problem is access for reporters,”’ 
Donaldson said. 

Wall Street Journal Correspon- 
dent Jane Mayer also found it 
hard to get answers. ‘It’s almost 
impossible to get a phone call 
returned from the press 
secretary before deadline,’’ she 
said. Since Reagan cannot be 
reelected again, ‘‘they’re not con- 
cerned about winning the hearts 














of voters. The press is not crucial | 


anymore.”” 

“Reagan is an enormously | 
popular president who doesn’t 
come clean with the public and 
accuses the press of distorting 
things,” said Jack Nelson of the 
Los Angles Times Washington 
Bureau. 

Nelson recalled covering 
Reagan’s visit to a Tampa, 
Florida, senior citizens group to 
talk about his tax cut program. 
Before Reagan arrived, one ad- 
ministration official said that ac- 
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ABC's Senior News Correspondent Sam Donaldson explained how cur- 
rent economic conditions have created support for Ronald Reagan 


cording to a Treasury Depart- 
ment report 58 percent of seniors 
would benefit from the changes, 
22 percent would lose. 


“Thirty minutes later the 
President walks in and says, 
‘Everyone would be better off. 
Anyone who tells you otherwise 
doesn’t know what he’s talking 
about it,’’’ Nelson recounted. 

Press attempts to point up 
Reagan’s inaccuracies have not 
stirred much public interest, 
panelists said. 

“Journalists have come to 
realize stories are not selling 
about the President misplacing 
Africa again,’’ said former 
Carter administration press 
“AS a 


secretary Jody Powell. 
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said Donaldson. While Carter 
looked at each issue as a separate 
problem, Reagan depends upon a 
unified, if simple, philosophy that 
resonates with voters, with 
themes like: “If you're out of 
work, you’re a bum,” he said 

“We don’t think of ourselves as 
cheerleaders,’’ said Donaldson. 
“My job is to show what really is 
going on here. What Tip O'Neil 
alleges is going on at the White 
House, what the White House 
Says, so the voter can decide 
where the truth is. What you do 
with the information is your 
business.”

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Two new classrooms for Countryside 


NEWTON The Countryside 
Elementary School is gearing up 
for major facelift, which should 
be completed by the start of the 
1987 school year 

The School Committee passed 
a resolution Monday night asking 
the Board of Aldermen and the 
Mayor to appropriate $273,273 
from surplus city funds for the 
construction of two permanent 
classrooms at the Dedham Street 
school on the existing wing 
behind the main building. 

When the committee voted in 
1984 to close the Hyde and Oak 
Hill Elementary schools, Coun- 
tryside was designated as a 
receiver school and it was decid- 
ed by the committee, at the time, 
that additional space would be 
needed for its art, music and 
special needs programs. 

Assistant Superintendent for 
Operation and Planning Vincent 
Silluzio presented the committee 
with two renovation options for 
the building. On the recommen- 


dations of Superintendent John 
M. Strand, however, the commit- 
tee decided to build two new 
classrooms instead of renovating 
the auditorium. 

In terms of dollars and cents, 
building the new classrooms will 
be the more expensive than 
renovating the auditorium, 
Strand explained. “But given the 
scope of the cost of the two 
plans,’’ he said, ‘‘I do not con- 
sider a difference of $48,000 to be 
significant.”’ 

Strand said he regreted the fact 
that both options were so expen- 
sive, but reminded ‘‘the School 
Committee that this ‘one-time 
cost’ is less than the recurring 
annual savings of closing one 
elementary school.”’ 

Silluzio said the city has realiz- 
ed a savings of $14.3 million since 
it began closing schools. Even 
with the revenues being expend- 
ed to bring the remaining schools 
up to par, he continued, the city is 
still saving money. 








One car crash claims woman's life 


OAK HILL — A 76-year-old 
woman was killed last week when 
the car she was driving smashed 
into an Edison pole near the in- 
tersection of Nahanton and Win- 
chester streets. 

Roni M. Levin of 677 Win- 
chester St. was pronounced dead 
on arrival at the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital following the 
accident, which occured shortly 
after 11 a.m., according to police. 

Witnesses at the scene told in- 
vestigating Officer James F. 
Dangelo that Levin’s car, a 1971 
Chevrolet Coup, was travelling 
east on Nahanton Street at a nor- 
mal rate of speed when it sudden- 
ly veered to the right and into the 


utility pole, Dangelo said. 

Since the car’s brake lights did 
not go on before impact, the 
witnesses reasoned, it appeared 
Levin did not apply the car's 
brakes in an attempt to stop, 
Dangelo said. In addition, the of- 
ficer said there were no signs of 
skid marks before the pole. 

Dangelo said he found 
nitroglycerine pills — used to 
control heart problems — in 
Levin’s pocketbook in the front 
seat of the car which might in- 
dicate she died of a heart attack. 
The cause of death, however, is 
still undetermined and will re- 
main unknown until an autopsy is 
performed, Dangelo said. 


Water / sewer rate hikes delayed 


NEWTON — A proposal to 
reorganize the Water/Sewer 
Division and other concerns have 
delayed the administration’s 
plan for a January increase in the 
city’s water/sewer rates. 


The aldermanic Public 
Facilities Committee, meeting 
for the last time this year, decid- 
ed last week to postpone action on 
the proposed fee hike until after a 
“new” Board of Aldermen takes 
office on Jan. 1. 


Administration officials agreed 
with the decision, but noted that 
every six-week delay could adda 
penny to the proposed rates 

Since the fees are designed to 
pay completely for the 
Water/Sewer Division’s costs for

the next five years, the pro-rated 
implementation plan forced the 
proposed rate hike up to 49 per- 
cent. 


The city estimates that a 49 
percent hike would create an an- 
nual bill of $364.14 for the average 
family of five for the five-year 
period. 


If the rate increase is spread 
out on an incremental basis an- 
nually, the same family’s bill 
would come to $278.83 the first 
year, but would total $461.51 by 
the fifth year. 


When the hike finally takes ef- 
fect, it will be the first time the 
current rates have been altered 
since July 1981.

Space for rent in Hyde School 


NEWTON HIGHLANDS — Ina 
city deluged with plans for com-| 
mercial development, the, 
Newton Highlands Community 
Development Corporation 
(NHCDC) is offering nonprofit 
organizations the chance to rent 
approximately 5,000 square feet 
in the newer Hyde School 
building. 

NHCDC President Carol Car- 
roll said eight groups have 
already expressed interest in the 
space, even though its availabili- 
ty has not received the same 
publicity afforded the mixed 
housing slated for the former 
school complex. 

Carroll said she has received 
only informal inquiries so far and 
refrained from naming any of the 
interested organizations. 

“T wouldn't say it’s a landslide, 
but we're also not locking out 
anyone, either. The interested 
groups range from youth- 
oriented, preschool or day care 
organizations to human service 
associations and societies,"’ she 
said. 

The nonprofit offering 
represents a small part of a com- 
plicated reuse development plan- 
ned for the site, which is named 
























after the city’s first mayor, 
James FX. Hyde. 
Although the purchase and 


sales agreement is not signed yet 
the Architectural Conservation 
Trust (ACT) appears likely to 
buy the entire parcel from the ci- 
ty for $500,000. 

ACT then will set up a $50,000 
escrow fund for the NHCDC, with 
the interest slated to pay for the 
expense of maintaining the Hyde 
gym as community space. 





ACT will be responsible for the 
costs of improvements to the 
gym and the New Hyde, in- 
cluding the 5,000 square feet of 
nonprofit space. ACT also will 
convey the Hyde gym to NHCDC 
for $1 

The interest earnings from the 
$50,000 escrow account and the 
rent from the nonprofit space will 
be used to maintain the gym as a 
source of community activity, 
Carroll added. 

A professional appraisal done 
in conjunction with the reuse pro- 
cess tagged the maximum rent 
for the nonprofit space as $4 per 
square foot, but Carroll believes 
that figure ‘‘underestimates”’ the 
maximum attainable rent, 


School improvement councils forming 


NEWTON — School Improve- 
ment Councils, a product of the 
recent Public School Improve- 
ment Act, are getting started at 
the elementary level in the city. 

The councils consist of prin- 
cipals from each of the elemen- 
tary schools, three teachers, two 
parents of children within a par- 
ticular school and one communi- 
ty representative who does not 
have a child in the school. The 
councils are being formed volun- 
tarily now by the schools wishing 
to take advantage of the funds. 

The amount of money available 
from the state to each of the 15 
elementary schools is equal to 
the enrollment of the previous 
year, multiplied by $10. For ex- 
ample, actual enrollment figures 
put the elementary school 
population at 4,662 during 1984. If 
the act was in effect, the system 
would have be in line to receive 
almost $46,620 in fiscal year 1985.

Will Kennedy's 
rivals close ranks? 


Emergence of Joseph P. Kennedy 2d as 
a candidate for the 8th Congressional 
District seat being vacated by Tip O’Neill 
makes more sense than that of his cousin, 
Edward M., Jr. 

O’Neill, 73, who was first elected in 1952, 
has announced plans to retire in 1986 at the 
end of his current term. 

Robert’s son, 33, already has paid his 
dues to some extent in the political 
marketplace. He started a non-profit com- 
pany in 1979 to provide low-cost heating oil 
for the poor and elderly. 

There was his direct involvement as 
manager of Uncle Ted’s last U.S. Senate 
campaign. He touched bases with virtually 
every Democratic leader in the process, 
was visible at rallies and made contact 
with all the media points. 

He is already more than a familiar 
name with celebrity status providing the 
glamor touch in the 8th, which embraces 
Waltham and Watertown, Cambridge, 
Somerville and Charlestown. He was 
either the advance man on arrangements 
or companion of the senator. 

Kennedy would have to move into the 
8th Congressional District from his home 
in suburban Marshfield to be eligible to 
run and would face a crowded field of can- 
didates. 

Ted Jr.’s heroic fight against the cancer 
which cost him a leg and subsequent ad- 
justment to the handicap has made him a 
much admired figure, but his obvious 
categorization as a political novice would 
have made him vulnerable. 

Shock waves went through the large 
field already assembling when confirma- 
tion of the Joe Kennedy intent was made. 
Prior campaigning and continued visibili- 
ty as head of the nonprofit energy corpora- 
tion furnishing heating oil to the poor are 
undeniable assets. Making him the fron- 
trunner seems logical. 

A half dozen or mere hopefuls have been 
revving up for the Democratic primary 
that should produce Tip’s successor. In the 
arena already are a number of elected of- 
ficials, among them three established 
house members and Watertown Senator 
George Bachrach. 

Representatives Bill Galvin, Tom Valle- 
ly and Tom Gallagher all have strong in- 
dividual constituencies. 

With Kennedy in the contest, spreading 
the vote could be of benefit to him and 
severely impact on other candidacies. 
Whether they will join forces and agree to 
coalesce behind a single challenger to the 
Camelot presence has to be one of the in- 
triguing questions. 

One way or another, the 8th Congres- 
sional District race becomes a national 
happening from this point on. He will bring 
the Kennedy name and recognition, which 
is a great asset in politics. It should be one 
of the most interesting campaigns in the 
country. 

Among candidates to also seek the seat, 
is Boston attorney James Roosevelt, Jr., 
grandson of the late President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 

The district includes Harvard Universi- 
ty and the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology as well as upper middleclass 
and blue collar neighborhoods. It was 
represented at various times by the late 
President John F. Kennedy, who launched 
his political career there shortly after 
World War II.

Blizzard of last minute bills

If Massachusetts lawmakers had 
a full decade to do a single year’s 
work, it would probably take them 
that long, with much of the impor- 
tant business hustled along in the 
final weeks 

While other legislatures across 
the nation have long since wound 
up their 1985 sittings, Bay State 
senators and representatives are 
still at work, and there is little to 
suggest that they’ll be through 
before New Year’s Eve. That’s 
when the Massachusetts constitu- 
tion steps in and shuts down the sit- 
ting, regardless what may be still 
hanging fire 











After more than 11 months, 
generously laced with vacations, 
short workweeks, and quite 
possibly a lot more thumb- 
twiddling than lawmakers would 
would care to acknowledge, the 
end-of-the-session chase is under 
way. Bills that have been bottled 
up in committees or allowed to 
languish on Senate or House calen- 
dars are being trotted out, 
sometimes in new legislative garb, 
and rushed through as if the future 
of the commonwealth depended on 
them. 


While this situation is hardly 
new, it is something of which 
nobody can take pride, least of all 
Senate President William M. 
Bulger (D) of Boston and House 
Speaker George Keverian (D) of 
Everett — the two men who could 
do most to prevent such goings-on. 

Other states, some larger than 
Massachusetts, somehow manage 
to take care of whatever is 
necessary in a lot less time. 

Actually, rank-and-file Bay State 
legislators have little say in what 
comes before them, and when. 
They do, however, choose their 
leaders and could press them to 
speed things along. 

To his credit, Speaker Keverian 


began his legislative reign last 
January by suggesting that this 
would be a short legislative year. 
That this is not the case has to be a 
source of disappointment, even 
embarrassment, to him. 

Part of the problem this year was 
inexperienced chairmen on several 
key legislative panels, including 
the often-pivotal Ways and Means 
Committees. And, as all too fre- 
quently in the past, the House and 
Senate have seemed to have quite 
different agendas. 

Even when there is substantial 
agreement as to what measure 
should be taken up, it appears that 
the leaders in the two lawmaking 
branches are perhaps more in- 
terested in placing their special 
mark on it than getting it approved 
and moving on to something else. 

Much of the decisionmaking as to 
what is included or omitted from a 
measure, especially some of the 
more important legislation, comes 
from behind the scenes. If the 
presiding officers don’t want a bill, 
it gets nowhere. Similarly, it is vir- 
tually impossible for anything to 
make it through either chamber 
without the support of the leader- 
ship, and in the form favored by the 
leaders. 

As in other legislative chambers 
around the country, many key 
measures are more the fruits of 
conference committees from the 
two branches than from the 
members as a whole. These con- 
ference panels are appointed by 
the presiding officer and the 
minority leaders of each chamber. 
Only those of unquestioned 
political loyalty to those naming 
them are chosen for such special 
assignments. 


Since conference committees are 
where much of both the substance 
and language of important legisla- 
tion is hammered out, a better and 
faster arrangement might be for 
the speaker and senate president to 
name themselves and call their

floor leaders to such negotiating 
teams. 

In that way those most directly 
involved in calling the legislative 
shots could hone their skills in the 
often overlooked art of com- 
promise. They might even engage 
in a bit of face-to-face horse- 
trading — the Senate president 
gets his way largely on one 
measure and the speakers stand 
prevails on another. 

Individual senators and 
representatives still would be able 
to accept or reject whatever their 
leaders had agreed on. Such ex- 
pressions of independence, 
however, would probably be few 
and far between since rubber- 
stamping the works of others is 
something Massachusetts 
legislators seem to have perfected. 


Short of entrusting everything 
directly to the leadership, state 
legislative rules might be changed 
to provide for election of conferees 
by the members of each party. 
That, however could lead to the 
resolution of differences between 
the two chambers which run 
counter to the wishers of the 
speaker of Senate president. 


Although the amount of legisla- 
tion that goes to conference com- 
mittees is comparatively small, 
much of these negotiations come 
late in the annual sitting. Such pur- 
suits sometimes lead to hasty and, 
yes, possibly even ill-considered 
action. 

But even among the scores of 


supposedly noncontroversial 
measures which are rushed 
through without a breath of dissent 
during the waning weeks, days, or 
even hours of a lawmaking year, 
are specimens of lawmaking im- 
perfection. Sometimes the legisla- 
tion not only does not do what is 
was intended to, but even the exact 
opposite. 

A few years ago, during one of 
the late-session bursts of action, a 
proposal to make a relatively 
minor change in a statute came 
close to repealing a substantial 


portion of state election laws. For- 


tunately, the error was caught 
before it was dumped on the gover- 
nor’s desk for signing. 

Nearly every year, usually 
toward the beginning of the annual 
lawmaking session, one or more 
correcting oversights in laws pass- 
ed the previous year have to be 
rushed through. 

With so much happening toward 
the last minute, it is impossible for 
even the ablest and most conscien- 
tious senator or representative ta 
know everything about what he or 
she is voting on. The leadership 
thus is placing members at an un- 
fair disadvantage by asking them 
to go along with sometimes very 
complex proposals, frequently in- 
volving hundreds of millions of 
dollars, when there is not time 
allowed to study the pages of fine 
print.

As the man to whom Quinn 
had referred only months earlier as ‘‘that 
little pea pod’’ walked into the room, the 
chief commented, ‘‘There he is, The star. 
Tim Coogan.”

While House and Senate conferees wrangle 
over a proposed $250 million tax cut, the 
Legislature this week is ready to take up a 
staggering $3 billion in new appropriations. 


Likely to be approved by the House this 
week is a $2 billion transportation bonding 
bill to provide money for improvements 
across the state for the next two years. The 
bill calls for the state to sell more than $900 
million in bonds in order to capture $1 billion 
in federal matching funds. 


Although much of the money is expected to 
be channelled into projects to alleviate grow- 
ing traffic congestion problems in the 
greater Boston area, the bill also gives some 
new relief to smaller cities and towns. 


The measure calls for some $60 million in 
appropriations for local projects, with $20 
million being allocated on the basis of the 
amount of road miles in community, rather 
that on population. 


The House was also expected to take up the 
Senate’s version of a $273 million prison 
overhaul and expansion bill. The House ver- 
sion called for state takeover of county 
houses of correction — at a cost of $60 million 
— but the Senate struck that section. 


House Ways and Means Chairman 
Richard K. Voke, D-Chelsea, however, said 
last week he would not hold the entire bill 
“hostage’’ in order to force through the 
takeover. 





The Senate was ready to act on a House- 
approved $325 million bill to provide 3,500 
units of housing for the elderly, poor and 
handicapped. The Senate is also considering 
a $400 million bonding authorization to pay 
for local water pollution and conservation 
projects 


Meanwhile, the two chambers appeared no 
closer to agreement on repeal of the state’s 


7.5 percent income tax surcharge Although 
both Voke and Senate Ways and Means 
Chairwoman Patricia McGover n, D- 
Lawrence, say they are confident a com 
promise will be reached, time is running out. 


The lawmakers have until Dec. 31 to com- 
plete business for the year, leaving only 
about 12 working days to move as many ma- 
jor proposals through the process 





The conferees were scheduled to meet 
again today and may gain some impetus 
from the filing of an initiative petition for the 
1986 ballot that would repeal the tax without 
legislative affirmation. Citizens for Limited 
Taxation last Wednesday filed more than 
120,000 signatures supporting the repeal 
more than double the number needed

Bill would limit contributions 


The Republican State Commit- 
tee exists solely for the purpose 
of electing candidates to public 
office. Because of H.6847, which 
was recently passed in the state 
legislature by a vote of 119-17, the 
Republican State Committee’s 
ability to contribute to cam- 
paigns and legislative seats is in 
serious jeopardy. In the past, this 
bill has not affected contributions 
by political parties. 


However, now there is an 
amendment to change this which 
puts the Republican Party at a 
disadvantage. The bill, which 
under the guise of reform, will 
dramatically affect the 
Republican’s reconstructive ef- 
forts without disturbing PAC con- 
tributing behavior. The ability to 
bring Republican fundraising ef- 
forts up to the same level as the 
Democrats will be damaged. 

Last year, the Republicans had 
the largest increase in legislative 
seats since 1962, One quarter of 
the Republican caucus in the 
legislature are now freshmen. 
Each of the eight freshmen 
representatives and one 
freshmen senator received 
sizable campaign contributions 
from the Republican State Com- 
mittee. This was necessary in 
order to stay in competition with 
their Democratic challengers 
who relied heavily on PAC 
money. 


The Democratic State Commit- 
tee gives practically no money to 
candidates and it is a well-known 
fact that they raised about a 
quarter of what the Republican 
State Committee did. After 
analyzing this situation, the 
Democrats have decided to put 
constraints on the political par- 
ties knowing that this would not 
seriously jeopardize their can- 
didates. The Democrats, in this 
thinly disguised attempt to 
repeal the Republican’s can- 
didate contribution efforts, has 
given initial approval to this bill 
that will limit all candidate con- 
tributions to $1,000 from the 
Republican and Democratic 
state committees, 

There were 131 state PAC's 
that raised approximately $1.9 
million in 1984, of which $506,000 
went to Democrats and $117,000 
was contributed to Republicans. 
This is a large problem for 
Republican candidates. There is 
only one large group that gives 
large contributions to Republican 
candidates, and this is the 
Republican State Committee 
This bill is simply an effort to 
protect incumbent and 
challenger Democrats from any 
formidable Republican foe 

Almost 82 percent of all PAC 
money in the 1984 election was 
given to Democratic candidates 
while a mere 18 percent was con- 
tributed to Republicans, Most of 
the contributions were given in 
amounts under $1,000. The result 
of this is clear. The newly propos- 
ed legislation, H.6847, would not 
affect the PAC’s since their dona- 


tions are already predominately 
under $1,000. However, it would 
put enormous constraints on 
Republican candidates who rely 
on the Republican State Commit- 
tee who could only give $1,000. 
This rips into the core of the 
Republican State Committee 
which has been actively pursuing 
this path for five years. 

When Representative Larry 
Alexander, a leading liberal from 
Marblehead sponsored this 
amendment, he recommended 
that labor unions be exempt from 
the bill. Rep. Alexander has filed 
a separate bill designed to keep 
the unions exempt, but there is 
little chance that this will pass, 
and he knowsit.

The Massachusetts Residential 
Solar Tax Credit is due to expire 
at midnight on Dec. 31, 1985. If 
this tax credit is not extended, 
Massachusetts stands to lose 
over 1,000 solar-related jobs and 
millions of solar-related dolla 

Solar energy is a_ log 
economical, alternative ene 
source for heating the hot wat 
in our homes. Unlike many tradi- 
tional forms of energy, solar is 
readily available to anyone with 
access to sunshine, and it is 
economically ‘‘clean,"’ 
Estimates have shown that the 
installation of a solar domestic 
hot water system may save the 
homeowner $300 a year in fuel 
bills. 

Ever since 1979, Ma chusetts 
residents who purchase solar 
energy systems for their homes 
have been able to deduct a 
substantial portion of the cost of 
that system from their tax bills. 
Through a federal tax incentive 
— which is also due to expire on 
Dec. 31 — taxpayers can deduct 
40 percent of the cost of a solar 
system installed on their prin-

The country was still in the 
throes of a deep economic 
depression, and it “took a lot of 


vision and courage to think in 
terms of building an institution’’ 
in such times, according to Chiel 
But these were ‘‘very strong, 
very determined people 

The land on which the temple 
now sits on Ward Street was pur- 
chased in November of 1935 for 
the modest sum of $4,000, which 
Chiel now refers to as ‘quite a 
bargain."’ The cornerstone was 
laid a year and a half later. Rabbi 
Steven Wise, ‘tone of the great 
leaders of Judaism at that time,” 
according to Chiel, addressed a 
congregation of nearly 50 
members at the dedication 

The present membership of the 
temple is approximately 1,400 
families 

Since that time, the temple has 
grown in physical size and in the 
array of programs it offers its 
members. Leaders of the temple, 
from Rabbi Leo Shubow, the 
first, through Rabbis Sherman 
and Gordon to Chiel, have ‘‘tried 
to make responsiveness to the 
needs of its congregants" a top 
priority. As needs changed, new 
programs were added to respond 
to them 

A Brotherhood and a 
Sisterhood were established soon 
after the first meeting of the con- 
gregation, A Sunday School soon 
followed, and a Hebrew School 
s n enrollment of 160 students 
in September of 1936. Later pro- 
grams catered to members from 
the nursery level to old age. 

According to Chiel, the temple 
now boasts three separate groups 
for singles. He also speaks with 
pride of the temple’s innovative 
“Stars of David’’ program, 
igned for young adults with 
1 needs. ‘This is a 
marvellous thing,’’ Chiel said of 
the group that recently won an 
award from the United 
Synagogue, the parent organiza- 
tion of conservative congrega- 
tions, 

Chiel also points to the temple’s 
Havurot program, which divides 
the congregation into small 
groups of five or six couples for 
regular meetings and insures 
that no members ‘“‘fall through 
the cracks’’ of such a large 
organization. They meet to study, 
to celebrate special occasions 
and to lend each other strength in 
times of crisis. ‘‘They’re there to 
help each other out,’’ Chiel said 
of the havurah members 

Another group called Modern 
Marrieds, made up of young 
couples who are new in the con- 
gregation, meets to help solve the 
problems involved with raising a 
child ‘‘Jewishly,’”’ dealing with 
death in the family and making a 
real connection between the tem- 
ple and the home 

Chiel also cites the temple's 
adult education programs as 
“another way of making Judaism 
something real for the people in 
the congregation.’’ He is deter- 
mined to increase the level of 
Hebrew literacy in the congrega- 
tion, “The language has such 
emotional associations,”’ he said.

“It was certainly a_ key,” 
School Committee Chairman 
Leonard Gentile said. ‘‘It provid- 
ed us with additional money we 
could offer." 

The effects of the improvement 
act were first felt at the 
negotiating table in September 
when the committee voted to 
raise the salary level of all 
teachers in the city to $18,000. 
Although the act did not mandate 
the requirement, the committee 
decided it would be a sign of 
“good faith’’ on its part. Addi- 
tionally, there were only seven 
teachers at the time who fell 
below the salary minimum. The 
cost to the school system in rais- 
ing their salaries was a little 
more than $3,000. 

More importantly, the city will 
receive $433,461 during calendar 
year 1986 and $300,086 during 1987 








in professional development 
grants to augment teachers’ 
salar’ result of the act. 





The State Legislature, in its 
deliberations, did not specify the 
vehicle by which these grants 
where to distributed to classroom 
teachers. Some communities 
have decided to use the money 
bonuses or part of the merit pay 
system. The committee voted to 
use the money as a supplement to 
the base salary for teachers. 

“The teachers were very pleas- 
ed with the decision to include the 
state funds in the base salary,” 
Croce said. ‘There is not much 
support in the association for 
merit pay or bonuses.”’ 

The seven percent increase will 
be covered by the state and local 
monies during the first year of 
the contract. Two percent of the 
salary jump will be funded with 
the professional development 
grants while the remaining five 
percent will be the responsibility 
of the city. 

The second year of the contract 
should prove to be the most ex- 
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50th year to teacher contract 


pensive for the city, Gentile said 
In order to maintain the seven 
percent increase during the se- 
cond year of the contract, the city 
will have to match $433,461 in 
state fund from the previous 
year. Even with $300,086 in pro- 
fessional development grants 
earmarked for the second year, 
the terms of the contract will 
mean an increase in the total 
salary budget of 7.57 percent over 
the first year, Gentile said 





The state grants run out after 
the contract’s second year which 
means the city will have sole 
financial responsibility for the 
third year. The 6 percent salary 
increase for every classroom 
teacher during the third year 
means a 7.19 percent increase in 
the total y budget over the 
previous year, Gentile said. 

Gentile believes the committee 
acted properly from a 
management-labor point of view 

in negotiating the new contract 
with the NTA for the city 

In comparing the first two 
years of the new pact to the cur- 
rent two-year contract, Gentile 
said the city actually realized a 
savings. The total salary budget 
over the life of the current con- 
tract increased by 13.5 percent 
while there will only be an 12.58 
percent increase over the first 
two years of the new contract, he 
said. 

















The third year of the contract, 
however, has Mayor Theodore D 
Mann alittle worried 

“The education bill had a great 
impact on this collective bargain- 
ing contract,’’ he told the com- 
mittee. ‘‘But there may have to 
be some wage adjustments made 
during the third year. It might 
become a problem, but I sincere- 
ly hope it never becomes a reali- 
tyon 

Mann urged the committee and 
the NTA to press the state for the 
continuation of the professional 
development grants beyond the 
third year in order to avoid poten- 
tial fiscal problems. 








NEWTON — Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital recently received ap- 
proval from the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health for 
a renovation and modernization 
program for the hospital’s pa- 
tient care facilities 

Plans for the program include 
the construciion of a three-story 
addition to the hospital’s central 
wing to house 90 
medical/surgical beds. 

Upon completion of the central 
wing, 90 beds from the hospital’s 
north and south wings will be 
moved to the new addition. The 
north wing will than be renovated 
for patient services such as car- 
diology, pharmacy and 
respiratory therapy. The south 
wing will be renovated for patient 
units. 


“A modern facility will allow 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
physicians and staff to provide 
first-rate care to our patients,” 
said James J. Sidd, M.D., chief of 
cardiology. ‘‘A modern hospital 
is more efficient which therefore 
means we can deliver more effi- 
cient care,”’ Sidd added. 

Groundbreaking for the central 

wing is planned for the fall of 
1986, according to Richard Mon- 
talbano, vice president for cor- 
porate services. ‘‘The program is 
targeted for completion in 1990," 
he added. It is expected to cost 
$26.6 million. 
‘he basic footprint of the 
hospital will not change,” ex- 
plained Montalbano. ‘‘All renova- 
tions will be made to the 
hospital's interior which is in the 
rear of the campus and not visi- 
ble from the street.”” 
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Other features of the plan in- 
clude the following: a new 
employee parking lot behind the 
hospital; an expansion of the 
emergency department to in- 
clude a new centralized nursing 
station, a more spacious waiting

Mayor Theodore Mann said

“The city has us over a bar- 
rel,"’ Glenn said.

NEWTON — A so-called “‘binding arbitration” 
bill making its way through the Statehouse could 
provide relief in the current contract dispute bet- 
ween the city and police if the bill becomes law 
before an agreement is reached 

Right now, there is no binding arbitration 
mechanism for ending such disputes and as a 
result they can — as in the case of Newton's con- 
tract talks — drag on for months or years. Ac- 
cording to legislative aide Donna Bean, the bill 
introduced by Kevin Blanchette (D-Lawrence) 

currently before the House Ways and Means 
Committee would provide a closure 
mechanism by enabling the Joint Labor Manage- 
ment Committee (LMC) to impose a decision on 
Ss of the bargaining table. 
ly, the bill got started because of the 
need for more collective bargaining negotia- 
tions,"’ Bean, a legislative researcher for the 
House Public Service Committee said, ‘The bill 
gives more power to the (JLMC). Right now, no 
one has the right to make any decision. That's 
why these disputes go on and on.” 

The JLMC — formed in 1977 — is the brainchild 
of Harvard professor John Dunlop. Its members 
include three representatives each from both 
police and fire unions, six municipal represen- 
tatives and Dunlop and Northeastern University 
economics Chairman Morris Horowitz as neutral 
negotiators. 

It is designed to step in and mediate disputes 
between municipalities and fire and police 
unions, One of the most recent examples of that 
mediation process was last fall’s resolution of 
the 15-month-old fight between Quincy and that 
city’s fire and police unions. 

However, one source on that committee said 
current laws do not give it the power to arbitrate 
those disputes once an impasse is reached 

“Right now there is no authority for the JUMC 
to enable an employer or union to do anything,”’

the source said. ‘This bill would give the JLMC 
the authority to issue an award that the chief ex 
ecutive officer would take to the city or town's 
legislative body for final approval.” 

The source said both sides would have to 
undergo a number of steps in the arbitration pro- 
cess before the JLMC would issue any award. 

“What would happen in the process is that the 
parties or a party involved could petition to the 
JLMC to exercise jurisdiction. Our agency would 
mediate first at the staff level, then the senior 
Staff level,, then the committee level. During this 
entire process is a continuation of the negotiating 
proc If all of the mediating sions result in 
no agreement, the committee could order it to 
fact-finding, or a final closure negotiated bet 
ween the parties and the committee members 
gned.”” 

The proc ‘ae the source said, would enable the 
JLMC to “by-pass” the mayor or the unions and

Joan K, Stuffle, who has work- 
ed as a secretary at Newton 
Police Headquarters for seven 
years, submitted an affidavit on 
behalf of the plaintiffs. 


Stuffle said she was assigned to 
perform GBPC clerical work for 
Coogan in 1981, including typing 
and filing invoices, cor- 
respondence and purchase 
orders. 

Stuffle’s affidavit claims 
Coogan shredded GBPC 
documents just before he left his 
job with the GBPC on June 30 of 
this year. 

“During several weeks during 
this time period, I observed Mr. 
Coogan on two or three days per 
week, take GBPC files out of the 
file cabinets, review the contents, 
rip up some documents and 
discard them in the trash,’’ she 
said. 

“Tn the prior four years during 
which I did work for Mr. Coogan, 
I had never seen him do this 
before,” Stuffle added in the af- 
fidavit. 

Another sworn statement sub- 
mitted by James F'.X. Dineen, a 
special counsel for the plaintiffs, 
links money deposited in the 
GBPC bank account opened by 
Coogan with several real estate 
and business ventures. 

Records provided by Bank of 
Boston and attached to Dineen’s 
affidavit show that Coogan open- 
ed the checking account in April 
1982 in the GBPC's name and 
listed the GBPC’s address as 141 
Tremont St., Boston.

It is also gentle, which makes 
toothpaste ideal for removing 
water spots and rings from fine 
or antique wood furniture. Form- 
by, during an interview, gave 
these instructions: 

—Squeeze toothpaste onto a 
wet cotton rag and buff the spot- 
ted area. For stubborn rings, add 
baking soda to the toothpaste. 








-Buff until the spot disap- 
pears. 

—With a clean cloth, continue 
buffing until the shine returns 
and you can see yourself. 

“For the record, toothpaste is 
also a great silver polish,’’ he 
adds in his slow drawl. 

Another bathroom shelf 
remedy is fingernail polish 
remover, which is effective on 
cigarette burns. 

First, says Formby, rub the 
burn with a cotton swab dipped in 
polish remover. Gently scrape 
out any undissolved black 
residue with a penknife. Then, to 
fill the slight hollow left by the 
burn, mix polish remover and 
clear nail polish in 50-50 propor- 
tions and apply with the brush 
that comes in the polish bottle. 
Use several coats, letting each 
one dry for several minutes. 

Formby did not come by these 
home remedies on his own. They 
are, he says, ‘“‘the things my 
grandfather used” in his cabinet- 
making business. Formby’s own 
inventions were the product of 
necessity.

As he built up his own cabinet- 
making and refinishing business 
in Florida in the 1950s, Formby 
found the skilled refinishers were 
retiring and their skills were go- 
ing with them, 


“I developed products so I 
could take labor off the streets 
and have them do refinishing,” 
he says. These formulas 
developed over the years into his 
line of do-it-yourself products 
now owned and marketed by 
Richards, Vicks Inc. Formby, out 
of the business end of the com- 
pany, acts as a spokesman. 

His appeal, however, is that he 
is just as likely to recommend a 
household remedy as his own pro- 
ducts. 


For instance, how about a 
small scratch or dent on the din- 
ing room table? Try the kids’ 
crayon box, he says: 

—Use a soldering iron or, lack- 
ing that, a nail pounded through a 
stick to melt the crayon. Heat the 
nail with a match or lighter, wip- 
ing off the soot before touching it 
to the crayon.

Newton chef 


A love affair with food

NEWTON — Michael Minerd is 
heavily involved in a love affair. 
He is so entangled that he even 
travelled to the country that sym- 
bolizes amour to accentuate that 
affair. 

This liaison may come as a sur- 
prise to his wife, his children and 
his West Newton neighbors, but it 
shouldn't. Because he’s not 
sneaking around corners to con- 
summate the affair. He doesn't 
try to hide the object of his love 
from his friends or family. 

If anything, he flaunts it. 
Anyone who knows this 42-year- 
old man is aware of his fixation, 
because the object of his affec- 
tion is not some homewrecking 
floozy, Michael Minerd is ab- 
solutely, positively enthralled 
with food. 

This love affair works out pret- 
ty well considering that Minerd 
works as a chef, an executive 
chef to boot. For the past seven 
years, Minerd has run a staff of 
about 70 people in the massive in- 
nards, otherwise known as the 
kitchens, of the Marriott Hotel on 
Commonwealth Ave., Newton. 
Previous to this assignment, the 
Culinary Institute of America 
graduate worked as the personal 
chef for a commander of the U.S. 
Army. 

Minerd just returned from a 
two-week stint in Mougins, 
France, where he studied at 
Roger Vargis’ three-star 
restaurant, Le Moulin de 
Mougins. He joined 14 other Mar- 
riott chefs from around the coun- 
try in a delicious course on 
French cuisine. ‘“‘Some would 
call it nouvelle but I think it was a 
cross between the heavy French 
food of yore and today’s light 
fare,” said Minerd. 

His eyes twinkle and, though 
his tongue is not visible, one is 
sure that it is tingling as he 
describes some of the delectable 
concoctions he learned to 
prepare and, more enjoyably, 
eat, while in France. ‘‘There was 
this fish course we prepared and 
as a garnish a miniature zucchini 
with the flower still attached was 
sliced and fanned. It was then 
stuffed with a mushroom duxelle, 
then poached and topped with a 
pepper sauce served under a bed 
of tomatoes and black 
mushrooms,” described the chef 
to the food writer whose stomach 
began to gurgle. A garnish in- 
deed! 

To prove that he wasn’t lying 
about the glorious gastronomy 
that took place in this tiny French 
village, Minerd pulled a photo 
album from a pile and began 
showing pictures like a proud 
father. 

Showing how dessert is 
delivered to the table Minerd 
says, ‘‘Each dessert comes with 
pistachio cookies, petite fores 
plus the dessert that was 
ordered.”’ Of course dessert costs 
a mere $14. And to top that off, 
everything that is served is 
presented on a silver tray with 
flowers. 

Minerd said ‘‘80 percent” of the 
diners were American and that a | 
four-course meal taking about 
three hours to devour ‘‘cost about 
$100 with wine.” 

He and the other chefs from 
America and Italy and Germany

worked in the kitchen in Mougins 
as well as enjoying themselves in 
the dining room. ‘You can't 
learn anything unless you actual- 
ly do it,’’ said Minerd laughing 
that he ‘‘discovered a bottle of 
Kitchen Bouquet hidden under 
one counter.” 

French food is rich as testified 
to by Minerd describing how 
“each station in the kitchen has a 
blender and you could see them 
literally adding stick upon stick 
of butter,’’ but does that mean 
that the restaurants in the Mar- 
riott will now be serving the same 





calorie-infested, albeit divine, 
food? 
“No,”’ according to the chef 


who came to the Newton Marriott 
16 years ago to ‘‘help open the 
new place" and never left. ‘We 
serve what the customers want," 
said Minerd, adding that the 
company does surveys on the 
menu. ‘‘We couldn’t take the 
schrod off the menu if we wanted 
to.” 

Minerd has been able to use 
some of the elegance he acquired 
in France though. ‘I’ve been us- 
ing the sauce technique on the 
desserts like chocolate mousse 
with a mocha sauce.” Tha 
technique is a spectacular 
presentation whereby two dif- 
fernt colored and tasting sauces 
are molded together with a knife 
to create a beautiful pattern 

Even though he ‘‘must”’ serve 
somewhat mundane, though 
desirable, dishes like schrod, 
Minerd loves his job. “I love this 
business because every day is 
different. It’s never dull."’ Of 
course a trip to France as a perk 
doesn’t hurt either. 

He likes Newton too because 
he’s close to his work, he likes the 
neighborhood, he enjoys the pro- 
ximity to Boston and ‘‘his kids 
like Newton soccer.” 

But he enjoyed France too, 
especially the French bread, the 
red wine and the duck. The duck, 
he says, is the best but he’s hesi- 
tant to let the readers know why. 
“Well the reason it’s so good,” he 
says sheepishly, hey smother 
the ducks instead of chopping 
their heads off like they do here. 
It makes the meat bloodier you 
see and therefore more moist.”’ 

So Newton may not have the 
bloody duck but Michael Minerd 
likes it just fine. And he’ll go back 
to France but only if his wife, a 
fine cook in her own right, can go 
too.

Finshing the mushrooms 

Preheat over to 400F. Heat one 
tablespoon of the olive oil in a 7- 
inch skillet. Add the chopped 
onion and cook, stirring con- 
tinuously with a wooden spoon, 
until golden brown. Then add the 
chopped mushroom stems and 
garlic. Continue to stir till all the 
moisture in the mushrooms has 
evaporated. Then, turnoff the 
heat, combine them with the salt 
pork, bread crumbs, and freshly 
chopped parsley. Season with 
salt and a few turns of the pepper 
mill and mix well. 

Fill the caps with the stuffing 
and arrange them on a baking 
sheet. Brush their tops lightly 
with the remaining tablespoons 
of olive oil and place them in the 
oven. Bake the mushrooms about 
25 minutes without letting them 
brown. If they do begin to brown, 
sprinkle the baking sheet with a 
tablespoon of water. Serve the 
mushrooms the moment they 
leave the oven.

Lopez steers Pioneers 
to Division Il crown 


FOXBORO Former 
Newton South grid star Tom 
Lopez pulled a Natick out of 
his hat to lead his Lincoln- 
Sudbury Warriors past a 
boasting New Bedford squad, 
35-21, in the Division III Super 
Bowl game at Sullivan Sdium 
on Saturday. 

Lopez, an outstanding end 
for the South Lions in the 
1960's, looked down the barrell 
of a 14-6 halftime deficit and 
didn’t like what he saw, so he 
changed it. 

Lincoln-Sudbury converted 
two short runs for 14 third- 
quarter points to take the lead, 
then buried New Bedford with 
a big pass play and a long run 
in the fourth. All in all, Lopez's 
Warriors combined for 285 
total yards on offense in the 
final two quarters. 

Prior to the big game, New 
Bedford had all but promised 
that its star running back, 25- 
touchdown superstar Dana 
Burgo, would run wild on 
Saturday. The L-S defense 
held the confident ball carrier 
in the wings, limiting Burgo to 
amere 81 yards rushing. 

The Pioneers, under the 
tutelage of Lopez, posted a 
perfect 10-0-0 record during 
the regular season and cap- 
tured the Dual County League 
crown. 

The sign of a champion foot- 
ball team is being able to take 
advantage of all possible oppo- 
nent miscues, and that is why 
Brockton High is number one 
in Division I. 

The Boxers blossomed two 
first-quarter turnovers into a 
14-0 lead and fought off a 
heated second-half charge 
with an end-of-the-road in- 
terception to claim their se- 
cond consecutive Division I 
Super Bowl Championship, 22- 
20, over Natick High Saturday 
at Sullivan Stadium.

Q. The cold weather has ar- 
rived, bringing heating bills 
with it. I'm worried about be- 
ing able to afford them. Is 
there any help available? A. 
Yes, the federal and state 
governments have set up a 
program known to Newton 
residents as the ‘ABCD Fuel 
Assistance Program."’ If you 
are income eligible, it can pay 
from $325 to $750 to your fuel 
source, whether it is an oil 
company, Boston Edison or 
Boston Gas Co. It will help 
even if you heat with coal, 
wood, kerosene, or propane 
gas. The program is designed 
to help low income people with 
the cost of heating their home. 

Q. How do I get this help? 

A. Call the Newton Depart- 
ment of Human Services at Ci- 
ty Hall (552-7170). They 
receive applications for this 
program, but only by appoint- 
ment so you don’t have to wait 
in line. You have a time set 
aside that is just for you. 

Q. Does every senior citizen 
who wants to apply have to go 
to City Hall? 

A. No, senior citizens may 
also complete applications at 
the Newton Senior Center in 
Newtonville in the basement of 
the library (552-7178); at the 
Newton Corner Senior Drop-In 
Center at the Lincoln-Eliot 
School, 191 Pearl St. (969- 
8030); and at the Nonantum 
Multi-Service Center, 48 Silver 
Lake Ave. (969-6390). 

Q. That certainly makes it 
convenient. What about so- 
meone who has been bed- 
ridden, and wouldn’t be able to 
fill the application out 
himself? What can he do to ap- 
ply? 

A. He may ask a friend or 
relative to complete the ap- 
plication for him, 

But, if he is a homebound 
person with no friend or 
relative to help him and is not 
a client of West Suburban 
Elder Services, the senior 
citizen outreach worker at the 
Department of Human Ser- 
vices can, when necessary, 
complete the application at the 
home. 

Q. It sounds like they have 
the bases pretty well covered. 
I own my house and have some 
money in the bank. Will that 
hurt my chances? 

A. No, not necessarily. The 
fact that you own your own 
home doesn’t count unless 
you're collecting rent. Having 
money in the bank isn’t a big 
problem either; they count the 
interest, not the money itself, 
as income. 

Q. My only real income is 
Social Security and a retire- 
ment pension. What does my 
income have to be in order to 
get assistance? 


A. Households will receive 
varying amounts of assistance 
depending on the size of the 
household and the total family 
income. For a_ one-person 
household like yours, the in- 
come guideline is a maximum 
income, from all sources, of 
$9,188. The amount of benefit 
varies. Those who receive the 
lowest incomes are eligible for 
the largest benefit. 

Q. It sounds as if I might fit. 


q] 





I'll give them a call to set up 
an appointment today. What if 
the money runs out before I 
get there? 

A. Anything is possible, but 
it’s unlikely. The program will 
be taking applications right 
through the end of April, and I 
believe it is prepared to fund 
applications taken even in 
April. 

Q. I'm going to give it a try. I 
hope my furnace survives long 
enough to enjoy the windfall. 

A. If it doesn’t, the ABCD 
Fuel Assistance Program has 
@ separate program called the 
HEARTWAP Program that 
provides heating system 
repairs/replacements for 
income-eligible clients. In ad- 
dition, there is a Weatheriza- 
tion Program that can provide 
substantial conservation 
work. The work includes 
general window and door 
weatherstripping, attic and 
wall insulation, interior and 
exterior storm windows and 
other kinds of conservation 
repairs — again for income 
eligible people. 


Q. These programs could 
solve many problems for me 
and a lot of other people in my 
situation. 

A. Yes, ABCD’s Fuel 
Assistance Program is 
available to homeowners, 
renters who pay for heat 
separately and renters whose 
heat is included in their rent. 

Q. How do they help people 
whose heat is included in their 





rent? 

A. The same applications 
and amount of assistance app- 
ly to these people; however, 
the money is paid to the appli- 
cant monthly. The monthly 
amount paid is 40 percent of 
the rent. 

Q. Does this include people 
living in the elderly housing 
projects? 

A. No, because their mon- 
thly rent is already subsidized. 
Their monthly rent is a 
percentage of their monthly 
income.

Children can feel overwrought at holiday 
time simply because their normal routines 
are disrupted - new faces, more places, less 
sleep. And like adults, they also have an 
overidealized sense of how the holidays 
should be. They, too, want everything to be 
perfect. And it never is 

In an article for the Children’s Hospital 
newsletter, staff psychiatrist Gordon 
Harper, explains, ‘‘The reality of life clashes 
with the fantasy of how we wish life would 
be.” In addition to being a possible time of 
confrontation between fantasy and reality, 
Harper s, ‘‘the season aiso affords a 
chance for reflection, for remembering sad 
experiences, such as the death of a loved one 
or other loss hese things, too, can con- 
tribute to depression.”” 

Some losses, less tangible than those 
brought by death or divorc 1 also be 
hard to accept. ‘‘Teenag s McLean 
Hospital adolescent p: st Daniel 
Rosenn, ‘‘are in the process of losing their 
childhood, of having to give up dependency 
and naivete.”’ He says teens often find that 
holidays “bring back memories of times that 
seemed happier and better and they are 
often struck by how much things have chang- 
ed.”

‘But 
unlike the hero in ‘Back to the Future,’ we 
can’t. Talking about the feelings of frustra- 
tion of what can never be will not make the 
wishes disappear,” he explains, ‘‘but it may 
cause them to interfere less. Hopefully peo- 
ple will turn to friends, family, clergy or 
mental health professionals to help gain 
enough understanding not to be overwhelm- 
ed. It can be a hard season for people. Mak- 
ing special time to talk usually helps.””

Local group aims to free prisoners

Henry Lopez Gaytan was only an 18-year-old col- 
lege student when a Mexican Army major and a 
security agent rousted him from his bed in the mid- 
dle of the night and led him away under arrest 

That was in Culiacan, Mexico on July 15, 
And his family has not seen him since. 

Learning Gaytan’s whereabouts has become the 
quest of 22 Newton and Waltham residents who by 
day are housewives, social workers, teachers, 
technical writers, a television producer and an 
engineer. But by night they are Amnesty Interna- 
tional chapter members who write letters and 
postcards to Mexican authorities seeking more in- 
formation about the missing economics student 
whose family and relatives claim had no interest in 
politics. 

‘We ask members to write two letters a month,” 
said Newton Corner resident Karen Loop, coor 
dinator of the Newton/Waltham Amnesty Interna- 
tional chapter. ‘‘They bring copics of their letters to 
our monthly meetings. We have gotten a lot of 
response from the Mexican authorities.”” After a 
year and a half of writing, the group has finally 
located Gaytan’s mother who has agreed to corres- 
pond with the chapter about her son. 

The group has learned from sources who have 
contacted Amnesty International’s London office 
that Gaytan was last seen in January 1982 at Campo 
Militar No. 1, a secret detention and torture center 
that was reportedly abolished by President Miguel 
de La Madrid when he took office. 

And the Newton chapter recently received word 
from Mexican government officials, who, ac- 
cording to AI member Liz Parson, ‘‘finally said that 
if we can supply more information (about Gaytan), 
they’d look into it.”’ 

Like the thousands of other AI chapters 
throughout the world, the Newton/Waltham group 
adopts and intercedes on behalf of a specific im- 
prisoned human rights victim. 

To increase awareness of human rights issues, 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann, at the request of the 
Newton chapter of Amnesty International, pro- 
claimed Dec. 10 Human Rights Day in Newton in 
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Henry Lopez Gaytan 


observance of the state-celebrated Human Rights 
Week, Dec. 3 through 10. In observance of the week, 
the chapter asked Newton residents to support the 
U.S. ratification of the U.N. Convention Against 
Torture, which aims to facilitate the prosecution of 
torturers and avoid further torturings. 

In addition, Newton/Waltham group members 
last week discussed their work in AI with a social 
studie: ss at Newton North High School. Besides 
invest ting the Gaytan case, the chapter con- 
tinues to press for the release of a Yugoslavian 
father, Mustafa Spahic, who was sentenced to three 
years in prison, shortly before the 1984 Olympics in 
arajevo, for attempting to make converts to the 
Muslim religion. A relative reportedly turned 
Spahic over to authorities. 

Unlike the Mexican officials, the Yugoslavian 
authorities are not very good correspondents, said 
Loop 





















“After writing several letters a month for over a 
year, we finally got a three-line letter from the 
secretary of the Yugoslavian ambassador who id 
we had been spelling his name wrong, with a ‘k’ in- 
stead of a That's it. At least we know he’s get-

The Newton/Waltham members recently joined 
with a Danish AI group to send $50 to the Yugosla- 
vian’s wife and three children, And in October the 
local AI members collected 250 signatures from 
shoppers outside the Newtonville Star Market on a 
petition requesting Spahic’s release. 

To raise money for stamps and letter translations 
the local chapter was surprised to discover how 
lucrative a yard sale can be. “‘We raised $780 in one 
day. And it wasn’t with beds, antiques, and 
bicycles. We nickeled and dimed people to death,” 
Loop said, 

Although the 23-year-old Loop concedes that 
many days ‘‘you feel you are batting your head 
against the wall,”’ writing letters that frequently go 
unanswered, ‘‘you do get the feeling you are doing 
something about human rights.”’ At annual Amnes- 
ty gatherings, ‘‘You see other people, from Kansas 
housewives to New York professors. You feel you 
are part of a big grassroots organization although it 
actually is international,”’ she said.

At that 
time, Good objected to a court 
ordered psychiatric examination 
of O'Neil at Bridgewater State 
Hospital to determine if he was 
criminally responsible for his ac- 
tions at the time of the slaying 
Those tests, which had begun, 
were suspended in favor of the in- 
dependant tests. 


A co-defendant, Susan Aldrich, 
37, of 25 Oak Terrace, was due in 
court Monday on the question of 
possible independent psychiatric 
testing. Aldrich, who is being 
held in lieu of bail at Fram- 
ingham State Prison, is a 
daughter of the victim. She is 
charged with being an accessory 
after the fact to murder, having 
allegedly provided an alibi to 
Newton police for O'Neil after the 
killing. Mrs. Aldrich was found 
slain in an upstairs bedroom of 
her Newton Highlands home. 

O'Neil also faces an attempted 
murder indictment relating to a 
separate attack on a woman who 
was walking in a Newton park 
last Sept. 1. The woman was at 
tacked from behind and was cut 
slightly on the throat with a sharp

BOSTON (UPI) — The 
Christmas party host should be 
ready this season for a 
documented fact about holiday 
cheer. More and more guests 
these days are opting for drinks 
that omit the spirits, 


From manufacturers to retail 
liquor stores and restaurants, the 
beverage industry has found that 
the desire for a healthier lifestyle 
and concerns about drunken driv- 
ing, fitness and weight control 
have spawned a new social con- 
sciousness about booze. 


Yes, Virginia, you can go 
wassailing without alcohol. 


Beverage industry statistics 
show drinking is dropping off 
faster than at any time since Pro- 
hibition began in 1920. That has 
given rise to a wave of popularity 
for light beers, non-alcoholic beer 
and wine, wine coolers, and non- 
alcoholic drinks nicknamed 
“mocktails.”” 


It is a trend that can be woven 
into a home or office Christmas 
party with ease.

necessary calories.”’

Coogan ‘fooled’ city

NEWTON — City accounting officials say former 
Greater Boston Police Council (GBPC) administrator 
Timothy C. Coogan advised them to alter the way 
GBPC funds were processed in 1982, the same year he 
allegedly began divert public funds destined for the 
council into a private checking account 

The top two officials in the Comptroller's Office said 


Monday Coogan suggested the change in accounting 
procedures because, by then, the focus of the GBPC’s 
finances had switched to the collection of dues and 
payments for routine equipment maintenance: 

But just after the change was implemented, Coogan 
allegedly began actively soliciting sizable radio equip- 
ment purchases at grossly inflated prices from dozens 
of area communities and institutions interested in 
joining the Boston Area Police Emergency Radio Net- 
work (BAPERN). 

The 38-year-old Sudbury resident is now the subject 
of lawsuit charging him with fraud, conflict of in- 
terest, breach of fiduciary trust, unlawful conversion 
and breach of contract for his role in a scheme that 
diverted almost $1.6 million into an unauthorized Bank 
of Boston account opened in April 1982.

Middlesex Superior Court Charles M. Grabau 
recently froze Coogan’s assets for the duration of the 
case, which was initiated on the GBPC’s behalf by 
Newton, Watertown, Walpole, Lynn and Marblehead. 

In separate interviews, Comptroller Lawrence H. 
Marino and Assistant Comptroller Robert F. Peruz: 
said there had been as many as 43 different GBPC- 
related accounts between 1977 and 1981, each one 
designated for a community purchasing BAPERN 
equipment through the GBPC.

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Russian MDs visit Newton-Wellesley

NEWTON Russians like

Moscovites wait in long lines 
for toilet paper, but New Yorkers 
will stand in even longer lines for 
tickets to a Madonna concert. 

Gorbachev is into short-range

According to four Russian doe- 
tors who toured the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital Thursday as 
part of the Greater Boston Com- 
mittee for American-Soviet 
Friendship’s efforts to foster 
peace and understanding bet- 
ween the two countries — there is 
one bond “all people share” 
regardless of their differences: 
The survival of mankind. 

There are currently 20 Russian 
doctors visiting the United States 
as part of a Cambridge-based 
committee’s efforts. 

‘Nuclear war is impossible,” 
Valdimir Orlov said through his 
translator and colleague, Alexei 
P. Yurenev. ‘‘It would be the end 
of humanity and neither country 
wants that.”” 

Orlov’s comments were made 
at a press conference following a 
two-hour tour of Newton- 
Wellesley during which the “‘red”” 
carpet was rolled out. The Rus- 
sian emmissaries were treated to 
glimpses of an All-American 
maternity ward, operating room, 
psychiatric facility, radiology 
department and emergency 
room. 

The press conference, 
however, was a different story. It 
showed substantive ‘‘dif- 
ferences’ might still be the ma- 
jor stumbling block to world 
peace. 

Yurenev, the head of a cardiac 
center, was the only doctor who 
spoke English and was therefore 
designated as the official 
spokesman for Orlov, the head of 
the Soviet Friendship Societies; 
Indars Lukins, a neurosurgeon at 
a children's hospital; and Aris 
Tedor Lacis, a surgeon at the 
Medical College in Riga. 

The doctors were first asked to 
explain why Elena Bonner — 
staying in the Garden City less 
than two miles from the hospital 
— was ‘‘forced’’ to come to this 
country for treatment of a heart 
ailment. ‘‘We don’t know why she 
prefers the American treat- 
ment,’’ Yureney said in broken 
English. ‘‘Maybe you better have 
a press conference with her.” 

The treatment of cardiological 
problems in the Soviet Union, he 
explained, is just as good as in 
this country. The doctors in

Russia would have ‘liked to 
treat’’ Bonner, but ‘we look at 
someone as a patient first and an 
international figure second,’ he 
said. ‘‘Any patient can choose 
their doctor in the Soviet Union 
as in this country,” 

Yureney believes there is more 
concern for Bonner as a political 
figure in the United States than in 
Russia, particularly among 
members of the American press. 

“You all sound like parrots,’ 
he said of the American 
reporters. ‘‘There are two ques- 
tions which are constantly being 
asked of us Sakharov and 
Afghanistan.”’ 

The physicians were question- 
ed about the type of medical 
treatment Bonner might have 
received if she was not allowed to 
leave Gorky. Yurenev compared 
the medical facilities and the 
general demographics of Gorky 
to this country’s car manufactur- 
ing capital. “I've been to both 
cities,’ he said, ‘‘And, they have 
as good medical treatment in 
Detriot as inGorky.""

“The ideology and the profession 
are not connected,’’ Yurenev ex- 
plained. 

The key to being a successful 
doctor in the Soviet Union might 
be related to an intern’s sex since 
60 percent of the doctors are 
women, he said. Yurenev said the 
high percent is related to the low 
male population following World 
War Il.

NEWTON — It’s one thing 
being unable to return home 
for the holidays because there 
is simply too much work to do. 
But it’s quite another when the 
main reason for remaining 
static is confinement in a 
hospital. 

“It's very, very difficult to 
be hospitalized (on 
Christmas),’’ says Ileen 
Heller, director of volunteer 
services at Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital. ‘‘Some patients don’t 
have families or their families 
are far away.” 

That’s why the annual 
“Operation Snowflake," a pro- 
gram designed to bring cheer 
to the hospitalized and to fill-in 
for Christian hospital workers 
on the holiday, was started at 
Newton-Wellesley eight years 
ago by the Newton Chapter of 
B'nai B'rith. 

A service offered by the 
Jewish organization nation- 
wide, ‘‘(The program) lets pa- 
tients know the commurity is 
still interested in them, and 
it’s greatly appreciated by the 
hospital staff because it makes 
them feel good that the pa- 
tients are being helped,” says 
Heller. 

Each Christmas day a group 
of around 20 B'nai B'rith 
members, including Newton 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann, 
meet at the hospital at 9 a.m. 
for an orientation and assign- 
ment to various hospital units. 
Upon completion of their 
Christmas day chores — which 
is usually at around 2 p.m. — 
the volunteers are served a 
Christmas dinner in the 
hospital's cafeteria, complete 
with turkey and dressing. 

Although the group does not 
replace paid personnel, they 
do serve to relieve regular 
volunteers of their duties 
which involve feeding pa-

The organization's 
volunteers also distribute 
Christmas presents of 
chocolates or after-shave lo- 
tions donated by such noted 
stores as Bloomingdale’s and 
Filene’s. And last year, Mr. 
Sid's of Newton Corner, a 
men’s clothing shop, gave the 
B'nai B’rith 300 gift-wrapped 
presents for children. 


Unfortunately, says B'nai 
B'rith president Irving 
Karelitz, there were only two 
children in the hospital. So 
Newton-Wellesley kept them 
to distribute to other 
hospitalized youngsters 
throughout the year. Since 
many of these gifts are still 
left over from last year, 
Karelitz says, ‘‘so we don’t 
have to worry about 
(children’s gifts) this year.”” 


While each of the volunteers , 


plays Santa Claus in their own 
clothes, the B'nai B'rith group 
used to dress up one ‘‘big, sort. 
of fat guy”’ to look like a real 
Santa, says Karelitz. 

Now, however, there's 
nobody ‘big and fat enough’’ 
to wear the costume, but the 
hospitalized ‘‘appreciate it 
without Santa,’’ he says, ad- 
ding ‘‘They’re just glad to see 
someone witha gift.”

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Resident to be jailed for extortion 


BOSTON A 63-year-old 
Newton resident, a former 
Watert official, will spend 90 





days in jail for extorting more 
than $10,000 from four home 
remodeling contractors between 
1982 and 1984, 

James J. Pepicelli, of 43 Rustic 
St., Newton, was sentenced to 
two years in prison Monday by 
US District Court Judge Walter 
J. Skinner, However, Skinner 
suspended all but 90 days of the 
jailterm. 

Pepicelli also received two 
years’ probation, during which 
he will have to perform 10 to 20 
hours of community service work 
each week. 

Looking pale and dressed in a 
light blue suit, Pepicelli told the 
judge just prior to sentencing 
that he ‘“‘made poor judgment,” 
and “I'm the sorriest man in the 
whole world 

“I’m begging for mercy,’’ he 
said. 

He then sat somberly, clut- 
ching his wife's hand, as Skinner 
imposed sentence. Two of his 
children wept in the hallway out- 











side the federal courtroom after 
the sentencing. 

Pepicelli pleaded guilty on 
Nov. 12 to four counts of extor- 
tion, one of attempted extortion 
and three counts of submitting 
false bids, stemming from his 
work as supervisor of a federally- 
funded Watertown home 
rehabilitation program. 

He could have been sentenced 
toas much as 110 years in jail and 
hit with a $70,000 fine for the 
crimes 

The defense attorney had re- 
quested that his client be given no 
jail time, because of his age, his 
diabetic condition and his wife's 
ill health. Catherine Pepicelli suf- 
fered from polio 30 years ago and 
is confined to a wheelchair. 

Also, Dahlen said, ‘‘Mr 
Pepicelli stood up like a man and 
admitted his guilt.”” 

Pepicelli will be allowed to re- 
main home with his family 
through the holidays, and is ten- 
tatively scheduled to begin serv- 
ing his time Jan. 13. He has not 
yet been assigned to a federal 
prison. 





BC official guilty of embezzlement 


CAMBRIDGE — A_ former 
Boston College Housing Director 
pleaded guilty last week to 
embezzling $35,000 from the 
school’s housing account and 
from an on-campus student-run 
sandwich shop. 

Richard E. Collins, 40, of 
Dedham, was given a two-year 
suspended sentence to the 
Billerica House of Correction and 
six years probation by Superior 
Court Judge Richard S. Kelley, 
sitting in Middlesex Court. 

Collins agreed to repay Boston 
College $35,000 and an additional 
$15,000 for the investigation costs 
incurred by the school. 

The prosecutor, Lawrence 
Dugan, told the judge that Col- 
lins, a 14-year B.C. employee, 
embezzled thousands from a 
sandwich shop known as M.D.Q. 
that was opened in 1976 by three 


students. The profits were to be 
rebated to the student body, said 
Dugan. 

According to Dugan, Collins 
engaged in a double-dipping type 
scheme by billing the college on 
various occasions from 1979-84 
for expenses that the school had 
already paid. Those included a 
$176 reimbursement for shelving 
material and $540 for a 
Christmas dinner that B.C. paid 
for twice. 


Judge Kelley said he felt that, 
because Collins stole property, 
that the most effective punish- 
ment was to “strike at the 
pocketbook’’ as opposed to im- 
prisoning him. Defense lawyer 
Richard Gould, of Dedham, said 
Collins’ wife and four children 
would be the ones most hurt if 
Collins was jailed. 


Store seized for taxes, then released 


NEWTON — State revenue 
agents seized a reputable ar- 
chery supply business in West 
Newton Square last week, but 
released the store a few hours 
later when the owner paid some 
overdue sales taxes. 

Armed with a court order, of- 
ficials from the Department of 
Revenue changed the locks at the 
T.P. Archery & Tackle Company, 
15 Spencer St., shortly after 11 
a.m.. 

By mid-afternoon, however, 
store owner William Rhodes 
Baker, a 38-year-old Waban resi- 
dent, was back in business after 
settling his debt at the Revenue 
Department’s office in Cam- 
bridge. 

Revenue spokesman Hannah 
Hosom said Baker owed the state 
“a fairly substantial amount of 


sales taxes,”’ but could not supply 
a specific figure. 

She described the amount owed 
as “‘less than $25,000.”" 

The seizure was ordered after 
Baker allegedly failed to respond 
to repeated warnings to pay the 
debt, according to Hosom. 

“We effectively closed down 
the business until the debt is paid 
in full or the party makes ar- 
rangements for 
Generally, they get the message 
and take care of it within a couple 
of days,’’ she added.

“Everything’s cleared up at 
this point. We hope to keep it that 
way,” the life-long Garden City 
resident said. 







Council on Aging funding gets a boost 


The Newton Council on Aging will 
receive $27,193 in state funds this 
year, an increase of approx- 
imately $4,000. Newton Human 
Services Director Howard Lipton 
said $13,955 of the grant will be 
used to help pay the salary of five 
staff members who operate the 
monthly newsletter and coor- 
dinate programs for the city’s 
two drop-in centers. The rest of 
the grant will go towards pro- 
viding new stereo equipment for 
senior progranas and supplemen- 
ting senior programs and sup- 
plementing senior transportation 
to medical appointments. 
“The $2,150 from the state 
made the new transportation pro- 
gram possible,'’ Lipton said. To 
use the service, seniors must call 
969-1410 requesting a van three 
days in advance, he said. 
Approximately $532 has been 
set aside for the first time to fund 
buses for senior trips this year, 
Lipton said 
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The $1.7 million in local aid for 
elder programs across the state 
represents a 17 percent increase 
over last year, said Peggy Vlock, 
spokesperson for the Excecutive 
Office of Elder Affairs, 

The state funding comprises a 
very small portion of the coun- 
cil’s budgets. The Newton Coun- 
cil on Aging receives $60,000 from 
the city and $16,000 in federal 
block grant money.

State funds for teacher contract OKd 


NEWTON The Board of 
Aldermen, without any debate 
voted Monday night to accept the 
professional dev elopment grants 
being offered to the city under the 
School Improvement Act of 1985 

more commonly referred to as 
the Education Reform Bill. 

The state funds will be used to 
supplement t hers’ salaries 
during the first two years of a 
three-year pact the School Com- 
mittee and the Newton Teachers 
Association (NTA) recently 
ratified. The committee — which 
has the legal power to negotiate 
contracts with the NTA — decid- 
ed to use the $433,461 from the 
state during fiscal year 1986 and

2,500 gallons of oil spilled into the river 


AUBURNDALE — Crews from 
Clean Harbors, the Fish and 
Game Department and the 
Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering (DEQE) 
worked day and night through 
last weekend to clean up 2,500 
gallons of fuel oil that leaked into 
the Charles River following a 
motor vehicle accident. 

DEQE press spokesman 
Richard Sullivan said he ex- 
pected to have the mess cleaned 
up completely by now. 

He said the oil had not seeped 
into the groundwater and posed 
no threat to residents of the area, 
which is adjacent to the Newton 
Marriott Hotel. 


However, the spill adversely 
affected a number of fowl feeding 
and resting in the area, he said. 

The area includes a popular 
feeding place for ducks, several 
of which were covered with the 
oil and had to be plucked out of 
the river and tended to by wildlife 
biologists from the Fish and 
Game Department, Sullivan 
said. Two Canadian geese also 
were affected by the oil, he said. 

Sullivan said the spill occurred 
early F y morning after a 
street sweeper and a fuel oil 
truck Eanes by the J.P. Noonan 
Company collided at the Weston 
toll booth on the Massachusetts 
Turnpike.

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Shea exonerated 
by latest caucus 


Ward 4 Alderman Carol Ann Shea, 
ousted from the Board of Aldermen in last 
month’s election when political novice Pol- 
ly Bryson took her to the cleaners, has 
been exonerated. 

Last week’s aldermanic caucus, where 
the aldermen gathered to elect a president 
to replace Shea, revealed that the onus 
that has been put on her for the past two 
years is not really deserved. 

Shea’s critics, most of them supporters 
of Matthew Jefferson, whom she replaced 
as president two years in a bitter but 
bloodless coup, blamed her for what they 
saw as a major division on the board. 

The tactics Shea used to achieve the 
presidency (trading committee chairs for 
votes), they said, created a rift in the 
state’s largest municipal legislative body 
that seriously impeded its ability to ex- 
ecute its duties. As the factions fought, the 
city’s business went unattended, they said. 
The ‘‘tenor of the board,”’ which Shea said 
she hoped to moderate, was worse than 
ever, they said. 

As to the “tenor of the board,’’ we will 
have to wait until January and see. Those 
hoping for well-mannered discussions of 
the issues leading up to logical legislative 
actions should be reminded that that sort 
of atmosphere never has existed, even in 
the “golden age”’ of aldermen like Sinclair 
Weeks and Leverett Saltonstall. Those 
striving for it would recreate something 
that was never created in the first place. 

As to divisions amongst the city’s 24 
aldermen, this year’s caucus created one 
that dwarfs the unfortunate byproduct of 
Shea’s politicking two years ago. 

We do not envy the task facing the new 
president, Ward 5 Alderman Michael

Tax reform a threat to colleges

Open letter to the United States House of 
Representatives Committee on Ways and 
Means 


One of the administration’s current tax 
reform proposals would repeal charitable 
deductions for the 80 percent of American 
taxpayers who do not itemize. Another pro- 
posal would count the appreciated portion of 
capital gain property gifts to charity as in- 
come rather than as a _ deduction in 
calculating the proposed alternative 
minimum tax.

As the president of a small independent 
college, I am deeply concerned about the ef- 
fect of these tax proposals not only on my 
own institution but on higher education in 
general. Charitable giving is absolutely vital 
to the health of our country’s system of 
higher education.

Pine Manor College has been working very 
hard to increase private giving to the college 
to supplement our tuition revenue. 

As the costs of providing quality education 
have continued to rise and federal financial 
aid dollars have declined, the burden of tui- 
tion payments on students and families has 
reached a level which eliminates the option 
of a Pine Manor College education for many 
students. 

This situation is not unique to Pine Manor 
College; it applies to independent colleges 
across the country and to public colleges as 
well, which were the recipients of nearly one 
third of all giving to higher education last 
year. Private giving to supplement tuition 
revenues is essential to maintain the 
strength and diversity of higher education in 
the United States 


Colleges are eligible for tax-exempt status 
because they exist not to serve their own 
ends but to serve broad public purposes. The 
system of higher education which has evolv- 
ed in this country served fundamental na- 
tional interests of economic growth, social 


justice, civic and cultural enrichment, and 
national security. Charitable deductions that 
support educational, cultural and welfare 
activities are not fairly regarded as another 
special tax privilege. These dollars are 
voluntarily given up for public purposes.

Peruzzi said he had _ been 
responsible for setting up the in- 
dividual accounts since 1977. 

At the end of each fiscal year, 
he said he would ask Coogan 
whether or not a community’s 
idle GBPC account should be con- 
tinued or closed. 

“I would approach him and 
say, ‘Are any of these dead,’”’ 
Peruzzi recalled. 

In 1982, near the end of fiscal 
year 1981, Peruzzi said Coogan 
advised him that ‘most of the 
monies coming in would now be 
for dues and maintenance and on- 
ly a small percentage would be 
for equipment.”” 

Rather than maintain dozens of 
empty accounts, they agreed that 
if a new community decided to 


join the GBPC or purchase 
BAPERN equipment, the

This change allowed the funds 
to be diverted into the Bank of 






gained six votes for a total of 14, 
while Carmichael added only two 
to finish with nine. 

Malec broke into a wide smile 
when his election became ap- 
parent and immediately shook 
hands with Carmichael. 

“T thank all of you. I will do my 
damnedest in the next two years 
to make you proud of your vote 
here tonight,”’ he said. 

Surprisingly, the traditional 
motion to make Malec’s election 
unanimous did not occur, leaving 
open the possiblity of a public 
challenge on Jan. 1. 


The vice presidential ballotting 
occurred after a brief debate 
over whether to adjourn the 
caucus out of deference to 
Mansfield’s situation. 

Gentile eliminated the need for 
a lengthy session by raking in 12 
votes on the first ballot, as com- 
pared to nine for Shick and two 
for Daley 


Shick’s motion that Gentile 
receive the board’s unanimous 
support was quickly approved by 
a voice vote. 

The caucus also unanimously 
elected Bauckman to the post of 
president emeritus, recognizing 
his 50 consecutive years of ex- 
perience on the full board. 


A volunteer committee to 
discuss potential changes of the 
board's rules was formed and 
will begin meeting sometime this 
week. 

Only a handful of residents at- 
tended the caucus — Vin 
Fillipone, former Alderman Joe 
DePasquale, Newton Highlands 
Activist Kay Barrett, Glenn Mor- 
ris, former Alderman Mark 
White, Save Our Homes II Presi- 
dent John Rogers and Newton 
Firefighters Association Presi- 
dent Kevin McArdle. 






Boston account opened in the 
GBPC’s name, they said. 

“That's what allowed it to hap- 
pen,”’ Marino said. “We never 
saw the checks. They never came 
through this office because, if 
they had, we would have caught 
it. 


“The other thing was that the 
communities never questioned 
the method of payment or the 
prices they were charged. They 
didn’t really know any better. If 
the funds were not diverted, it 
would have cost everybody a lot 
less. We would have seen the 
overcharges,” he added. 


The scheme also may have 
been detected if the system of 
separate accounts for each 
GBPC community had_ been 
maintained, the two men said. 


“T would never have thought 
anything like that could be con- 
ceived.

NEWTON — Concern over the 
future composition of the Land 
Use Committee is dominating the 
behind-the-scenes activity as 
Alderman Michael Malec 
prepares to take over as presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen. 

Insiders say a major rift will 
develop within the full board 
Michael Malec decides to keep 
Alderman Cynthia Creem as 
Land Use chairman. 

But aldermanic sources also 
believe the embattled Creem will 
manage to retain the post by vir- 
tue of an agreement she made 
with Malec just prior to his selec- 
tion as board president last week 

“He's under a_ tremendous 
amount of pressure. If he promis- 
ed everything to everybody, then 
he’s got to live with it,’ one 
veteran alderman said 

Creem's leadership on Land 
Use has been a subject of dispute 
for the past year and is becoming 

an issue of increasing concern as 
aldermen brace for the drive to 
revise many of the city’s anti- 
quated zoning law 

On several occasions, major 
items docketed before the com- 
mittee teetered perilously close 
to passage by default because 
deadlines for action had nearly 
expired 

Threats of legal action against 
the city also arose because of 
controversial Land Use decisions 
involving requests by religious 
and educational organizations. 

Numerous items also had to be 
sent back to Land Use by the full 
board because all the issues in- 
volved had not been worked out. 

Creem's decision to announce 
her candidacy for board presi- 
dent and then withdraw from the 
race in a bid to stay on as com- 
mittee chairman also angered 
several alderman. 

She has said she should keep 
the job in order to establish the 
continuity and perspective need- 
cd for the committee to act 
uniformly on important zoning 
and development petitions. 

Before Malec’s informal elec- 
tion occurred last week, a ma- 
jority of aldermen agreed that 
Land Use should be reorganized 
in preparation for the weighty 
decisions that lie ahead. 

Now, however, the movement 
for major changes appears to 
have been stalled by last-minute 
political maneuvering and lobby- 
ing. 

“Things have changed a little 
bit. It looks as if the board is not 
going to undergo a major 
reorganization after all,’’ said 
one, ‘‘It’s going to look similar to 
the one formed under Carol 
Shea's administration.” Another 
alderman said, ‘I think Cindy

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A goodwill van provides ‘Wheels for Change’

NEWTON — Sherry Tompkins’ 
battle against poverty began in 
June after she returned from 
visiting her old friend, Sister 
Maread O'’Reardon, in Sommer- 
ville, Tenn. 

A Medford resident, Tompkins 
met Sister Maread at the Mis- 
sionary of Franciscan Sister on 
Centre Street, three years before 
her eye opening pilgrimage to the 
rural southwest corner of Ten- 
nessee. ‘“‘When I was down 
there,’’ Tompkins said, ‘I had 
this feeling of helplessness... My 
hands were tied at the moment, 
but I knew once I got home people 
in the Greater Boston Area would 
be more than willing to give.” 

As a result of what she saw in 
Fayette County, Tompkins in- 
itiated ‘‘Wheels for Change,” a 
non-profit organization which 
was formed under the auspices of 
the Garden City’s religious order 
to finance a $14,000 van for the 
fourth poorest county in the 
United States. 

According to Tompkins, 
Fayette County is a slow-moving 
area which supports a population 
of 25,000. The arly per capita 
income is $4 nd 24 pecent of 
the population is below the pover- 
ty level. According to the 1980 
census, 39 percent of the popula- 













tion has an eighth grade educa- 
tion or less. In addition, 20 per- 
cent of the housing in Fayette 
County is substandard with 
either no plumbing or inadequate 
facilities. ‘‘There are kids who 
literally eat dirt down there 
because they don’t get the right 
amount of vitamins in their 
diets,’ she said. 

A major factor which keeps the 
level of living so low is social pre- 
judice, Tompkins said. Catholics 
and Protestants, however, are 
working closely to rectify the 
situation, and the Greater Boston 
community has been a big help in 
trying to change the attitudes 
down there, she said. The 
Tennessee-Boston relationship 
was started during the early 60s 
with the civil rights movement. 
““Wheels for Change’ is a con- 
tinuation of that support and rela- 
tionship,’ she said 


When asked why ‘‘Wheels for 
Change”’ did not use the money 
for programs in the Boston area, 
Tompkins said she ‘“‘never felt 
the impact of poverty”’ in Boston 
like she did in Fayette County. 
Additionally, the program has 
opened her eyes to the problems 
in this area, but she is committed 
to “Wheels for Change”’ right 
now. 

The van, a 1983 Chevrolet 
Sports Van which Tompkins has 
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appropriated, will be used to help 
the poor of the county, including 
transporting persons to the 
library, to parenting classes, to 
medical facilities, to church and 
to job interviews. 

Tompkins hoped to buy a new 
van for St. Philip the Apostle 
Church in Sommerville, but she 
was unable to reach the $14,000 
goal and settled for a second- 
hand van. ‘‘For the most part, it 
is in good condition,’’ she said. 

The vehicle, which cost $6,000, 
needed a new floor and is cur- 
rently in the shop being repaired, 
Tompkins said. After that work is 
done, it will get a tune-up and 
four new tires before the 1,300 
mile trip to Fayette County, she 
added. 

On Dec. 19, Tompkins and two 
friends from the program, Sue 
Pelletier and Pat Koulsez, will be 
leaving from Medford for the trip 
which should take almost 28 
hours, she said 

In addition to the vehicle itself, 
the van will be stuffed with food 
and clothing for members of the 
community, she said. They will 
also carry with them a few 
Christmas presents even though 
she did not collect many for the 
trip. 

“Tf I had to do it over again, I'd 
do it in a minute,’’ Tompkins

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Goose for the holiday

NEW YORK The goose 
scores high at Christmas for 
more and more Americans who 
are looking for festive fare other 
than the traditional turkey din- 
ner 

Historically, goose was 
favorite of the British. In Se: 
dinavia, Christmas Eve porridge 
was served to “prepare the 
stomachs” for the rich bird and 
its accompaniments later. Goose 
and kraut are favorites on the 
German holiday menu, and Cen- 
tral Europeans consider the roast 
goose a Christmas treat 


In England goose is celebrated 
in song and story, especially as 
Bob Cratchit’s bird in Charles 
Dickens’ ‘A Christmas Carol.”’ It 
has ¢ had its fanciers in 
New England but has been slow 
in getting a web-footed hold on 
the rest of the nation 








Goose is more expensive than 
turkey, but it’s no more difficult 
to cook and many people think 
it's more delicious,” said British- 
born chef Gary Clauson, 35, who 
began his career at London's 
Dorchester Hotel and has been 
chief chef at Manhattan's Regen- 
cy Hotel for 10 years. ‘We have 
people who come to the Regency 












just to have our goose and we 
serve more than 100 portions at 
Christmas.” 

A preview dinner at the Regen- 
cy’s 540 Park restaurant confirm- 
ed goose's reputation as being 
richer, darker and gamier than 
turkey, especially those  big- 
breasted gobblers bred for white 
meat that dominate the holiday 
market. Clauson served thin 
slices of goose breast and leg 
meat with a piece of succulent 
skin, the meat brownish with a 
hint of pink 

Fresh-killed geese are not 
available in many parts of the 
United States but frozen, oven- 
ready geese are sold in many 
stores and some stores that do 
not stock it will take special 
orders in advance. All you do is 
thaw, rinse, stuff, and truss for 
cooking, Clauson said 

“I like a savory stuffing for 
geese breadcrumbs with 
onions and sage which give it a 
strong flavor without being over- 
powering. You can add goose or 
duck stock for extra flavoring, or 
any fresh stock will do. I also 
make a chestnut dressing with 
sausage meat, thyme and 
parsley.” 

Clauson prefers a six to eight 
pound goose for maximum 
tenderness and a goose this size 
will serve six to eight persons. He

it, but not too solidly because 
“stuffing expands as it cooks and 
absorbs the liquids and may even 
burst the skin and spill out.”” 
Once stuffed, the chef stitches 
the cavity closed with a la 
needle threaded with butcher 
twine, ties the wings as tight as 
possible to the back and the legs 
close to the body to prevent over- 
cooking, He roasts a goose on 
each side in an oven set at 375 
degrees for 30 minutes to 45 
minutes, according to the size of 
the bird, then cooks it breast-up 
for 45 minutes, using a trivet or 





rack in a roasting pan with one 


cup of water in the bottom 

“Most people cook birds 
breast-up, but by cooking goose 
on each side and then breast-up 
you will cook it evenly all ove 
he said. ‘That way you also get 
rid of all the excess fat by natural 
draining, so you needn't prick the 
bird with a fork as you are often 
advised to do, By pricking you 
loose fat, but you also loose a lot 
of the moisture in the meat.”” 

A great deal of fat will ac- 
e in the roasting pan dur: 
ing cooking. This is used to baste 
the goose frequently. To test how 
well done the goose is, pierce the 
thigh part of the leg with a needle 
or sharp point of a knife. If the 
juices run clear, the goose is 
cooked. 

In carving goose, Clauson cuts 
off the breast meat first in whole 
pieces, then slices it very thin so 
it will be more tender. He 
removes the legs intact and slices 
them just a efully. 

With goose, Clauson 
dant potatoes, brusse 
butter sauce or fres 
puree of squash or 
onions soaked in butte: 
ed in stock, and cranberry or 
lingonberry sauce. For a simpler 
dinner, try serving goose with 
braised white cabbage flecked 
with juniper berries — Clauson’'s 
personal favorite. For a first 
course, Clauson suggests a clear 
soup, perhaps a game con- 
somme, or corn soup or chowder

Newton has more than a fair share of in- 
teresting residents. It has college presidents, 
chief executive officers, doctors, lawyers, 
internationally-known personages and we also 
have a certified licensed professional private in- 
vestigator.

One time, when he was actually following a 
subject who had reason to feel he was being 
followed, the subject stopped, turned anmd ad- 
dressed Herman with the question; “Did you 
notice anyone following me?”

He is also a constable, serving legal papers, a 
security consultant, and a charter member of the 
Newton Crime Commission, having been ap- 
pointed by the then-Mayor Monte G. Basbas, and 
reappointed by the present Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann. 

Hurwitz was not born a Private Eye; he is a 
son of the late Albert Hurwitz, attorney and one- 
time assistant attorney general. 

Herman grew up in his father’s law office as an 
office boy, then clerk, and spent three years at 
law school, when World War II and the U.S. Ar- 
my intervened and he became a soldier. 

Following his discharge, the study and poten- 
tial practice of law lost its attractiveness and, 
after a number of business ventures, he accepted 
a position in a private detective agency where 
his value was enhanced by his prior legal educa- 
tion 

Later he formed his own Colonial Detective 
Agency 

While working in his father’s law office, he 
became adept at skip-tracing or finding people 
who didn’t care to be found, or people who had 
for any number of r ns dropped out of sight. 

He has had cast far north as Nova Scotia, 
across most of the eastern seaboard and states 
east of the Mississippi. 

To Herman, even the interesting cases have 
been mundane, boring and time consuming, and

NEWTON — Some 20 entries have already been 
received by the Bureau of Jewish Education in con- 
nection with its third Boston Area Competition for 
Creative Teaching Materials, with more than two 
weeks left for submissions.

Materials should be submitted directly to the 
Bureau of Jewish Education at 333 Nahanton St., 
Newton. Winners will be notified by Jan. 6, and win- 
ning entries will be on display during the 10-day- 
long festival which opens Feb. 4. 

Winning teachers will be awarded their prizes at 
the BJE’s Yom Hamehanekh dinner honoring 
Jewish educators at the Gosman Jewish Communi- 
ty Campus on Thursday evening, Feb. 6.

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Brazil on Xmas spending spree

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil 
(UPI) Almost like a nation 
emerging from war, Brazilians 
have shrugged off a gloomy 
economic recession to plunge 
headlong into their biggest 
Christmas spending spree in 
years, 


Video recorders, TV games, 
even new cars are snapped up as 
soon as they hit showrooms. 

“It’s Christmas without the 
IMF,” the Jornal do Brasil said, 
referring to the government's 
refusal to accept any more 
economic austerity policies of the 
kind advocated by the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund 

After four years in which the 
economy shrank or showed little 
real per capita growth, 1985 has 
seen a dramatic turnaround. The 
Gross National Product is  of- 
ficially projected to rise 7 per- 
cent 

“People are buying 20 percent 
more than 1 year,'’ said 
Finance Minister Dilson Funaro. 

One shopping center near 
Copacabana Beach, with 300 
boutiques and fancy shops, 
reported sales 40 percent better 
than Christmas 1984. 

Toymakers talk of a 10 percent 
increase in sales, although they 
are still $50 million short of 1980's 

record $350 million. The recovery 
appears to be nationwide 

“Factories just can’t meet our 
orders,’’ said Antonio Pinheiri, a 
chain store director in Sao Paulo. 

His farmer customers have 
earned fortunes from oranges, 
thanks in part to Florida crop 
failures, and from sugar cane 
which is now grown extensively 
to make alcohol, used by 19 out of 
20 new cars as a substitute for im- 
ported gasoline 

In Rio, accounts clerk Marcio 
Fiori complained of waiting 30 




















days for his $6,000 compact 
automobile.

It’s sort of like 
we figure we have messed up 
Christmas and we had better 
save one great holiday — 
Thanksgiving for just 
ourselves and our families.” 


We have suspected for a long 
time that Christmas was getting 
out of hand. But we weren’t sure 
we wanted to stop it. We have 
agreed we ought to ‘‘put Christ 
back into Christmas,’ but 
couldn’t we bless our riotous 
spending by singing ‘‘Silent 
Night” and ‘‘Joy to the World”’ in 
between trips to the department 
stores and tell ourselves we were, 
after all, glorifying the 
Christmas ‘‘spirit of giving’? 

It is really, we have said, the 
traditions of Christmas we are 
trying to keep alive. The depart- 
ment stores have been happy to 
feed our fantasy. 

USA Today, in an article 
headlined ‘Stores Deck the 
Halls,’ says, “The Christmas 
season is a time when depart- 
ment stores cash in on the holi- 
day traditions customers have 
grown to love.” 








All the words that evoke the 
spirit of Christmas are there — 
“deck the halls,’ ‘Christmas 
season,’’ ‘“‘holiday traditions’ 
and “‘love.’’ But the key words 
are ‘‘stores,”’ “cash in’’ and 
“customers.”’ 

Nor do the stores deny it. One 
retail executive said: ‘There is 
something wonderful about a 
store loaded with Christmas 
tradition.

Empire-builder Charles 
Givens, looking back on his rich, 
spoiled boyhood, said, 
“Christmas used to be boring, 
there were so many presents.” 

Do any of the Christmas stories 
that move our hearts have to do 
with Richie Rich finding a Honda, 
three-wheeler under the tree at 
Christmas morning — or with the 
rest of us unwrapping Rolex wat- 
ches and ‘‘ his and her 
diamonds’’? 

And so, many people are com- 
ing to look forward to Thanksgiv- 
ing, not Christmas. There are no 
presents, but the warmth of the 
holiday satisfies us. 

Certainly we don’t want to give 
up Christmas — only ‘‘Christmas 
as we have come to know it” in 
the last 30 years. 

One mother told me recently, | 
“The Cabbage Patch doll ruined 
Christmas at our house last year. | 
The children fought over the doll 
one of them received. None of the| 
other presents meant anything. | 
Never again.”

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Shop carefully for a refrigerator 


By the Editors 
of Consumers Reports 


If you're like most people, you 
probably don’t think about buy- 
ing a new refrigerator until the 
old one is ready to quit. And by 
then, you need one in a hurry. 

Fortunately for you, most 
refrigerators on the market to- 
day have a fairly similar array of 
features and conveniences, But 
Consumer Reports’ engineers 
say there still are differences in 
energy efficiency and per- 
formance that are worth con- 
sidering. 

Eighteen no-frost, top-freezer 
refrigerators, ranging in price 
from about $570 to $915, were 


tested recently by the engineers 
Broad price spreads are typical, 
so it’s wise to shop carefully 

The refrigerators were 
evaluated for their energy use, 
and for how well and how 
uniformly they maintained ideal 
temperatures in both their main 
and freezer compartments. 

The refrigerators tested 
typically used 15 percent less 
electricity than comparable 
models the engineers tested five 
years ago. 

The General 
TBFI7CF, Hotpoint 
Sears 63771 and Whirlpool 
ET1I7HKXM were billed as 
especially energy efficient. They 
would cost about $85 a year at

7.75 cents per kilowatt-hour (bas- 
ed on the national average cost of 
electricity) 

Some models have an ‘‘energy- 
saver’’ switch, It controls elec- 
tric heaters that prevent water 
from condensing around the 
doors in humid weather. (In dry 
weather, you'd turn the heaters 
off to save energy. The heaters 
would typically be on for four 
months, off for eight months.) 
The engineers say that flipping 
on the energy r switch does 
lower operati osts. 

Most of the refrigerators tested 
could maintain food in the main 
compartment at 37 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and at 0 degrees in 
the freezer. They all kept 















Setting up shop for the newborn

“Rock-a-bye baby in the tree 
top, when the wind blows the 
cradle will rock.’’ That is, unless 
the baby’s parents opted for a 
bassinet or a crib in their selec- 
tion of baby furniture. Whatever 
nursery furniture parents pur- 
chase, they need to make certain 
it meets safety standards. Or 
when the wind blows the cradle 
may fall, the bassinet may tum- 
ble and the crib may crumble. 

Since a newborn spends much 
of his time sleeping, acquiring a 
place for him to sleep is a first 
priority for most parents. And 
every baby deserves a place to 
call his own — somewhere with a 
nice, soft mattress or pad for 
comfort and with sides to stop 
him from rolling out. 

Since newborns require only 
enough sleeping space for the 
size of their bodies plus a little ex- 
tra room for kicking and squirm- 
ing, a bassinet or cradle is suffi- 
cient, according to ‘‘Preparing to 
Bring Baby Home,” one of a six- 
book series on parenting from the 
Evenflo Juvenile Products Co. 

The book offers the following 
observations on selecting 
nursery furniture. 

Since bassinets and cradles are 
small they are space savers, a 
practical plus if living conditions 
were cramped before a couple 
became parents, A disadvantage 
of these furnishings is that a 
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newborn will be too large to use 
them within about three months. 

A benefit of a bassinet is its 
mobility. Most are equipped with 
wheels so they can be moved 
from room to room within a 
house and even from inside to 
outside. Also, most bassinets 
have stands that make the 
bassinet level to an adult hipline. 
This makes it easy to bend over 
and tend to the baby, but also 
makes the bassinet top-heavy. 
When on a stand, a bassinet easi- 
ly can be tipped over by a child or 
pet trying to see the baby. 

Cradles, on the other hand, do 
not have stands and so generally 
are not far off the floor. A new 
mother may have a weak or 
aching back after childbirth and 
the bending associated with ten- 
ding a baby in a cradle may not 
help the situation. 

The benefit of a cradle is that 
the fluid, gentle sway of rocking 
is soothing to the baby. The baby 
may begin to associate the cradle 
with relaxation, making nap 
times and bedtimes peaceful 
times for all. 

No matter what parents decide 
about bassinets and cradles, it is 
inevitable that they'll need to 
purchase a crib at some point. A 
baby spends a great deal of time 
in the crib during the two to three 
years it is used, so parents should 
devote some time to choosing and 
decorating it. 

Remember to buy the crib 
before buying such items as a 
mattress, sheets or bumper pads.

There are a variety of crib sizes 
and styles, so the accessories 
may not fit the crib if you pur- 
chase them first 

Traditional cribs are rec- 
tangular and wooden. But there 
are cribs with plastic teething 
rails, cribs with frilly canopies, 
cribs with drawers between the 
mattress and floor and cribs with 
large, synthetic glass windows in 
the ends or in the up-and-down 
sides. 

No matter what type of crib a 
parent selects, there are safety 
considerations to keep in mind. 
Following are recommendations 
from the U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission: 

— The slats on the sides of cribs 
should not be more than 2% in- 
ches apart. 

~ The distance between the top 
of the mattress and the side of the 
crib must be 20 inches when the 
side is raised, 9 inches when the 
side is lowered. This prevents a 
child from climbing out or rolling 
out of the crib. 

~ The mechanism to lower a 
side should have a double action 
to prevent animals and other 
children from dropping the side. 

— No crib should have horizon- 
tal members that give a child a 

toehold to climb out. 

— All paint and decorations 
should be free of lead or other 
poisonous substances. 

— The mattress should be 4-8 
inches thick and made of fire- 
retardant, non-allergenic 
materials.

Of the refrigerators tested, the 
Amana TC18G_ w top-rated 
The Whirlpool T17HKXM, 
Sears 63771, General Electric 
TBFI7CF, General Electric 
TBX18ZF and Hotpoint CTF17HF 
performed nearly as well. All six 
offer a good combination of 
energy efficiency, performance 
and convenience. 

The top-rated Amana has more 
convenience features than the 
runner-up Whirlpool. But the 
Whirlpool was lower in price and 
quieter than most. And 
Whirlpool, as a brand, has a 
better-than-average record for 
repairs, based on responses from 
readers to Consumer Reports’

60-year ban ends 


Soviets allow Jewish emigration play to show 


By Jack Redden 
MOSCOW (UPI) — Soviet 
authorities, apparently with 


clearance from the highest 
levels, have allowed public per- 
formance of a play about the 
formerly taboo subject of Jewish 
emigration. 

The play, called ‘40 Sholem 
Aleichem Street,"’ is the story of 
a Jewish family torn apart over 
the decision of the two sons to 
emigrate — one to Israel and one 
to America. 

A veteran Western observer, 
calling its appearance ‘‘extraor- 
dinary,”’ said raising such a con- 
troversial subject for the first 
time would require permission 
directly from the ruling Soviet 
Politburo. 

Viktor Louis, the Soviet jour- 
nalist often used as an official 
conduit to the West, says the 
word ‘‘Jew’’ had not been uttered 
on the Soviet stage in nearly 35 
years, much less the discussion 
of a problem the Kremlin denies 
exists. 

The play, following a spate of 
rumors about increases in Jewish 





emigration, has everyone 
wondering if major policy 
changes are under discussion 


behind the red brick walls of the 
Kremlin at the foot of Gorky 
Street. 

There are few likeable 
characters in Jewish playwright 
Arkady Stavitsky’s look at con- 
temporary Soviet society. The 
sons are selfish, conceited and 
aggressive. The father, Simeon 
Margolin, raves about his 
“traitor”? sons and displays a 
view of the world learned under 
Stalin.

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The real heart of the play — 
and the hearts of the audience — 
belongs to Rosa, the babushka 
(grandmother), whose sense of 
humor lightens an otherwise 
serious theme. Like a good 
Jewish mother, she is prepared 
to follow her sons. 

“They are Jews and they want 
to live in their own country,” 
Rosa explains. 


The play, named for the aging 
apartment building where they 
have lived for nearly four 
decades, shows the hatreds and 
mental turmoil unleashed by the 
irreversible decision to leave the 
Soviet Union. 


Neighbors refuse to accept the 
family’s furniture because it is 
“anti-Soviet.’’ The daughter 
knows her boyfriend, just by 
association with such a family, 
will never be allowed a scientific 
career if she stays with him. The 
father, renouncing his sons, com- 
mits suicide rather than leave. 


But in the end, the sons do 
leave — Boris to head a scientific 
faculty in Israel and Leonid for 
what he hopes will be a lucrative 
medical career in the United 
States. 


People emerging from the 
Stanislavsky Theater onto Gorky 
Street after the first official per- 
formance early in December 
were excited, speaking of a 
theme they had never seen on a 
Soviet stage. 


“T personally do not connect it 
with concrete political reasons,” 
said Stavitsky, 55, the playwright 
and a former engineer. 


However, Stavitsky pointed to 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev’s willingness to address 
the subject of human rights and 
Jewish emigration in statements 
shown on official television, even 
if it was the traditional line. 

Stavitsky, who frequently stays 
at the writers’ community in 
Peredelkino, just outside 
Moscow, was as neutral and non- 
ideological in private about 
emigration as in his play 

“Some people think that I am 
against people who want to 
leave,’’ Stavitsky said. That is 
not true. I respect the point of 
view of others, but I don’t want to 
leave myself. 


“In the 1970s the problem of 
emigration began. Before that it 
was not possible to emigrate, so 
the problem did not exist."” 

Nearly every year he went to 
the apartment building in the 
Black Sea port of Odessa that 
became the setting for his play 
“In that courtyard I saw with my 
own eyes the reactions, the 
reasons for leaving,”’ he said 














The idea for the play came to 
him in 1975, but pessimism about 
the chance of having it staged 
he said the Soviets had allowed 
no play with a Jewish theme on 
stage in 60 years kept him 
from writing it until 1981. Then he 
worked with a passion, writing it 
in less than three weeks. 

It lay dormant until 1983, when 
he unexpectedly started work on 
preparing it for the stage. Still, 
he says it was only this year that 
final approval was given — at a 
time when emigration had 
almost halted.

Hochbaum’'s paintings 
evolve from a vision 


NEWTON — The paintings in- 
cluded in Tama Hochbaum’s 
show at the Newtonville branch

The summer group seems to 
move outside, reflecting 


Hochbaum’s move into the 
garden. The deer and the figure 
are lessened in stature, in- 
tegrated into their surroundings 
as the particular place and the 
manner in which the work is 
painted becomes more impor- 
tant. The color is heightened, the 
pain itself is more vigorous and 
the general lushness and abun- 
dice connected with the season is 
apparent.

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Beware the 
drunk driver

DETROIT (UPI) — On any 
given weekend night, holiday 
or not, chanc are that e 
tenth car you meet on the 
road will have a drunk driver 
behind the wheel 








We have all seen and heard 
the public service an- 
nouncements against drunk 





driving, and have had the 
tragic consequences of what 
drunk drivers cause drilled 
into our heads, Every year, a 
barrage of drunk driver 
crackdowns are conducted by 
just about every police 
department acre the na- 
tion, just in time for the 
Christmas and New Year's 
holiday 

Any person who has been 
awake at least part of the last 
















decade has heard the 
frightening statistics: Every 
20 minutes another life is

persons are injured every 
year because of crashes in- 
volving alcohol. And about 
one-fourth of all property 


damage accidents involve li- 
quor. 

Most of those television ads 
or police department reports 
are designed to instill fear in- 
to the hearts of all drivers 
We are all left with an image 
of a skeleton in a cloak 
holding an alcoholic 
beverage, and can still hear 
the screeching of tires and the 
crunching of steel and glass 
from our television as we 
retreat to the kitchen for our 
commercial breaks. 

While these ads are meant 
to scare the heck out of you, 
little advice is given to the 
average motorist on how to 
spot drunk drivers and how to 
avoid them. Some ads and 
radio reports even advise 
drivers to stay home for the 
holidays and keep off the 
roads. 

But the fact remains that 
the good old automobile is 
still the most frequently used 
mode of transportation to 
visit grandma over the 
holidays. It also ranks No. 1 
as the most heavily laden 
vehicle besides Santa's sleigh 
during the holidays 

Before any advice is given, 
two hard, cold facts must be 
realized. First, there will 
always be drunk drivers as 
long as cars and alchohol ex- 
ist, and even if the annual 
Statistics show drastic 
declines, one incident is one 
too much. Secondly, the cops 
usually nab a drunk driver 
after he or she has caused an 
accident. not before. 














It is also possible that all 
the advice on how to avoid a 
drunk (or drugged) driver 
could be worthless because 
accidents like these always 


seem to happen so suddenly. 
In a flash, an inebriated 
driver can cross a solid or 
dotted line, jump a divider, or 
run a red light or stop sign. It 
happens all the time 

Now the advice. The first 
part is the easiest and re- 
quires no special skill. Buckle 
up, and ask your passengers 
to do the same. The 
Automotive Information 
Council, a non-profit 
origanization based in 
Southfield, Mich., estimates 
that if everyone fastened 
their seat belts, accident 
casualties would be reduced 
by half. 

While driving, keep away 
from any center median, 
divider, or painted line if you 
can help it. Only use the left 
lane for passing, and change 
back into another lane direct- 
ly afterwards. 

Be prepared at all inters 
tions, even if the light 
your favor or the other car 
has the stop sign. In a word, 
drive defensiv' 

At night, beware of cars 
that do not have their 
headlights turned on. It could 
mean a forgetful driver, but 
then again it could mean a 
driver who is blasted out of 
his socks and incapable of 
making any judgments re- 
quired to drive a car. 

Keep an eye out for cars 
that appear to be driven in an 
unsteady manner, such as 
straying from one side of the 
lane to the other, or weaving 
from one side of the road to 
another. On snow-covered 
roads, one can sometimes 
spot the tracks of an er- 
ratically driven automobile. 

As always, leave plenty of 
distance between your car 
and the car ahead of you. 
Even if you are on the lookout 
for the drunk driver, the car 
in front may not and could 
stop or swerve suddenly. A 
good rule of thumb is to keep 
one car length apart for each 
10 mph of speed. 

In snowy weather, watch 
for cars which have only a 
small portion of their win- 
dows cleared. While it may 
not necessarily mean an 
alcohol-impaired driver, it 
does mean a driver who has 
limited vision and who may 
not see surrounding cars. 

Make sure that your car’s 
front and rear lights are clear 
of snow as well as all the win- 
dows. Also keep the front 
grille clear so the engine and 
radiator get enough air cir- 
culation. Believe it or not, 
cars can overheat in the 
winter just as easily as in the 
summer. 

If you do break down or 
stop for any reason, try to get 
as far off the road as possible. 
Make oncoming drivers 
aware of you by placing a 
flare or a brightly colored ob- 
ject a good distance away.

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Problems of teen mothers

She is 20, and already the mother of a four- 
year-old preschooler and a one-year-old child. 

“When you're 15 you don’t think about the con- 
sequences of going to bed with a guy. When I was 
15, I felt like I was 20 years old. Now that I’m 20, I 
realize how young I really was," said ‘‘Gina”’, a 
Newton resident who prefers to remain 
anonymous. 

“It really is a sad thing,” said ‘‘Gina"’ who 
feels hopelessly trapped by the constant diaper- 
ing and feeding, and the lack of skills that pre- 
vent her from getting a good-paying job. ‘‘What 
you've missed weighs you down so much.” 

“Cathy’’ dropped out of school at age 16 when 

f she said she was kicked out of the house. By age 
19 she was an unwed mother. She has returned to 
live at home with her baby, but must stay in the 
living room. The bedrooms in the house are oc- 
cupied by her six brothers and sisters who have 
returned from foster care. ‘‘Cathy’’ occasionally 
gets upset with the way her mother insists on 
how she care for her child, but she keeps quiet. 
“It’s her house,” ‘‘Cathy”’ said. 

Long thought of as an inner-city pheonomonon, 
teen mothers can be found in virtually any com- 
munity. Their presence may be less conspicuous 
in the suburbs, but they exist.

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GBPC funds gone

NEWTON The Greater 
Boston Police Council's (GBPC) 
attempt to trace some of the 
funds allegedly diverted by its 
former administrator has come 
up empty-handed so far. 

An attorney helping to press 
the GBPC’s civil suit against 
Timothy C. Coogan said last 
week that assets totalling only 
$12.41 have been found among 
three of the sources Coogan 
allegedly used to disperse almost 
$700,000 in public funds. 

“It's a disappointment, but it 
doesn't worry us. It just means 
that the money is somewhere 
else,"’ according to Kathy Wein- 
man, an associate of the Dwyer & 
Murray law firm in Boston. 

The firm’s suit charges Coogan 
with fraud, conflict of interest, 


breach of fiduciary trust, 
unlawful conversion and breach 
of contract for his role in a 
scheme that diverted nearly $1.6 
million into an unauthorized 
Bank of Boston account over the 
past three years. 

The suit, filed on behalf of 
Newton, Watertown, Walpole, 
Marblehead and Lynn, claims 
that at least $1.36 million was 
withdrawn from the account and 
paid to Coogan or to financial in- 
stitutions and businesses which 
had no dealings with the 

Coogan allegedly used 
money for personal purchases, 
real estate deals and business 
ventures, including one with John 
Ackerman, who runs several 
communication firms in 
Waltham. 

Earlier this month, a perma- 
nent injunction was issued freez- 
ing all of Coogan’s assets for the 


duration of the case. 

Court papers claim that about 
half the $1.36 million has been 
traced to the 38-year-old Sudbury 
resident’s bank accounts in 
Watertown and Boston and to his 
investments with a reputable 
Hub brokerage firm. 

However, a response filed in 
Middlesex Superior Court by the 
Coolidge Bank and Trust Com- 
pany in Watertown states that the 
bank “‘holds no goods or effects” 
in Coogan’s name at this time. 

Weinman said the court order 
did not require the bank to 
divulge whether Coogan had an 
account there at any previous 
time or any other previous finan- 
cial activity. 

“We assume that he did (keep 
some of the missing funds there) 
because he wrote a check to

NEWTON — One-eyed doctors remove tonsils 
from the throats of unsuspecting visitors, loving 
grandparents pass away in their sleep and the food 
is laced with arsenic. In short: A hospital is about 
as much fun as ‘‘Creature Double Feature.” 

The Newton-Wellesley Hospital, however, has a 
unique program which tries to alleviate youngsters’ 
fears of institutionalized medicine by presenting an 
image similar to Mr. Hyde's ‘‘friendlier’ counter- 
part — Dr, Jeckel. 

The Friendly Hospital Program, which has been 
part of the Newton-Wellesley community for 10 
years, gives kindergartners and first graders hands 
on experience “with things they would actually see 
in the hospital."” 

According to Susan Storrie, coordinator for the 
program, the purpose is to turn an ‘‘unfamiliar set- 
ting into a familiar one by giving kids a taste and 
feel of a hospital before they are in one for real,” 

Sue McFarland’s kindergarten class from the 
Horace Mann School paid a visit to the hospital last 
week, “It’s a fascinating trip,’’ McFarland said. 
"We prepared the kids by turning the housekeeping 
corner of the classroom into a mini-hospital with a 
whole bunch of equipment.” 

The hospital's program features a walking tour of 
several departments, including the x-ray, nursery, 
admissions, kitchen, laundry and switchboard. 

Maryanne Smith, nurse manager of the hospital's 
pediatric unit, is now in her third year of mapping 
tours for students and teachers. One of the 
highlights, she explained, offers kids an opportuni- 
ty to experiment with genuine hospital equipment 

“It gives them some practical, hands-on 
playtime," Smith said. “After playing with things 
like doctors masks or wheelchairs, they realize the 
hospital operates with ‘rea! things’ and not make 
believe."’ 

Every patient no matter what age who 
comes to the hospital for treatment has to feel safe,

City sued in zoning dispute

CAMBRIDGE It's a 
familiar community battle: One 
property owner wants to 
establish apartments in a 
residential area, and neighbors 
object. 

But in a recent Newton dispute, 
the apartments in question hap- 
pen to contain more than 2,000 
square feet of floor space — more 
than many single-family homes 

in a 100-year-old mansion, 


In a suit filed last week in Mid- 
dlesex Superior Court, Newton 
residents Leon D. Jaffe and 
Shirley Jaffe challenged a Dec. 2 
variance by the city’s Zoning 
Board of Appeals granted to 
Diana DeSimone, allowing her to 
continue to maintain the mansion 
at 140 Sargent St. as a multi- 
family dwelling. DeSimone was 
renting out apartments at the 
home without a variance, ac- 
cording to court documents 

The home, reportedly built in 


1879 for a merchant in the China 
trade, was purchased in 1954 by 
DeSimone and her late husband, 
John DeSimone, who had been a 
city planner 

In their suit, the Jaffes claimed 
the board lacked authority to 
grant a variance from. single- 
family residence zone restric- 
uons 

The Jaffes, who named both 
the city and DeSimone as defen-

An alternative to the courts

Jack, 16, and his mother, 
Mrs. Ellis, were in a stalemate 
situation over solving a varie- 
ty of conflicts, ranging from a 
refusal on Jack's part to at- 
tend school, to an inability to 
agree on an appropriate 
curfew, 

Jack wanted his phone 
privileges back, ‘‘the right to 
choose my own friends,” and 
his little brother ‘tout of my 
hair’ by sharing a bedroom 
with his older sibling instead. 

His mother, Mrs, Ellis, 
wanted Jack to stop arguing 
with his brother and wanted to 
meet his friends before he 
went out with them at night 

Jack complained that he 
hated attending school 
because he was pulled out of 
his favorite class and placed in 
another one ‘‘with weird peo- 
ple.” 

And Mrs. Ellis the sole 
caretaker of three school-age 
boys and a clerk-typist from 8 
in the morning to 5 in the after- 
noon — is up nights worrying 
about him because ‘He's cut- 
ting classes.

courts for youths and their 
families 

The Project’s mediation ser- 
vices provided by 
volunteers in neutral loca- 
tions, mostly churches, in 
cormmunities throughout the 
Boston area. In Newton, the 
organization makes use of the 
First Baptist Church, on 
Beacon Street 

Although Mrs. Ellis and 
Jack are actually a pair of ac- 
tors used as an example by the 
Project in a videotape, their 
situation is real for many 
families across the nation 
And according to Ruth 
Zachary, a Newton resident 
and volunteer mediator for the 
organization, the tape does a 
good job of showing how 
mediation can help solve their 
problems

In Waltham, a total of 130 
women aged 19 and under gave 
birth in the past three years ac- 
cording to birth certificate 
statistics provided by the state 
Department of Public Health. 

In the same period, a total of 29 
Watertown teens and 35 Newton 
teens gave birth. Most births 
were to those aged 18 and 19. 

Communities which ignore the 
needs of teen parents may face 
heavier costs down the road. The 
teen parents of today are the 
potential welfare population of 
tomorrow. Nationally, 80 percent 
of teen mothers never complete 
high school, and over 60 percent 
of those receiving family welfare 
benefits had their first births as 
teenagers. In Massachusetts, 
nearly 80 percent of mothers 
under age 18 are unmarried. 

Which is not to mention the in- 
crease in medical costs. Teen 
mothers are more likely to give 
birth to premature, low bir- 
thweight babies which, if inade- 
quately cared for, can develop 
handicaps. 

Which is not to mention the 
social problems. The stresses of 
parenting, combined with an 
identity crisis, often push teen 
parents into drugs and alcohol. A 
hightened potential for child 
abuse also exists, social workers 
said. 

“These kids didn’t plan these 
babies. All of a sudden their 
carefree days are over. It’s 
enough to blow over a 25-year-old 
mom, let alone a teenager’’ with 
a fragile sense of identity, said 
Geraldine Ellison, a nurse who 
specializes in prenatal care at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital. 

Suburban isolation 


In the suburbs, the tendency is 
for teen parents to feel more 
isolated than their urban counter- 
parts because there are fewer 
support services available, said 
Werner. Many teens are not 
aware of, or do not have a car to 
reach, the fragmented services 
that do exist. 

“If you get pregnant in Dor- 
chester, chances are you know of 
a program to go to. If you live in 
Waltham you don’t know what to 
do. The girls don’t feel any sup- 
port from any institutions, from 
school or church,”’ said Werner. 

“Downtown, a lot of kids relate 
to the health centers where there 
is a nutritionist, and a social 
worker on staff,’’ said Phyllis 
Greenspan, coordinator of the 
Maternal & Child Health Pro- 
gram at WalthamWeston 
Hospital. ‘‘Many pregnant teens 
in the suburbs go to a private 
physician who often doesn’t have 
the time or resources” to provide 
more than the medical basics. 

While programs such as the 
Waltham Visiting Nurses 
Association and clinics for the 
noninsured at WalthamWeston 
Hospital provide medical care, 
there is little available to young 
mothers once they deliver their 
babies, said Greenspan. 

“Kids are falling through the 
cracks,"’ she said. ‘The only way 
they turn up again is if they 
return to have their child see by a 
staff pediatrician or if have 
another baby — as many do.”” 

‘*We basically see two kinds of 
people. The girls that have it 
together enough to be reaching 
out for services, and those who 
are so strung out that they come 
to the attention of other agencies 
or institutions,’’ said Marsha 
Lazar, director of the Watertown 
Multi-Service Center, which 
counsels four to five teen mothers 
a year. “Those in the middle 
have to rely on their families,” 

“Many teen mothers come 
from broken or troubled homes 
with relatives that require more 
support than they are able to 
give,’’ Werner added. “There 
may be substance abuse, health 
problems within the family. 
Along comes the teenage mother 
who has to make an adjustment 
to motherhood in that environ- 
ment. It's voleanic stress."" 

Special needs of teen mothers

community,’’ for a coordinated

Don’t worry about the snow 
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effort to reach out to teen 
parents, said Greenspan. The on- 
ly social worker at Maternal & 
Child Health, Greenspan sees 
every maternity case that comes 
to the clinic, including 12 preg- 
nant teens who she tries to refer 
to available programs. “I do feel 
overburdened at times. It takes a 
lot of outreach.”” 

Mentioning a_ service to a 
troubled teen is not enough, she 
said. “It's hard to get teens to 
come to any program. To go, they 
have to acknowledge they need 
help, which is hard for them to 
do.” 

But referrals are only part of 
the solution. To avoid the bleak 
likelihood of welfare dependency, 
teen parents desperately need 
their high school diplomas, and 
they need counseling and train- 


ing to find higher-paying jobs ° 


with a future. 

Once a teen drops out of school, 
however, contact with the school 
is usually lost unless a social 
worker encourages a pregnant or 
parenting teen to return. 

Cornelia Sylvester, a school ad- 
justment counselor at Waltham 
High School, said the school 
hasn't felt a need for an outreach 
program to pregnant and paren- 
ting teens. ‘‘We can only reach 
out so far when we're 

dealing with those in school,” 
she said. If such teens ‘‘come to 
our attention’’ (to date, none 
have) Sylvester said they are 


referred to WalthamWeston 
Hospital’s Maternal & Child 
clinic. 


The numbers do not justify a 
special program to meet the 
counseling or education needs of 
young mothers, said Dr. James 
Earley, who oversees tutoring 
programs as administrator of 
Special Education for Watertown 
Public Schools. 

Earley said the one or two 
cases of pregnant or mothering 
teens who come to his attention in 
a year are referred by Multi- 
Service Center in Watertown. A 
recruitment drive to get drop- 
outs past the age of 16 to continue 
their education is beyond the 
scope of the school’s resources, 
he said. 

“I hope the message is out 
there that any student who has 
left prior to graduation is 
welcomed back,” he said. 

In most cases it is not that 
easy. Transportation becomes a 
problem since many teen parents 
do not have access to cars. 
Likewise, teen parents usually 
need a relative willing to provide 
free daycare, since daycare 
centers are beyond the means of 
their low wages. 

Government programs aimed 
at getting welfare mothers back 
into the workforce have been un- 
successful with teens because 
they require daycare, remedial 
education and transportation to 
one location, said Werner, 

And what about emotional sup- 
port? Teen mothers not only need 
help to break their isolation, they 
often need counseling to over- 
come addictions, break destruc- 
tive behavior patterns learned at 
home, or to stabilize the relation- 
ship with the baby’s father, said 
Werner. 

A discussion group for young 
mothers — the only one available 
for Waltham and Watertown 
residents — used to be held at 
WalthamWeston. It was discon- 
tinued, said Greenspan, 
“because there was not enough 
staff and money.” 

Finally, there is the housing 
problem. High rents in the area 
make it impossible for low wage 
earners or welfare recipients to 
find suitable housing. Many end 
up with their own families, which 
can be a bad situation that led to 
the pregnancy to begin with, said 
Werner. 

“The Waltham Housing 
Authority has announced there 
are no more vouchers left for sub- 
sidized housing, which will make 
this one of the worst winters for 
mothers with young children,” 
Werner said, ‘‘One teen mother 
I’ve been working with had to 
give up her child to foster place- 
ment because she couldn't find 
an appropriate place to live.””

Christine said her 24-year-old 
boyfriend, with whom she had 
lived for a year, left shortly after 
she told him she was pregnant. 

“At first he told me to keep the 
baby, then he said we can’t afford 
it,” she said. 

She was afraid to tell her 
parents the news. 

“I was scared when I told my 
father. He always said he’d throw 
me out a window if I became 
pregnant.” But once over the in- 
itial shock, both parents became 
very supportive, said Christine. 
After years of rebellion, ‘‘we 
really got close,’’ she said. 

Christine had thought about 
having an abortion, until she got 
to know a three-year-old boy who 
lived around the corner from her. 
“We became unbelievably close, 
she said. He’d ask me things, 
like, ‘What is heaven?’ He made 
me realize how much pleasure it 
is to have a baby. Here I am three 
months pregnant, carrying a 
child that could be like him.” 

Christine’s two-year-old son 
Joey has her red hair, His life so 
far has not been easy. Joey has 
asthma and has frequently been 
in the hospital. His susceptibility 
to colds and rashes strains her 
limited budget. Medicaid won’t 
cover cough medicine, she said. 

Christine receives $50 a month 
in court-ordered child support, 
and $360 a month in Aid to 
Families With Dependent 
Children, Through a sympathetic 
Waltham landlord, in whose 
home she has been able to stay 
for a few months, she has been 
able to find a government- 
subsidized apartment. 

“I'm embarrassed to be on this 
stuff,”’ she says of welfare. ‘I've 
started so many jobs, but had to 
leave when Joey became sick.” 

Although she has not been able 
yet to manage a job, Christine did 
complete her high school educa- 
tion, by faithfully attending 
classes through the Newton 
Youth Development Program. 

She has also overcome her 


time, even for troubled teens who 


are looking for stability and love 
in their lives, If they are reached, 
parenting teens can turn the 
crisis of their new respon- 
sibilities into a new life to better 
themselves, 

“The energy they have poured 
into self destructiveness can be 
turned in a more positive direc- 
tion,” said Werner, 

The question is, will someone 
make the effort to help them?

I don’t even 
hate him anymore. Look at the 
beautiful baby I got.” 

“I want Joey to go to school. 
There are so many kids dropping 
out. I want him to be a happy lit- 
tle boy and get a good educa- 
tion.” 

Christine knows what she 
wants for herself. ‘I want to go to 
college and get a degree soI can 
work with runaways. I’d like to 
be a therapist, and run a house 
for kids who've been out on the 
street. I've been there, and I've 
thought when I get older, I don’t 
want to let another kid go through 
this.” 


When “Gina” learned she was 
pregnant at the age of 16, by the 
only man she said she could ever 
love, she didn’t consider having 
an abortion or giving her child up 
for adoption. She said she was 
caught up in the romance of get- 
ting married and having a baby. 

But now at age 20, she wonders. 


“T wish my mind was as clear 
then, as it is now,” said ‘Gina’, 
who married the father of her two 
little girls. “I love both of my 
children, but.... Abortion is an op- 
tion a pregnant girl should really 
think about, and think about 
adoption. What are you going to 
do when the child is two years 
old, give it up?” 

“Gina”, who lives in Newton, 
prefers to remain anonymous, 
But she wants young teens to 
learn from her experience. 

“‘T think about cheerleading, all 
the things I could have done. 
When you have a baby what are 
you going to do? I never went to 
the prom, I never had a chance to 
be asked. I didn’t date. No parties 
on the weekend. Do you think I 
could go out and have a drink 
with friends. I have two kids 
here.” 

Her 24-year-old husband works 
a variety of seasonal jobs, usual- 
ly working 12 hour days six days 
a week, “It doesn’t give you 
much time to be with the kids,”’ 
he said. Today, he was driving a 
bus from 11:30 a.m. to 11 p.m, On 
Sunday, he sleeps, ‘‘Gina’’ said. 
But with his income, they have 
not had to depend on welfare. 
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“Gina’’ drops off her four-year- 
old daughter at a Head Start pro- 
gram for the morning, and 
babysits with her youngest. She 
does most of the cooking, 
washing and feeding and diaper- 
ing since her husband spends so 
much time at work. She has 
taken a job as an office worker, 
working from 3 to 9 p.m. ‘‘My job 
is for my sanity, not for the 
money,’’ she said. “I feel guilty 


leaving the children with their , 


grandparents and not paying 
them anything. But how can I?” 
She said childcare at six dollars 
an hour for two kids, would ex- 
ceed her hourly wages. 

“Gina”’ said she longs for a real 
job, a career. ‘Something more 
than working at York Steak 
House, Zayre, or Bradlees.” 
When asked what she would like 
to do, she doesn’t know, and 
hasn’t thought about going to a 
vocational counselor to help her 
sort through her options. 

With the support of her divorc- 
ed parents, ‘‘Gina”’ did go back to 
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school to finish her degree at 
Waltham High School. At the 
time she was unmarried with an 
infant she kept with relatives. 

“It’s terrible to have to hide 
your kid. You're so proud of her. 
But I would have been perceived 
as being loose.” : 

She wanted to date, but felt tied 
to the father of her baby. “You 
want the flowers after going 
through the diapers,” she said. 

“Gina” fondly teases her hus, 
band when he comes home for 
lunch. And he plays with the 
youngest child before setting off 
to work. Husband and wife seem 
happy, but tired and older than, 
their years.

ZRC simplifies zoning waiver process 


NEWTON — The Zoning 
Review Committee has made it 
easier for developers, aldermen 
and concerned neighbors to know 
what can and cannot be built as a 
matter of right. 

The committee poured over 
zoning ordinances concerning the 
application process for site plan 
approval and special permits in 
an effort to simplify and recodify 
them. According to ZRC member 
and former Newton Planning 
Director Charles Thomas, the 
committee’s recommendation 
will enable interested parties to 
gather all the information they 
need to apply for waivers of by- 
right usage from one piece of 
paper. 

While the committee did not 
substantially alter requirements 
for the zoning waivers, they did 
make it easier to find out what 
they are. 

“The biggest substantial dif- 
ference between what is now on 
the books and what we did here is 
that we will reduce the confusion 
that often takes place in this pro- 
cess,’ Thomas said, ‘Instead of 
someone having to go to the City 
Clerk, the Planning Board, the 
Building Department and the 
Board of Aldermen to find out 
what to do, each department will 
have all the requirements. This 
will cut down on the interpreta- 
tions, which can differ, and will 
allow people to understand the 
process without lawyers, because 


there will no longer be the need to 
have to go through the zoning 
codes and cross-reference all the 
various conditions.” 

The committee did make two 
major changes to the waiver ap- 
plication process. Developers 
asking for a site plan approval or 
special permit for buildings in ex- 
cess of 1,200 sq. ft. will now have 
to provide elevation maps. In ad- 
dition, developers seeking 
special permit requests for 
buildings in excess of 20,000 sq. ft. 
will have to provide three- 
dimensional models. According 
to ZRC member Glenn Morris, 
the models will help provide a 
better perception of what a pro- 
posed project will look like in its 
final form. 

The committee will meet again 
Thursday night, 7:30 p.m. at City 
Hall to wrap up their report. 
Copies will be presented to the 
Law Department and the Board 
of Alderman by ‘‘the middle of 
January,’’ according to 
McGrath. 

McGrath said he would like the 
board to form a committee of the 
whole so that ZRC members will 
be able to answer any questions 
aldermen might have. McGrath 
said that process would speed up 
the legislative process involved 
in having the committee’s recom- 
mendations enacted. He added 
that those recommendations 
could be turned into law by 
“April or May.” 


Charges filed, passenger still in coma 


, NEWTON — Police have fil- 
ed charges against two drivers 
involved in an automobile acci- 
dent last weekend that has left a 
passenger in one of the vehicles 
in a coma at the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital. 

Marc Albert — son of WCBV- 
TV weatherman Dick Albert — 
and Mark Antonellis of Needham 
have been cited for operating a 
motor vehicle so as to endanger. 
The charges result from an acci- 
dent on Beacon Street. 

Albert, 17, and Phillip 
Leibovitch, 17, of Waban, were 
injured when the car — a 1979 
Subaru — in which they were 


driving collided with a snow plow 
being driven by Antonellis. 

According to police, Leibovitch 
was still in a coma at Newton- 
Wellesley. Neither Albert — who 
was driving the Subaru at the 
time of the mishap — nor An- 
tonellis were seriously injured in 
the accident, police said. 

In addition to the operating to 
endanger charge, Albert has 
been cited for failing to use care 
in turning, failing to keep right of 
an intersection and failing to use 
proper turn signals, police. An- 
tonellis was slapped with a se- 
cond charge of speeding, police 
added. 


Raffle money goes to battered women 


NEWTON — The city’s largest 
municipal union decided last 
week spread the spirit of 
Christmas to a Waltham-based 
support group for battered 
women, to the tune of $854. 

The proceeds of City Hall 
Associates’ annual Christmas 
raffle last Friday were donated 
to the Waltham Battered 
Women’s Support Committee, 
Inc., (BWSC).

Heiman said the BWSC’s ef- 
forts involve ‘extensive costs,’’ 
half of which are paid by the 
state’s Department of Social Ser- 
vices. 

“The other half we get from 
wherever we can scrape it up. We 
receive considerable support 
from religious organizations in 
the area,” she added. 


Cops foil fugitive’s river escape plan 


NEWTON — A _ 20-year-old 
Somerville man jumped into the 
Charles River last week after 
smashing his car into an embank- 
ment on Nonantum Road in order 
to avoid being capture by Newton 
Police. 

Roger Barton of Bedford Street 
allegedly swam across the river 
near the Newton-Watertown line 
following a car chase by Newton 
Police. He was arrested a short 
time later on the other side by 
Watertown Police. Barton and 
his clothes were soaking wet 
when he was discovered by of- 
ficers huddled behind a house on 
Riverside Street, police said 

The circumstances leading up

Barton allegedly drove the 
vehicle down a hill at the end of 
the terrace and plowed into an 
embankment at the bottom which 
abuts Nonantum Road, police 
said, The suspect then got out of 
the drivers side, rau across 
Nonantum Road and jumped into 
the river, police said. He was last 
seen by Newton Police swimming 
at the river's halfway point 

Watertown and MDC Police 
were called to help Newton of- 
ficers in the manhunt, Watertown 











officers soon discovered fresh 
foot prints in the snow at the 
river’s edge and followed them to 
Perkins School for the Blind. 
After a search of the premises, 
police decided the suspect fled 
down Riverside Street. A short 
time later police received calls 
from residents of that street who 
reported a suspicious person 
walking through backyards, 
police said, 

According to Newton Police,

As a result, Barton has been 
charged with using an 
automobile without authority, 
operating a motor vehicle 
without a license and receiving 
stolen property, police said.

Kerosene heater blamed in house fire 


NEWTON — A two-alarm fire 
in a Boylston Street rooming 
house last week left one of its 
tenants injured and forced 12 
others out into the frigid night 
before they were put up tem- 
porarily by the Red Cross or 
found shelter on their own. 


Serge Bastien, 28, was treated 
and released from Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital. He suffered 
from burns on his arm, face and 
head. Assistant Fire Chief Joseph 
Daniele said the cause of the 
blaze was a kerosene space 
heater in Bastien's second floor 
room. 





A fire alarm was sounded three 
minutes after midnight, and 
Daniele said flames were blow- 
ing out of the windows of the two- 
and-a-half story wooden building 
at 896 Boylston Street by the time 
fire trucks arrived. The second 
alarm was sounded at 12:17 a 





Daniele surmised that the fire 
spread so quickly because of the 
presence of the kerosene. 


Firefighters battled the blaze 
until shortly after 3 a.m. Daniele 
said the frigid temperatures 
created icy conditions that were 
“very treacherous’ to the 
firefighters. However, he said 
there were no problems with 
hydrants or firefighting equip- 
ment. 


Daniele estimated the damage 
to the building at $50,000. He said 
there was fire damage to the se- 
cond and third stories of the 
building, with smoke and water 
damage throughout. 

Commenting on the use of 
kerosene space heaters, Daniele 
said, ‘‘We in the fire service are 
dead set against them.” A 
number of firefighting organiza- 
tions across the state have lined 
up behind the bill to ban the sale 
of the heaters. 


Rug pulled out from under fund request 


NEWTON — Aldermen have 
pulled the rug out from 
underneath the School Commit- 
tee’s request for almost $500,000 
to replace the carpets at Newton 
North High School and F’.A. Day 
Junior High School. 

The full board voted 19-2 to 
recommit the item after several 
members raised questions about 
the financial and technical 
aspects of the proposed expen- 
diture. 

The delay means the alder- 
manic Public Facilities and 
Finance committees will have 
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another crack at trimming the 
request in early January. 

Alderman George Mansfield, 
who tabled the proposal two 
weeks ago, said the main reason 
behind the board's decision is an 
effort to save money on the am- 
b''‘ous project, as well as to 
clarify how the work will be done. 

But other aldermen said they 
did not think the city could afford 
the ‘“‘luxury’’ after the School 
Committee’s recent decision to 
hand teachers a lucrative three- 
year contract.

The village study 
needs your input 


The Newton Graphic urges all its 
readers to attend at least one of the 15 
Village Study meetings scheduled for the 
first three months of 1986. 


The meetings, planned to take place in 
each of the city’s villages during January, 
February and March, will be occasions for 
Connery Associates, the firm commission- 
ed to complete the $191,000 Village Study, 
to determine exactly what are the unique 
attributes of each village center. 
Representatives of the firm will present 
detailed reports on issues including traffic, 
parking, zoning and urban design at each 
of the meetings and solicit the 
neighborhood’s reactions. 


Public participation is crucial if the final 
product, aimed at preserving the 
distinguishing characteristics of each 
village in the face of future development, 
is to be a valid tool for city planning. 


Mayor Theodore Mann has billed the 
long awaited Village Study as ‘‘a com- 
prehensive approach to preserving and 
enhancing the residential character of the 
city.” He further described it as an in- 
tegral part of ‘‘the city’s blueprint for the 
21st century.”’ 


There is a danger that the only citizen in- 
put into this crucial document might come 
from organized ‘pressure groups,” in 
which case the data base on which the final 
results will rely might be seriously skew- 
ed. The “average citizen’ is Connery 
Associates’ target. 


We believe the mayor when he says he is 
concerned that ‘‘every voice will be 
heard,” and that ‘‘no voice is too small.” 


This is a chance for every citizen to voice 
his or her concerns for the future of the ci- 
ty. Whatever brought you to the City of 
Newton in the first place, or whatever has 
kept you here, hangs in the balance. 
Whether it is the residential quality of the 
city, the excellence of its schools or the 
unique properties of its system of villages, 
if you want to make sure the same benefits 
will be available to your children, you owe 
it to them to attend the Village Study 
meeting scheduled for your neighborhood. 


Members of the city’s Economic 
Development Commission and the 
Chamber of Commerce have already 
devoted their energies to the Village Study 
project. Residents of the Golda Meir House 
assisted with a citywide mailing informing 
all residents and property owners of the 
schedule of village meetings. A lot more 
labor will be expended before the results of 
the study are delivered approximately two 
years from now. 


To insure that energy comes back to us 
in the form of a valid, sound guide for 
future development, you must devote a 
couple of hours of your time. Express 
yourself. Describe your needs and your 
fears and chances are good that the former 
will be satisfied and the latter allayed. 


Don’t wait for a retail outlet for decon- 
taminated nuclear reactor parts to open up 
in your neighborhood before you jump into 
the fray.

Tf 1985 was a succession of 
failures, experts advise the 
best New Year’s resolution is 
none at all. 

Instead of spending Jan. 1 
dwelling on 12 months of un- 
fulfilled goals, clinical 
psychologist Richard Halgin 
recommends postponing the 
day of reckoning to one less 
fraught with emotional 
upheaval. 

Halgin says personal deci- 
sions made during the whirl of 
the holidays tend to result in 
temporary relief quickly eras- 
ed by grief. 

“Ideally New Year’s resolu- 
tions are a means for us to look 
to the next year in hope that 
we will indeed make the 
changes that we have not 
made yet,” Halgin says. 

But such personal decisions 
“come at a difficult time’ 
when attempted after a night 
of heavy drinking, giddy 
celebrating and revelling, 
says Halgin, a University of 
Massachusetts professor 
researching the resolution 
tradition. 

“Our bodies are going 
through a lot of changes 
because of the alcohol and rich 
food we consume during the 
holidays,’’ Halgin says. 








“Enough things are going on 
including forced joviality 
without trying to clear one’s 
head to formulate resolu- 
tions.”” 

“New Year’s Day brings to 
mind the past year and the 
many things we hoped to ac- 
complish and failed to do,” 
Halgin says. ‘Coming up with 
more demands because it’s ex- 
pected can make January first 
a self-defeating day.”” 

Halgin notes it’s not unusual 
for people to loathe the onset of 
anew year, 

He advises people to spread 
out decisions about difficult 
personal changes, adopting 
resolutions at other times of 
the year. Perhaps a birthday, 
or holiday less subject to the 
stress of the New Year would 
be best, he says. 

“Or try coming up with 
small resolutions at the begin- 
ning of each month,’’ Halgin 
counsels, 

Halgin finds many people 
set themselves up for disap- 
pointment and depression by 
choosing goals they are almost 
certain not to achieve. 

Resolutions vary according 
to personality types, Halgin 
observes. Pessimists make 
resolutions they can’t possibly 
accomplish, and more roman- 
tic personalities select elusive 


Best New Year's resolution is none at all 


resolutions that are difficult to 
carry out, he says. Those with 
compulsive personalities pick 
resolutions they can follow 
through. 

“Resolutions do wear off 
over the year for many of us,” 
Halgin notes. ‘In some ways, 
they wear off over the day they 
are made.” 

“Even in the moment the 
resolution is made there is 
self-admitted defeat,” Halgin 
says, particularly when the in- 
dividual ‘focuses in on the 
issues of his life that are the 
most depressing and over- 
whelming.”” 

Halgin recommends making 
resolutions that are specific 
and behavior-related on a day 
other than Jan. Ist. It is easier 
to measure whether one has 
achieved goals and the depres- 
sion of failure is not so great. 

“Rather than resolving to 
get along better with your 
family, say instead that you’re 
going to do specific things with 
one relative to make him and 
you feel better,”’ Halgin said. 

“Don't give up smoking cold 
turkey, but set up a more easi- 
ly obtainable schedule” of 
reducing nicotine intake, and 
don’t swear to improve your 
marriage, but resolve to take 
your wife out for dinner once a 
week.” 






























Str‘ve for goals that are 
positive, precise and behavior- 
oriented, and avoid ‘broad 
issues discouraging in their 
enormity,” he stresses. 

Halgin says the most fre- 
quently made resolutions 
center on drinking, smoking 
and losing weight, all ac- 
complishable when tackled 
gradually. 

New Year’s resolutions “‘re- 
mind us of how human we are 
and how difficult it is to 
change,” Halgin says. “It’s 
not an easy time for anyone 
feeling vulnerable.” 

While Halgin recommends 
avoiding resolutions New 
Year’s Day or foisting them on 
children, he contends ushering 
in a new year with all the 
hoopla is beneficial. 

“There is a real personal 
need to have that kind of 
celebration to give ourselves 
hope and energy,” regardless 
of the success or failure in 
achieving aims during the 
preceding year, he says. 

New Year’s Day, like bir- 
thdays and anniversaries, is 
significant because it reminds 
people ‘that life is passing,” 
Halgin says. ‘For all on some 
level it jolts us and causes us 
to review and evaluate.”

While Mikhail Gorbachev 
was sitting by that crackling 
fire in Geneva, his soldiers in 
Afghanistan were starting a 
few fires of their own, Using 
napalm and various incen- 
diary devices, the Soviet army 
is systematically destroying 
what was once a sovereign na- 
tion. 

It is a sad and tragic truth 
that, in pursuit of detente, the 
American government, with 
the help and complicity of the 
major media, is turning its 
back on Afghanistan. Rather 
than risk the wrath of the 
Soviets, thus damaging the 
chances for an arms-control 
agreement, we are apparently 
willing to consent to genocide 
and to consign a proud people 
to endless war and agony at 
best, or to endless slavery at 
worst 

The Soviet invasion and con- 
tinuing subjugation of 
Afghanistan is one of history’s 
most shocking and brutal 
chapters. If the story were to 
be properly told, it would rank 
in infamy with the Nazi 
destruction of smaller Euro- 
pean countries during the se- 
cond World War. 
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It is not that reports about 
the war are unavailable. In- 
deed, they abound, It is just 
that such stories are ignored 
by those who decide what is 
news. 

And excluded by those who 
make foreign policy objec- 
tives. 


Two little known journalists, 


Kurt Lohbeck and Jan Good- 
win, have recently returned 
from Afghanistan. Their eye- 
witness accounts of Soviet 
atrocities read as if they were 


written by the Marquis De 
Sade and scripted in Hell, 
One of their tales has to do 
with a Red Army massacre of 
innocent civilians in the 
Laghman valley of 
Afghanistan earlier this year. 
Devout Moslem women who 
were pregnant were rounded 
up and their stomachs were 
slit open with bayonets. They 
were aked ‘‘Why does your 
God not help you now?” 
Goodwin said that many of 


those killed in the mass atroci- 


ty were children — one of 
whom was 16 days old and un- 
doubtedly represented a real 
threat to Soviet domination 
and the spread of Marxism. 
According to Goodwin, ‘‘Some 
were used for bayonet prac- 
tice, others were burned.” 

T could ruin your meals for a 
week with more such stories 
from refugees, reporters, and 
other eye-witness observers. 
Suffice it to say that the Soviet 
army is not passing out candy 
canes to the local population in 
Afghanistan, 

The groups that focus on 
human rights violations in 
South Africa, political 
assassination in the 
Phillipines, and corrupt politi- 
cians in Chile will have 
nothing to say, The major 
media will be silent. Nancy 
and Raisa will sip tea. And the 
torture and killing will go on. 

Since our leaders will do 
nothing, would this columnist 
be out of line to ask all 
Americans, regardless of 
belief, to pray for the poor 
besieged people of 
Afghanistan? It’s the least we 
can do.

Workers’ comp revamp 
Rare accord on Beacon Hill

Seldom do Massachusetts lawmakers 
Democrats and Republicans, liberals and con- 
seratives — see eye-to-eye on anything except very 
routine matters, 

But when it came to overhauling the Bay State’s 
program for helping injured workers, legislators 
for all parts of the commonwealth of all political 
and philosophical stripes were of one accord. 

This unity, dramatized through the 149-to-0 and 
36-to-0 roll calls by which the complex measure 
cleared the House and Senate, would hardly have 
been possible a few weeks ago. But that was before 
organized labor and industry closed ranks behind 
the reforms. 

While not exactly what either side wanted, the 
sweeping revision of the workers’ compensation 
system, signed into law Dec. 9 by Gov. Michael S. 
Dukakis, is something everyone should be able to 
live with. 

More important, it reflects a recognition by Bay 
State lawmakers that a program that sometimes 
takes more than three years to settle a claim is an 
embarrassment to Massachusetts and little more 
than an insult to those it is supposed to help. 

Some fine-tuning in the new program may be 
needed later. Yet despite possible shortcomings, 
the overhaul should benefit the disabled worker, his 
or her employer, and the insurer. Certainly, their 
best interests have not been served by the current 
costly, heavily backlogged, and red-tape-snarled 
compensation program. 

Besides speedier resolution of disputed claims of 
work-related injuries and higher benefits for the 
idled, there will be increased emphasis on 
rehabilitation and getting those injured back to 
work as soon as possible. 

Some industrial-accident victims might not be 
able to return to their jobs but could be retrained 
for some other type of work, rather than be left on 
the sidelines. All that may be needed, in some in- 
tances, is a little encouragement and training. That 
will now be provided, and at no cost to taxpayers. 

Nobody entitled to workers’ compenstion should 
be forced to get along on what for many has been lit- 
tle more than poverty-level income. It now appears 
they won’t have to, thanks to cost-of-living increas- 
ed built in to the new measure. Some so-called per- 
manently disabled workers since who have not 
received an increase in compensation since their 
claims were settled as much as three decades ago, 
are now in line for a long overdue boost, with future 
adjustments tied substantially to current wage 


disfigured by job-related accidents will qualify for 
a one-third increase in disability compensation. Of 
the approximately 72,000 workers injured on the job 
annually in Massachusets about 17,000 involve at 
least partial or temporary disability claims. 

From the taxpayers’ standpoint most of the im- 
provements, including the higher benefits, will cost 
the state nary a dime. It will be paid the employers’ 
insurance. 

The injured worker, his employer, and liability- 
insurance firms should all save money through less 
drawn-out proceedings. Claim disputes that may 
now take years are expected to be settled, in most 
instances, within no more than a few weeks. This 
should mean substantial savings in legal fees. In 
the past it has sometimes been to a lawyer's ad- 
vantage to drag out reaching a settlement, thus 
enabling him to get more from his client. 

With quicker settlements and many injured 
workers back on the job sooner, employer 
premiums for disability insurance are expected to 
be lower. 

Henceforth, many disputed claims should be pro- 
cessed without the injured worker having to hire a 
lawyer. And when one is needed, the amount an at- 
torney can charge is fixed under the new statue. 

Possibly the biggest challenge for the newly 
created state agency that will administer the 
workers’ compensation program is settling the hun- 
dreds of disputed claims now pending before the 12- 
member state Industrial Accident Board. These 
special judges, whose ranks are under reorganiza- 
tion, will be increased by four next spring, with 
more streamlined proceedings, should be able to 
resolve most disputes more quickly. A new 
separate four-member review board will, in effect, 
be the court of last resort for injured worker cases. 

Things certainly should be a lot better than they 
have been. 

But how well it works in meeting its main objec- 
tives of speed, efficiency, and fairness only time 
will tell. 

Hopefully, whatever problems might arise in run- 
ning the program will be addressed quickly and not 
allowed to continue, while things get more and 
more out of hand. 

That it took decades for state lawmakers to come 
to grips with what so clearly was wrong with the 
nearly three-quarter-of-a-century-old workers’ 
compensation system is little short of a disgrace — 
something that must not be repeated. 

Seeing to it that those injured at their workplace 
are adequately provided for is an ongoing moral 
responsiblity of the commonwealth.

To head off the obvious, he noted 
that woman did not have an ac- 
count with the bank, that she was 
from Puerto Rico, and that she 
did not speak English very well. 
Needless to say, the teller told 
him that is was contrary to bank 
policy to cash checks for non- 


customers. 

Patiently, the yo 
the teller that he w. 
Assistance Officer,’ that it was 
“imperative’’ that the check be 
cashed so that the women could 
fly to Puerto Rico and that he had 
all sorts of I.D. cards, govern- 
ment documents, and so forth. He 
asked to see the manager. 

A young woman appeared 
from a back office and announc- 
ed that she was the branch 
manager. He repeated his re- 
quest. She reiterated the bank's 
policy. 

With his voice rising in con- 
trolled but obvious ger, the 
military officer said, ‘‘I’ve been 
trying to avoid being so blunt but 
this woman lost her son in that 
air crash and wants to go home 
for the funeral. Can we stop being 
so bureauc and face up to 
this situation?” 

But there was no yield, no 
bend, and no exception to the 
rules. Everybody was sorry that 
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she had lost her son, sorry that 
she was going home during 
Christmas week to bury her 
child, and sorry that she didn’t 
have enough money for a plane 
ticket. But under no cir- 
cumstances could the United 
States government check be 
cashed. Period 

The officer shepherded the two 
women out to a clearly marked 
government car. They drove 
away. 

As corny as it may sound, I 
could not help but think of 2,000 
years ago. When another mother 
was turned away from an inn 
while getting ready to give birth 
toa son. 

Twenty centuries have passed. 
Rural and primitive inns have 
been replaced by modern and 
computerized banks. But, 
somehow, our capacity for in- 
credible, if unintentional, cruelty 
remains the same.

NOW’s Ellie Smeal is out ‘raising hell,’ as she promised

Just as she vowed to do last 
summer when she returned as 
president of the National 
Organization for Women, 
Eleanor Smeal is out to “raise 
hell.” 

She is on the streets protesting 
racial and sexual discrimination 
and she is in her office directing a 
mail blitz to rebuild the ranks of 
America’s biggest feminist 
group. 

She is in the courts and on 
Capitol Hill fighting for women’s 
rights and she is criss-crossing 
the nation likening the New Right 
to Nazis for its ‘‘commie-baiting”’ 
and “‘gay-baiting’’ attacks on the 
feminist movement. 

“It's time to raise hell against 
an opposition that is frequently 
nothing but fascists,’’ Smeal 
said. ‘I don’t like getting into 
name-calling, but it’s time to 
show them for the bigots that 
they are.” 

Seated in her office, near a bust 
of suffrage legend Susan B. An- 
thony, Smeal rattled off a few re- 
cent setbacks to feminists, such 
as the gutting of certain federal 
statues and final defeat of the 
Equal Rights Amendment, as 
well as mounting challenges to 
the 1973 legalization of abortion. 

She slapped her hands 
together. 

“T've had it. I’m 46 years old. 
And I’m tired for fighting for civil 
rights and women’s rights as if 
this we're still the 1950s. We’ve 
made progress and we're not go- 
ing back."" ——— 

The daughter of Italian im- 
migrants, a Phi Beta Kappa 
graduate of Duke University, the 
wife of a business consultant, a 
mother of two children and a 
former Pittsburgh homemaker 
turned Washington activist, 
Smeal is trying to charge against 
the tide of rising conservatism, 

She is gearing up to make 
another run on behalf of ERA, 
planning massive marches in 
support of abortions rights is 
pushing for passage of the pro- 
posed Civil Rights Restoration 
Act. 

The act was offered to counter 
a 1984 Supreme Court decision 
that narrowed federal statutes 
banning government funds to 
schools or institutions that prac- 
tice discrimination based on sex, 
race, age or physical handicaps. 


In a bitter election last July, 
Smeal, who served as NOW presi- 
dent from 1977 to 1982, defeated 
incumbent Judy Goldsmith, who 
she accused of inadequate 
leadership and vigor 

“It’s time to get back to the 
streets,’’ Smeal told a NOW con- 
vention that picked her as its 
$55,000-a-year president “T in 
tend to raise a little hell with you 
all.” 

Smeal also wants to stem some 
bleeding in the women's-rights 
organization. 

During the past 
NOW’s membership 


few years, 
dropped 


from a record high of 220,000 to 
about 150,000. It also ac- 
cumulated debts totaling $2 
million. 

Since taking office Sept. 1, 
Smeal has refinanced the debt, 
cut expenses, streamlined opera- 
tions. 

She also reduced NOW’s full- 

time staff in Washington from 40 
to 26, although she said more 
may be hired soon. In the mean- 
time, she said, an increased 
number of volunteers are helping 
with ‘‘our rising level of activi- 
ty.” 
In the first first three months of 
her new administration, Smeal 
said NOW sent out about 1 million 
pieces of mail directed at 
recruiting new members. The 
level nearly equaled the amount 
of mail for the previous eight 
months. 

“We've been told by a lot of our 
chapters and affiliates that they 
are already experiencing in- 
creases,”’ she said. ‘‘I fully intend 
to return to ou r 220,000 (member- 
ship) figure. I’d like to beat it.” 
However, NOW says it has ‘no 
hard figures’ on current 
membership. ——— 

Ann Lewis, a longtime NOW 
member and national director of 
Americans for Democratic Ac- 
tion, formally backed Goldsmith 
in last summer’s election, but 
said, ‘‘I'm proud to follow Ellie.” 

“She is a superb technician and 
one of the very few charismatic 
leaders of either gender I know in 
the United States today,’’ Lewis 
said. “I have great respect for 
her.” 

As for Smeal lashing out at the 
New Right, calling them 
“fascists,’’ Lewis said, ‘‘I can’t 
think of another woman leader 
who would do it, It’s not their 
style.” 

She said, ‘‘Would I do it? No. 
It’s not my style. Am I glad Ellie 
is there? Sure.” 

Phyllis Schlafly, leader of the 
“pro-family’’ movement, a foe of 
abortion and a target of Smeal’'s 
attacks, attributes the tough 
words to the 1984 defeats of 
Walter Mondale, Geraldine Fer- 
raro and several other NOW- 
backed challengers. 

“I think they lost so bad in the 
election that they are now resor- 
ting to name-calling,’’ Schlafy 
said. “I haven't labeled them 
anything but what they are 
‘feminists,’ And what they stand 
for abortion, ERA, gay 
rights,”’ 


During the late 1970s and early 
1980s, NOW made passage of the 
ERA a top priority. When the 
measure expired in defeat in 
1982, it placed in question the 
group’s political might and direc- 
tion. 

Smeal won't back off ERA, 
although some NOW members 
protest using more of the group's 
money for what they believe is, 
for the time being, a hopeless 
cause 

She is preparing a campaign in 
behalf of a 1986 state ERA 
referendum in Vermont. She

hope it will lead to several such 
state measures and then, even- 
tually, a national one. 

“A viable national program 
must be designed for the ERA,”’ 
Smeal said. ‘‘We cannot ever lose 
sight of our dream of legal equali- 
ty.” 

She also has not lost sight of a 
host of others issues — pay equi- 
ty, minority rights, gay rights, 
pornography, violence against 
women, child care, and, in a very 
big way, abortion and birth con- 
trol. 





This winter, she plans mass 
demonstrations Washington and 
Los Angeles — ‘Marches for 
Women’s Lives’’ to 
demonstrate support for a 
woman’s right to an abortion and 
opposition to efforts to overturn a 
1973 Supreme Court decision that 
legalized the procedure. 

Said Smeal, ‘‘We’re an- 
ticipating drawing more than 
200,000 in Washington’? — about 
triple the number for the annual 
rally in the nation’s capital 
against abortion. 

In preparation for the rallies, 
NOW is producing buttons that 
read, ‘Never Again,” a phrase 
used by Jews to remind the world 
of the Holocaust and now by 
feminists in reference to the days 
of deadly illegal abortions. 

Earlier this fall, NOW filed suit 
against Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Co., accusing the cor- 
porate giant of sex discrimina- 
tion in the cost and conditions of 
its policies. Smeal says similar 
suits may follow against other in- 
surance companies. 


Just days after Smeal took of- 
fice, the 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals overturned a_ federal 


judge’s ruling, hailed as a 
I!ndmark victory, favoring 
“comparable worth’’ pay for 


women. 

Smeal has pledged to push for 
Supreme Court and Congres- 
sional acceptance of the principle 
of comparable pay for com- 
parable work — an issue that so 
far has had little success in state 
courts. 

This November, Smeal went to 
the streets of Atlanta to join the 
Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference in a demonstration 
against Winn Dixie, a food store 
chain in the South that SCLC ac- 
cuses of sex and racial 
discrimination. 

A few days later, she was in the 
streets of Washington, outside 
the South African Embassy, join- 
ing a protest against that coun- 
try’s apartheid policy. She was 
among those arrested for 
unlawful assembly. 








Smeal has been giving up to 
three speeches a day, up to a 
dozen in a week. She's addressed 
unions, feminist groups, NOW 
chapters, colleges students. She 
went to Japan to address a sym- 
posium on feminism. 

A common theme in all her 
domestic speeches is that the 
New Right has long been an 
enemy of the women’s movement 
and it is time that feminists end 
their silence and speak out. She 
compares them to the Nazis. 

‘What did the Nazis do? They 
put in disrepute feminists,

preached church, family, 
children and kitchen for women 
—a great Nazi slogan of the time. 
They preached no birth control; 
they outlawed abortion; they at- 
tacked homosexuals.” 

As for New Right, she said, 
preaches much of the same, as 
well as ‘‘cut taxes, cut the size of 
government, cut social pro- 
grams, cut public education. But 
more arms to fight com- 
munism."" 

“There is another side of the 
New Right. Anyone who opposes 
them has their patriotism ques- 
tioned. If you are against them, 
the gay-baiting starts, the 
communist-baiting starts. 

“If you say you are for ade- 
quate child care for working 
mothers, they say you are for Big 
Brother.

And then she offers a list, in- 
cluding the Rev, Jerry Falwell 
and Schafly, various consi 
vative groups and a host of anti- 
abortion organizations.

read: meal and her crew of 
baby-killers must be stopped’’ 
and called NOW the ‘‘most rabid, 
anti-family, pro-abortion 
organization in our society.”’

It says the ERA 
would permit homosexual mar- 
riages, (and) homosexuality 
leads to AIDS. It’s very inflam- 
matory.”’ 

And, she says, it is unfounded. 
The ERA, she said, would give 
homosexuals no additional 
rights. 

Smeal plans to develop radio 
and television ads to combat anti- 
homosexual sentiment, is gear- 
ing up for state referendums on 
abortion and is pushing to give 
NOW more punch. 

And what's the response by the 
crowds she addresses and the 
people she marches with? 

“Standing ovations,’’ Smeal 
said. ‘‘And people stopping me to 
say, ‘Give ‘em hell, Ellie, give 
‘em hell.’”’

Mediators think of themselves 
as “conduits of information for 
individuals who have lost the 
ability to communicate with each 
other,’’ she explains. 

In a three to four-hour session, 
two mediators will meet with a 
mother and/or father and their 
son or daughter. 

Problems between the 
parent(s) and child are clearly 
defined and compromises are 
struck during separate and group 
sessions with the family 
members. 

All sessions are completely 
confidential. In fact, notes writ- 
ten by either the mediators or the 
patients are ordered burned at 
the session’s end. 

By ihe end of the tape, Jack 
and his mother have come to a 
written and signed agreement 
over all matters of concern. If the 
parties find this resolution un- 
satisfactory in the future, they 
may return for another media- 
tion session for revisions. 

With that, another potentially 
expensive and psychologically 
damaging court case is avoided.

Tips for parties without

The holiday social season is in 
full swing. This is just as true for 
young people as it is for their 
parents, making this a good time 
to look at issues of responsible 
party hosting and attending. 

We are all aware that alcohol 
and other drugs play a larger 
part in the social life of 
adolescents than we would like. 
With this in mind, it makes good 
sense for parents to discuss the 
realities of ‘‘partying” with their 
children in an effort to positively 
influence their decision making. 

This is just one of the difficult 
issues of adolescence where 
parents must decide, realistical- 
ly, how much trust is called for in 
the relationship with their child. 
Some may feel that theirs is a 
very open and trusting relation- 
ship, where they can relax with 
confidence about their son or 
daughter’s choices, 

Others may feel that the trust 
is not there and more monitoring 
is necesary. Where this is the 
case, we would encourage 
parents to do whatever monitor- 
ing is required until that trust is 
established, Where parties are 
concerned, this may even include 
contacting the parents of the host 
to make sure that the party will 
be adequately supervised, 

All too often, teenage parties 
are held while the host’s parents 
are not at home and without their 
knowledge, This frequently leads 
to the ‘Open House” syndrome, 
where the situation often gets 
out-of-hand with many uninvited 
guests arriving — some perhaps 
not known to the teenager in 
residence. In such instances, 
quantities of alcohol and other 
drugs are often consumed both 
inside and outside the property 
Vandalism, fights and even steal- 
ing are sometimes the result of 
this kind of party.

Parents, on returning home to 
this unpleasant scene, also have 
to face the reality of their own 
legal responsibility for intox- 
icants having been consumed on 
their property by minors. Allow- 
ing well supervised parties is a 
good way of discouraging these 
“absent parent” parties. Letting 
kids know how you feel about a 
party in your absence and re- 
maining aware and in com- 
munication is perhaps the best 
approach. 

Guidelines for a ‘well super- 
vised” party for young people 
would include having guests by 
invitation only, If the party is to 
be a large one, additional adult 
supervision would be helpful. 
Sometimes it makes sense to hire 
a special duty police officer. 
Discourage guests from leaving 
and returning as illegal 
substances are often used outside 
of the house. 

Make your expectations clear 
ahead of time and be visible at 
the event. Some young people 
would say that these are 
unrealistic or at best ‘‘no fun” 
guidelines but some precautions 
are necessary to ensure that a 
party stays under control so that 
people can enjoy the party in the 
way it was intended to be en- 
joyed. 

The laws regarding other drugs 
are clear to most people and we 
would like to clarify here the law 
as it relates to alcohol and minors 
(anyone under 21 years of age) 
under Massachusetts General 
Law: 

Chapter 119, Section 63 states 
that: 

Any person, other than the 
parent, guardian or spouse, who 
allows a minor to consume or 
possess alcoholic beverages in 
his/her presence, may be charg- 
ed with “contributing to the 
delinquency of a child.” 

It is an arrestable offense for a

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The executive director of the 
Newton Community Develop- 
ment Foundation (NCDF) of- 
fered an alternative “‘off the top 
of his head” which was better 
received. Rick Bohn said the 
NCDF would like an opportunity 
to transform the building into 35- 
40 units of family housing. Forty 
percent of the space, he explain- 
ed, would be used to address the 
city’s need for low- and 
moderate-income housing.

The NCDF would set aside

offer the city, he said, is the op- 
tion to regain ownership of the 
school since it is looking to rent 
the property and not to buy it 
outright. The NCDF currently 
has a 65-year lease with the city 
for the old Weeks School, he add- 
ed.

Project come from the courts, 
while a few are handed over from 
social agencies and schools. In 
Newton, the courts and the state 
department of social services 
refer around 15 cases a year to 
the organization, says Wixted. 

And the success rate — 
measured by whether an agree- 
ment is reached between parties 
— is 80 percent. 

One reason for the Project’s 
success may be that the 
volunteers chosen to mediate 
must have “‘the ability to remain 
neutral and objective with a 
basic core of being able to 
listen,” said Wixted. 


Volunteers must also have 
worked with families and 
children, and they are required to 
attend a 32-hour training class. In 
addition, they must commit 
themselves to mediating six to 12 
times a year. However, with 50 
volunteers already on their 
rosters, the organization is far 
from in need of more mediators, 
she says. 


Based on findings of a recent 
Project study, the volunteers 
have done a good job. Although 
the purpose of the program was 
merely to provide a means of 
keeping the cases out of court, 
the mediation method has offered 


problems 


person under 21 years of age and 
unaccompanied by his parent or 
legal guardian to transport or 
carry on his person any alcoholic 
beverage. 

Chapter 231, Section 85G states 
that: 

Parents of an unemancipated 
child under the age of 18 and over 
the age of seven shall be liable in 
a civil action for any willful act 
committed by said child which 
results in injury or death to 
another or damage to the proper- 
ty of another. 

Chapter 90, Section 24 increas- 
ed the penalties for driving a 
motor vehicle while under the in- 
fluence of alcohol. Loss of 
license, higher fines, rehabilita- 
tion programs, and jail terms are 
included, 

In other words, parents who of- 
fer or condone the serving of 
alcohol to minors are violating 
the law. In recent court deci- 
sions, package store clerks, 
bartenders, and private party 
hosts have been held civilly liable 
for large sums of money after 
having provided the last drink to 
a person who has operated a 
motor vehicle under the influence 
of alcohol and been involved in a 
serious accident, inflicting injury 
or death, 

All of these are good reasons 
why “partying” should be done 
with a sense of responsibility as 
well as fun. Probably the most 
important tool that parents have 
in influencing their children’s 
choices about alcohol and other 
drugs is their own example. Kids 
don’t always do what their 
parents do, but they are always 
watching and using what they see 
in some way.

tion representative expressed a 
‘limited’? interest in the 
building. David Keeler said 
School Management Services, an 
arm of the education depart- 
ment, would like to lease 20,000 
sq. ft. from the city for ad- 
ministrative office space and 
educational workshops. If the 
state were allowed to rent space 
in the school, the city could retain 
ownership, and the original pur- 
pose would remain one of educa- 
tion, he explained. 

The state’s parking needs, 
however, could create a problem 
as one member of the advisory 
group pointed out. In order to ac- 
commodate just his staff, Keeler 
said the parking capacity at the 
site would have to be upped to 120 
spaces. 

Sally Fine of Kendell Center for 
Arts in Belmont said her group is 
looking to sign a ‘‘long-term 
lease”’ for the building in order to 
provide studio space and 
classrooms for 36 professional 
visual artists. In addition, the 
center is willing to offer com- 
munity arts programs for 
children and senior citizens. 


a long-term answer for 
families” by providing ‘an 
educational tool for families to 
handle conflict,” Says Wixted. 

The conflict resolution process 
“allows kids to see they have a 
stake in the outcome (of the 
agreement) and parents still do 
have control,” she says. 

Further, using conflict resolu- 
tion techniques avoids — or at 
least postpones — the need for a 
therapist. “‘Some teenagers don’t 
like the idea of going to 
therapists,” said Wixted. ‘They 
don’t want to be labeled as being 
sick.” 

The idea behind mediation is to 
help the parties explore options 
they have yet to consider and for- 
mulate an agreement they can 
live with. 

The goal of a session is to come 
up with a compromise, said 
Zachary, and to help the parties 
“understand how to deal with 
conflict — that there’s a better 
way to solve problems than 
fighting and running away. 

“We try to tell people that con- 
flict is not inherently bad. What 
comes out of it is a better solution 
for living together. You don’t 
have to agree. Parents don’t have 
to like rock music. But there can 
pe a certain time kids can listen 
0 it.”

dants in the suit, are asking the 
court to annul the variance. They 
contend that the ZBA’s decision 
is contrary to the provisions of 
the city’s zoning ordinance and 
that it is a ‘detriment of the 
public good.”” 


The ZBA approved the 
variance on a 5-0 vote and attach- 
ed conditions that include the 
submission of a revised parking 
plan and the preservation of the 
home’s features. 


Attorney Jason Rosenberg, 
who represented DeSimone dur- 
ing the ZBA hearing, maintained 
that the historical integrity of the 
property might have been jeopar- 
dized if the variance was not 
granted. 


The ZBA’s decision states that 
DeSimone has kept the property 
in its present condition only by 
being able to rent three of the 
four dwelling units. ‘‘Without the 
economic benifit of those addi- 
tional units,’’ the decision states, 
“Mrs. DeSimone (and indeed any 
landowner) could neither afford 


to maintain the property to the 
same standard nor continue to 
live there.” It states that the cost 
to preserve the building as a 
single-family dwelling ‘render 
the property unmarketable, 
unusable and unsaleable."’ 

According to the ZBA decision, 
Newton Historical Commission 
records indicate that the house 
was built in 1879 for a China trade 
merchant and it is a representa- 
tion of the ‘‘Stick’’ style of ar- 
chitecture. It was built in an area 
where a number of people in 
finance or large industries lived 
on large estates. 


Village Study needs input 
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the 
reports will be available for 
public inspection at the Planning 
Department and in the city’s 
main and branch libraries. 

In a few weeks, planning of- 
ficials will send the complete 
meeting schedule to every 
household in the city and to the 
more than 30,000 property owners 
who live within the specific study 
areas. 

Newton-Needham Chamber of 
Commerce officials have agreed 
to mail the meeting schedule to 
members. 

By Jan. 6, every household also 
will have received an opinion 
questionnaire attached to the an- 
nual census asking them to rate 
the utility and offerings of the ci- 
ty’s commercial centers. 

“The importance of the Village 
Study cannot be overstated,” 
Mann said. ‘‘Therefore, I am ex- 
tending a personal invitation to 
every resident of the city to at- 
tend at least one meeting. This 
will enable us to achieve the 
broadest possible public input.”’ 

He emphasized the goal of the 
study as the creation of ‘‘a com- 
prehensive approach to preserv- 
ing and enhancing the residential 
character of the city.’’ 

Mann admitted, however, that 
it will take a ‘‘consensus ap- 
proach’’ to blend residents’ 
desire to limit commercial 
growth with the need to expand 
the city’s tax base. 

“The only way to build a con- 
sensus is through the democratic 
process. Connery’s recommenda- 
tions will ultimately be taken to 
the Board of Aldermen for ac- 
tion,”’ he said. 

Mann also cited the recently 
enacted hotel/motel tax as proof 
that ‘‘tax base expansion does not 


necessarily come through com- 
mercial growth.” 

The mayor thanked the 
residents of the Golda Meir 
House and members of the 
Retired Seniors Volunteers Pro- 
gram for helping to prepare the 
city-wide mailing. 

The Economic Development 
Commission, headed by chair- 
man Joshua Katzen, has been 
meeting with Connery officials 
since September to help define 
the boundaries of each village’s 
commercial center and design 
the format for the public 
meetings. 

“We consider these hearings a 
very, very important component 
of the study. They will give 
residents and business people a 
chance to express themselves,” 
said EDC Vice President Anita 
Capeless. 

Once the initial round of public 
meetings is completed, 
Economic Development Director 
Alison Cohen said Connery of- 
ficials will use the input to 
develop ‘‘alternative growth 
plans” for each village center. 

By October, she said another 
round of public meetings will 
begin, giving residents a chance 
to comment on the land use, ur- 
ban design, traffic, parking and 
water/sewer ramifications of 
each alternative growth plan. 


Based on these sessions, the 
firm will refine its proposed plan- 
ning strategies further and then 
present a final version of com- 
plete recommendations to the 
Board of Aldermen in a series of 
meetings scheduled to last from 
May to June 1987. 


Cohen said Connery also will be 
given a chance to review and 


comment on the recommenda- 


tions made by the Zoning Review 
Committee, which is expected to 
issue its final report next month. 


“They consider it very impor- 
tant that they be kept abreast of 
everything that’s happening in 
the city in terms of zoning,” she 
added.

Council accounts badly depleted 
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them. Our assumption is that the 
bank did have some of the money 
on deposit there at some point,”’ 
she added. 

A response filed in court by the 
Meeting House Cooperative Bank 
in Boston shows Coogan has a 
current balance of $12.41, which 
is now frozen by virtue of the 
court order. 

Meeting House officials said 
Coogan opened the account in his 
name with a $100 deposit on June 
25, 1985, two months after he 
opened the Bank of Boston ac- 
count in the GBPC’s name. 

Again, the court order did not 
require Meeting House to detail 


all of Coogan’s financial transac- 


tions, Weinman said. 


The brokerage firm of 


Moseley, Hallgarten, Estabrook 
& Weeden, Inc., has not filed a 
response in court, but has sent a 


letter to the law firm saying that 


Weinman said her firm is con- 
sidering filing a motion for the 
court to declare a default, but 
called it ‘‘very unlikely’’ that 
such a move would translate into 
a judgment against Coogan. 

“It’s not very often that a case 


like this is resolved by a default 


judgment,” she said. 


Court officials said it would be 
a routine matter for Pollenz to 
ask for an extension of the

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Doctors’ union thriving

NEWTON — Back when Hip- 
pocrates was writing his oath, 
physicians were lucky to get a 
goat in return for their services. 
Nowadays, however, the system 
of patient-doctor relationships is 
vastly more complicated. Today, 
a process that begins in the ex- 
amining room often ends up in 
the courtroom. 

With members of his profession 
facing increased litigation from 
patients, Newton City Physician 
John LaRossa says he is not 
about to take things lying down. 
Five months ago, he and other 
doctors formed the Physicians 
and Surgeons Association of 
Massachusetts (PSAM). In his 
words, the organization will 
“help us maintain the power to 
represent the patients which is 
being usurped by big business — 
who now see medicine as a profit- 
making venture.”’ 

“Physicians, above all, want to 
retain their role as the patient’s 
advocate,’’ LaRossa says. ‘‘The 
only way they can do that is if 
they have a tool that allows them 
to be represented to deal with 
third and fourth party insurance. 
When medicine started out, the 
relationship was between the pa- 
tient and doctor. Insurers like 
Blue Cross/Blue Shield became 
the third party and now we have 
big business and big government 
as the fourth party.” 

Hippocrates is probably turn- 
ing over in his grave. 

LaRossa says the impetus for 
forming PSAM is the insurance 
industry’s control over decisions 
that should be made by doctors. 

“There are already some cases 
involving patients where 
diagnostic tests were recom- 
mended by the physician,” 
LaRossa says, ‘but the in- 
surance plan, because of the cost, 
did not authorize it to be done. As 
a result, the tests were not made. 
The physician can be liable 
because they are not held 
harmless if he or she recom- 
mends either diagnostics or 
therapeutics, but for whatever 
reason the test is not performed. 
Already to my knowledge there 
are one or two cases pending 
where the patients have even- 
tually sued the physician for 
misdiagnosis because the proper 
tests weren’t performed because 
the insurance company wouldn’t 
pay for them.” 

The result, LaRossa says, is 
that insurance companies have 
become the tail that wags the 
dog. 

“A patient now asks himself 
whether or not he should undergo 
tests if the insurance company 
decides thay they will not pay for 
them. ‘‘Ultimately, the physician 
needs to be the advocate of the 
patient, not the insurance com- 
pany.” 

LaRossa says PSAM will pro- 
vide ‘‘strength in numbers.”’ 

“In summary,” he says, ‘‘the 
physicians now are asked if they 
want to participate as a provider 
in any insurance plan to sign a 
contract, made up by the insurer. 
Those contracts are extremely 
one-sided favoring the insurer 
when it comes to professional 


Friendlier 
hospitals 
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Storrie said of the 700 students 
who marched through the 
hospital last year as part of the 
program, all of them preferred 
the nursery over any other stop in 
the building. The program ser- 
vices about 35 private and public 
schools in Newton and Wellesley. 

The kids seem to get the big- 
gest “kick” out of pressing their 
noses against the windows in the 
maternity ward in order to see 
the newborn babies, according to 
Storrie. ‘‘Kids seem to be able to 
relate to other kids,”’ she added. 

The laundry room and the kit- 
chen are another popular part of 
the tour because of ‘‘Fred the 
baker” and the machines which 
dry and fold the sheets, Storrie 
said, Fred passes out cookies to 
every kid, she explained, while 
the folding machine is great for 
“ooohs and ahhhs"’ as it whips 
sheets into shape on long con- 
veyor belts, 

‘We bring them to the laundry 
room and kitchen to show them 
that the hospital is really just like 
their home,” Storrie said. “‘And 
the only thing we are interested 
in — like their parents — is mak- 
ing them well." 

The program is an ‘outreach to 
the community,’’ she said. ‘‘We 
really want to be an integral part 
of the families in the communi- 
ty.” 
Following the 14 hour tour, the 
hospital presents the children 
with an assortment of goodies for 
their private collections. Storrie 
said each student is given a blue 
plastic admitting card which 
says: “Kids are special at the 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital."’ The 
other gifts included rubber 
gloves and a hospital identifica- 
tion bracelets 





non-economic matters. The ques- 
tion of the insurer having the 
responsibilty to make medical 
decisions instead of physicians is 
one example of why we need to 
get together as an organization.” 

LaRossa says PSAM members 
will not be walking picket lines in 
pay disputes. Instead, they will 
act as a group to force insurance 
companies to bargain on more 
even terms when discussing con- 
tracts for group insurance 
policies and health maintenance 
organizations. 

The upshot of all this, LaRossa 
adds, is that doctors need to 
remember that they are 
businessmen as well. It is a fact 
he admits he was not cognizant of 
when leaving the Tufts Universi- 
ty School of Medicine in 1973 arm- 
ed not with a calculator, but a 
thermometer and a stethescope. 
Instead of just having to live up to 
the image of Ben Casey and Dr. 
Kildare, physicians now have to 
have a little Perry Mason in them 
as well. 

“I could say with absolute cer- 
tainty,’’ he says, ‘‘that no physi- 
cian anticipated this when they 
went into medicine. We consider 
our professionalism taken away 
by business concerns and there 
are many people who probably 
would have chosen another pro- 
fession if they knew that we 
would be in this situation.” 

Going one step further, 
LaRossa says the future of 
medicine could wind up in the 
hands of giant conglomerates 
producing potentially high-profit 
products like artificial hearts and 
DNA. 


“The president of a full-profit 
company working with the ar- 
tificial heart production quoted in 
the New York Times that his in- 
come last year was in the 
neighborhood of $17 million,” 
LaRossa says. “In the same 
breath, he also said he could get 
any physician to work for him for 
a $35,000 salary. That is a good 
example of what happens when 
business charges headlong into 
medicine.” 

The public, LaRossa_ says, 
would be the ones most adversely 
affected. 

‘They should be very glad that 
ns are taking a stand," 
, ‘to defend their profes- 
their patients. As you 
read through insurance con- 
tracts, the patient's health is not 
foremost in the mind of full-profit 
companies. Profit is."’

Safety is the guide line when you buy toys

Toys are wonderful things 
associated with happy little 
children. Toys, as one quote goes, 
are child’s work, his way of lear- 
ning about the world around him. 
But they also can be deadly. 

Consider a soft, cuddly velour 
elephant. A little blue elephant, 
cute as can be. It was manufac- 
tured to hang over an infant's 
crib, to catch the baby’s eye, to 
amuse, to lull to sleep. It looks 
perfect for the job. 

But once baby can reach for 
that fetching toy mobile that 
hangs over the crib, take it away. 
Getting caught in the strings that 
suspend toys such as this has 
caused some deaths by 
strangulation. 

Age appropriateness of toys is 
a major safety concern, ac- 
cording to the Toy Manufac- 
turers of America. A toy ap- 
propriate for one age-group is not 
always safe for another. 

It might be a challenge for 
parents, but little children should 
be kept away from their older 
siblings’ more sophisticated 
gadgets, such as play tools or 
sewing machines with sharp 
points, wood-burning sets or little 
stoves with heating elements, 
and other electrically operated 
toys such as trains or chemistry 
sets. 

The association, which 
represents more than 200 toy 
manufacturers, also offers the 
following suggestions: 

— Read the instructions and 
safety messages on toy packages 
before your children start play- 
ing with them. If the child is old 
enough to play with a toy but has 
trouble reading or understanding 
all of the directions, have an 
older person read and explain 
them to the child. 


How to Dry a wet basement

A wet basement is a real! 
nuisance. Rust, mildew, mold, 
allergic reactions — they're all 
products of prolonged dampness 
underground. The storage space 
is shot, and the rest of the house 
may be in jeopardy too. 

Water collecting in the base- 
ment may just be condensation, 
Or it might come from a stronger 
source — like an underground 
river trying to flow through the 
house. 

Some problems will require 
major surgery, but most can be 
solved through simple measures. 

Summer dampness occurs 
when cool basement air con- 
denses hot weather humidity. 
The problem can often be solved 
simply by better ventilation, A 
good dehumidifier will often do 
the trick 

Appliance stores stock them in 
12- to 40-pints-per-day capacities, 
which indicates the amount of 
water the machine will squeeze 
out of the air over 24 hours, An 
average cellar needs a 22-pint 
dehumidifier 

Extra-damp cellars might call 
for one large, or two small, 
dehumidifiers. The greater 
capacity will not go to waste, 
since one or more bigger 
machines will operate in cycles 
instead of all the time, offsetting 
the higher price and power con- 
sumption, 

To run a typical dehumidifier 
costs about $10 per month in an 
expensive area 
A combination system, heat 


along the top, bottom and sides so 
that, when closed, they fit tightly 
against their jambs. 

Now look at the glass on win- 
dows and all doors to the outside 
Are they single pane or double 
pane? Are there storm windows 
or doors? What improvements — 
awnings, 
shutters — could make the win- 
dows more efficient? 





— Items that shoot or propel 
objects should never be aimed at 
anyone or put in the mouth. 

— Get rid of all package wrapp- 
ing immediately. 

Be sure that arrows or darts 
have secure corked tips, rubber 
suction cups or other protective 
tips. Check often during use to be 
sure they remain secure. 

— Periodically check all toys 
for damage such as rust, dents, 
tears, loose parts or broken, 
sharp edges. These conditions 
can make toys dangerous. Re- 
mind children to bring a broken 
toy to an adult to see if it can be 
repaired. If not, throw it away 
immediately. 

Aside from safety, you want to 
make sure a child will play with 
his toys. The best way to ensure 
this, contrary to popular belief, is 
not to rush out and buy the toy 
your child has been begging for. 

According to a spokesman for 
the toy manufacturers associa- 
tion, children see toys advertised 
in commercials on television and 
get excited about owning this or 
that particular toy. But after they 
actually play with it once or 
twice, they often get bored with 
it. 

To avoid this dilemma, take 
kids to the toy stores and allow a 
couple of hours for them to look 
at toys. Handle the toys and en- 
courage questions such as: 

— Could the entire family play 
with it? 

— Where would you keep it and 
play with it? 

— Could you bring your friends 
in the house to play with it? 

— Does it look as good as it did 
in the TV commercial? 

— Does it look strong enough? 

Questions such as these will 
help your child learn how to 
become an educated consumer. 

Tf you feel the need to direct 
your child’s toy choices, and 


pump and hot water heater, will 
dehumidify and supply hot water 
at the same time.

The heat pump uses hot base- 
ment air to warm water in the 
bottom of the tank, while 
simultaneously condensing 
humid vapors on its coils, Like 
air conditioners, these machines 
must drain the water they draw 
from the atmosphere.

Be sure, though, to keep the 
drain line far enough away from 
basement walls to avoid seepage. 

Cold water pipes still can col- 
lect condensation despite a 
dehumidifier, but the problem 
can be solved by insulating them. 
Some insulation wraps around 
the pipe like a bandgage, Another 
kind comes as a split cylinder in 
three-foot sections, These units 
fit most pipes easily and can be 
cut to fit square corners. 

Another kind of dampness in 
cellars occ\ ring rainy 
weather, or chronically in the 
spring and fall. In these cases the 
water is coming from the outside 
of the house, and the best ap- 
proach to take initially is to 
direct the water away from the 
basement 

Basement window wells clogg- 
ed with leaves can cause leaks 
under the windows, Cleaning 
them out and clearing their 
drains solves this problem. The

If you have a gas 
furnace, ask the service person to 
show you how to turn your pilot 
light on and off. Turning off the 
pilot light in months when you 
won’t be using the furnace can 
save energy as well as money. 

Also, check the ductwork, 
especially at the joints. Check for 
leaks.

The new Steven Spielberg film, 
“The Color Purple,”’ had its local 
premiere at a fundraiser at the 
General Cinema in Chestnut Hill, 
and it is possibly the best film of 
the year. 

The MacDowell Colony, of 
Peterborough, N.H., one of the 
oldest and largest artist colonies 
in the country, sponsored the 
event. Over the past 75 years, 
more than 2,000 writers, artists, 
and musicians have enjoyed the 
tranquility of this wooded, New 
England environment. During a 
typical six-week stay, artists ac- 
complish some of their best work 
at the colony. The list of 
celebrities who have attended 
MacDowell reads like a Who's 
Who in the world of the arts. They 
include Aaron Copeland, Leonard 
Bernstein, Thorton Wilder, Willa 
Cather and Alice Walker, the 
Pulitzer Prize winning author of 
“The Color Purple.”’ 

Officials from the MacDowell 
Colony say they were hoping to 
raise some $10,000 from this 
premiere. And perhaps they did, 
as officials from Warner 
Brothers Studios and Joan Ken- 
nedy were present at the event. 

“The Color Purple’ is an 

awesome movie. It washes over 
you like a wave, filling every 
pore with visual and emotional 
sensations. In addition, it is 
possibly the prettiest picture to 
ever be shot. Spielberg’s greatest 
ability lies in his use of perfect 
cinematography. The images in 
this film are so lush and moving 
that it is hard not to be spellbound 
while watching this amazing 
story unfold. 
The film spans 40 years in the 
early part of the 20th century. 
The action takes place in the 
black south, near Atlanta. It is a 
look into a lifestyle that is foreign 
to most of us, but we can all 
relate to the problems of these 
characters, especially to Celie, 
the young woman through whose 
eyes this story is seen. Celie is 
sold, by the man she believes to 
be her father, to Mister, played 
by Danny Glover. They marry, 
and Celie’s life becomes one 
negative experience after 
another. 

She is repeatedly beaten and 
told that because she is a nothing, 
she has no place in this world. 
The only one she ever loved, her

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Mister, and even when Nettie 
writes to Celie, her letters are in- 
tercepted by the cruel husband, 
thus breaking the chain of com- 
munication between the two 
sisters for many years. 

Whoopi Goldberg delivers the 
performance of a lifetime as the 
awkward, shy Celie. The sup- 
porting cast is equally as good. 
Special praise must be given to 
Margaret Avery as Shug, a blues 
singer who has had a long affair 
with Mister, but eventually 
becomes Celie’s friend and 
savior. Oprah Winfrey turns in a 
fine performance as the big loud- 
mouth Sofia, who marries 
Mister’s son, bears his children, 
and then, because of a fight with 
a white couple, ends up in jail for 
eight years. During her confine- 
ment, her spirit is broken. When 
she is finally released, she is not 
the same person she used to be.

In the end, Celie is able to 
break away from her husband, 
with Shug’s help, and due to one 
act of kindness by Mister, she is 
reunited with her sister and her 
two children, whom she bore out 
of wedlock when she was a pre- 
teen. 

At 2% hours, the film is long 
and it is slow moving, but it still 
effects you days after first view- 
ing it. Spielberg’s sensational 
direction is the real star of this 
film. It was a great risk for the 
man who created ‘‘Jaws’’ and 
“Close Encounters of the Third 
Kind’’ to do a drama like this, but 
the risk paid off. Although the 
subject matter is far different 
from Spielberg’s greatest movie, 
“E.T.,”’ it does possess many of 
the same characteristics and 
moving moments. 

“The Color Purple’ is a 
tremendous movie. It will make 
you cry during the sad parts, and 
it will make you cry even harder 
during the happier segments.

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Cutting IRA withdrawal penalties 


By Neville Frankel 
Dear Mr. Frankel. 


I am in my late 60s, retired, 
and have sufficient income so 
that I have no need of the money 
in my IRA account. I would like 
to let it grow untouched, and 
leave it to my grandchildren 
However, at age 70'», I must 
begin taking distributions from 
the account or suffer a stiff penal- 
ty. My question is this; Is there a 
way to lower the amount I must 
withdraw each year, and thereby 
Jengthen the life of the account?

DearS.V.: 


Thanks to a recently-passed 
law, the answer to your question 
is yes. Under the old law, 
withdrawals were based upon life 
expectancy. For example, a 70- 
year-old woman would have a life 
expectancy of 15 years. Her 
withdrawals would have been 
1/15 the first year, 1/14 the se- 
cond year, 1/13 the third year, 
and so on. 

Now, each year IRA holders 
can recalculate their life expec- 
tancy and then adjust 
withdrawals accordingly. This 
has the effect of reducing yearly 
withdrawals, extends them over 
a lengthier period of time, and 
provides protection against the 
possibility that inflation will in- 
crease income needs down the 
road. 

The 70-year-old woman men- 
tioned above will have a life ex- 
pectancy of 14.4 years at age 71. 
The table shows how to calculate 
the minimum IRA withdrawal 
for both men and women.

If you rent, you should have a 


tenant homeowner policy, usual- 
ly marked as HO4. If you own a 
condominium, you still should 


have a policy to cover personal 
items and risks, even if the condo 
association covers the structure 





with a blanket policy. Tr 
coverage is usually marketed as 
HO6. There are a variety of 


homeowner policies, but the 
basic principle of good coverage 
and the claims process are 
similar for all these types of oc- 
cupancy. 


The crumbs from your toaster 
may start a fire in your kitchen; 
little Jimmy from next door may 
fall out of the treehouse in your 
backyard; a tornado may severe- 
ly damage your home and force 
you to move temporarily to a 
motel. In all these cases, your 
homeowners’ policy provides in- 
surance coverage because it is a 
“package” of insurance for: 1) 
your house, furniture and per- 
sonal belongings; 2) your liabili- 
ty to others; 3) additional living 
expenses you may incur if your 
home is severely damaged. 

In order to ensure that you are 
well covered before you have to 


file a claim, be sure you know the 
answers to these questions: 

*Is your home insured for at 
least 80 percent of its replace- 
ment value? This is important 
because if you have less coverage 
you may not be fully reimbursed 
for any partial damage. 

eAre your belongings insured 
for actual cash value (replace- 
ment cost of an item minus 
depreciation) or replacement 
cost (the amount it would take to 
replace the item at current 
prices)? Most policies provide 
compensation on an actual cash 
value basis, rather than a 
replacement cost basis. Talk to 
your agent to determine whether 
purchasing replacement cost 
coverage is worth the extra 
premium. 

*What liability coverages are 
provided in your homeowners 
policy? If you have questions, 
now is the time to ask your in- 
surance representative for 
answers. 

*What amount of medical 
payments coverage is included in 
your homeowners policy? This 
type of coverage pays for 
medical expenses of a guest in- 
jured in your home, regardless of 
fault. A medical payment claim 
— as with any other kind of in- 
surance claim — begins with a 
call to your insurance 
representative.

‘249 
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South’s Antonellis reaches 1,000

NEWTON — The suspense had 
been unbearable as the season 
wound down last winter, but it 
was almost a_ sure-bet, no- 
pressure ordeal Friday night 
when Newton South opened the 
new year. 

Averaging 19.5 points per 
game, South's Katrina Antonellis 
had set the stage and lit the lights 
for something big come opening 
night 1985-86. The senior hoopster 
was just one free throw shy of the 
1,000 career-point mark, having 
finished last season with 999. 

Friday, on home turf before 
her friends and family, An- 
tonellis eclipsed the mark, firing 
home 32 points to lead the Lions 
past visiting Weston High, 57-41, 
in the season-opener for Newton 
South. 

“She's just amazing,’’ South 
Coach Mark Aronson said of An- 
tonellis, ‘‘and she’s improved. 
She’s always been a_ great 
shooter but she was more of a set 
shooter. Now she can put the ball 
on the floor and hit that jump 
shot.” 


Next on the list of records for 
Antonellis is the school’s all-time 
scoring mark of 1,059 set by 
Meatchie Russell in 1984. An- 
tonellis, who Aronson guesses 
broke the school’s female mark 
during her sophomore year, 
needs 28 points to become the all- 
time Newton South leader in 
points. 


Perhaps the only thing missing 
from Friday's event was an on- 
the-spot ceremony when the 5-7, 
three-sport all-star broke the 


mark with a 15-foot jump shot 
from the left side at 2:13. 

With a sigh of relief though, An- 
tonellis trudged up court to set up 
on defense. A working-class ball 
player gifted with a hoop-seeking 
shot, Antonellis would wait until 
after the victory to celebrate. 

South’s victory was not an 
automatic one as Weston hung 
close for three quarters until the 
Lions put the contest away at the 
line in the fourth. 

An aggressive defense by 
Weston had stunned the Lions 
early, but fouls began to catch up 
on the Wildcats midway through 
the third quarter. An abundance 
of Newton free throws finally 
buried the ‘Cats in the final 
frame. 

South hit on eight-of-10 shots 
from the line in the fourth 
quarter to expand on a 10-point 
lead and mount a 56-39 advantage | 
with a minute remaining. An- 
toneilis, shooting 16-for-18 from 
the line on the night, sunk seven 
of those eight South charity 
tosses. 

“Fouls were definetly a part of 
the problem,’’ Weston Coach 
Shawn Ladda said after the 
game. “I don’t think we played 
that badly but we got some bad 
breaks.” 

Wildcat Michelle Landgerbe, a 
6-0 sophomore center, picked up 
three fouls in the first half and 
was hit with number four mid- 
way through the third period, 
taking away much of Weston’s 
rebounding strength. 

Weston had rallied to close out 
the first quarter on top, 13-11, on 
seven points from Sarah Lindsay, 
and held the slim lead early in the 
second stanza. South, however, 


kept the contest close before 
making its move midway 
through the second quarter. 


Antonellis took a nice feed from 
Cheryl Williams and forced home 
the layup to tie the score, 16-16, 
with 5:20 left in the half. The 
Lions never trailed from there. 

Following a Trina Sheppard 
hoop to pull Weston within one, 
19-18, South took off on a 100 
scoring run. Antonellis sparked 
the surge with four free throws 
and an outside jumper as the 
Lions took a 29-18 lead with 32 
seconds left in the half. Lindsay 
guided an outside missle home to 
cut the Weston deficit to nine at 
the half. 


“We knew once we got the lead 
we could hold it,’’ Aronson said. 
“We've got a lot more players 
and I think we’ve got more 
depth.”’ 

Weston came on strong mid- 
way through the third quarter, 
putting on a dazzling passing 
show, to cut the South lead to six 
with three minutes left in the 
quarter. 

Down 35-20, Nicole Kondi took a 
pass off a Leah Ciapenelli steal 
and layed it up to start a 90 
Weston run. Kondi then returned 
the favor, setting up Ciapenelli on 
a three-point play. 

Kondi pulled Weston within 
eight on a solo effort, stealing the 
ball at midcourt to go in alone for 
the hoop, then capped the run 
with another hoop, this time off a 
Lindsay pass. 

The teams battled scoreless for 
the close to two minutes before 
Antonellis dribbled through traf- 
fic and deposited the layup with 
10 seconds left to put South up, 37- 
29, after three. 


The teams swapped baskets to 
start the fourth and continued at 
that pace until Kristann Wilmore 
and Antonellis gave South the 
power burst needed to put the 
game away. 


Lindsay, hitting with incredible 
outside accuracy, dropped home 
another outside shot to pull 
Weston within 10, 49-39, with 3:24 
left before the rain started to fall. 


Wilmore then connected on a 
pair of in-close jumpers for South 
before Antonellis sunk a tur- 
naround to make it 53-39 with 1:15 
left. 


Aronson cited the defensive 
work of Sheila Coleman and Jen 
Roser, and noted the hard-luck of 
Chery] Williams. 


“She had a lot of shots that did 
not fall,’ Aronson said of 
Williams, who managed six 
points in the game. Aronson said 
Williams will be a major factor in 
South's success due to the special 
coverages Antonellis receives.

is philosophy is about as simple and 
straightforward as nature itself. 

“If everything is working right you 
shouldn’t get sick. And barring any 





restrictions the body has the capacity to 


heal itself.’’ 


This is the gospel according to Dr. 
Wayne Johnson, a 53-year-old Newton- 
ville osteopathic physician 


(DO), whose following of devoted pa- 
tients considers him something of a 
miracle worker — an image he 
shuns with self-depreciating humor. 

“You don’t really fix anything,” 
Johnson adds in his comfortable, oily 
voice. ‘‘You just help nature fix it.”’ 

Perhaps. But many of Johnson's 
patients would echo the words of 
Newton Alderman Wendall 
Bauckman, who first saw the good 
doctor after ‘‘dislocating his 
fifth lumbar vertebrae” nearly 25 
years and reports no problems since. 

“He was absolutely magnificent,” 
Bauckman recalls. ‘‘He was a genius 
as far as I was concerned. 

“Since then I have referred some 
of the other members of the Board of 
Aldermen to him and they have 
thanked me profusely.” 

Like Bauckman, most of Johnson’s 
patients suffer from what he terms 
“structural pain,”’ often centering in 
the neck or lower back. Johnson 
views the human body like a 
mechanic eyes a brand new luxury 
auto — as a complex, interconnected 
series of independent systems. A 
malfunction in one system is bound 
to affect another. 

‘Ninety-nine perent of head pain is 
structural,”’ he says. “It’s mainly in 
the neck or upper back, although oc- 
casionally it could be the result of a 
foot problem. 

“Pain can lie,” he adds. ‘‘Many 
times, where you feel the pain is not 
where the problem is.” 

To properly locate and alleviate 
structural pain requires a medical 
savvy and experience gained over 
years of practice. It also requires an 
education. Johnson graduated from 
Kirksville College of Osteopathy and 
Surgery in Kirksville, Mo., a ‘‘mec- 
ca”’ for aspiring osteopaths. 

“It’s 200 miles northwest of St. 
Louis and it is just terrible out 
there,’’ he winces good-naturedly. 
“Of course, I hate the whole 
Midwest.”’ 

Like many of his colleagues, 
Johnson is somewhat sensitive about 
tne perception of osteopaths as a 
cross between a chiropractor, faith 
healer and Sioux medicine man. 

Although the American Medical 
Association (AMA) now 
acknowledges osteopaths as ‘‘inter- 
changable”’ with traditional MDs, 
the specialty historically has been 
ill-regarded by the medical 
establishment. 

In truth, osteopaths are fully- 
trained as physicians and are licens- 
ed to practice all branches of 
medicine and surgery in each of the 
50 states. Whether one becomes an 
MD or a DO, the training is roughly 
the same — except that osteopathy 
schools require 300 to 500 hours of in- 
struction in manipulative therapy in 
addition to the standard medical cur- 
riculum, 

‘We have as fine a training as 
anyone in medical school,’’ Johnson 
says. ‘‘But nobody knows exactly 
what it is we do.” 

What Johnson ‘‘does”’ is blend the 
skills of a general practitioner with 
those of a structural specialist. He 
refers to it as ‘‘alternative 
medicine” — not exactly a conven- 
tional form of treatment, but not ex- 
actly straying from the bounds of 
conventional medicine either. 

Johnson’s patients come from all 
walks of life. And their ailments 
represent a ‘‘real cross section,’’ 
ranging from common colds to 
sports injuries. 

“T even have infants referred to 
me,"’ he says, shaking his head. ‘‘Ac- 
tually, it’s good to straighten them 
out while they’re young and made of 
rubber,”’ 

Susan Chaney, who works as 
Johnson’s secretary, was neither 
young nor made of rubber when she 
first visited his Newtonville office. 
But like Bauckman, and also Newton 
Alderman Paul Coletti, she too was 
converted. 

In the mid-60s, Chaney had 
developed a severe case of bursitis 
in her knee, the result of a gym- 
nastics injury while in school. She 
made the rounds of Boston hospitals, 
where doctors gloomily predicted 
she never would walk correctly 
again 

“They all thought it was in- 
curable,’’ Chaney said. 

At her mother’s advice, she sought 


out Johnson. And after spending nine 
months in a leg cast, she has never 
had trouble with the knee since. 

Another satisfied customer. 

When Johnson sees new patients, 
he will ask: ‘‘‘Have you ever seen an 
osteopath? Have you ever seen a 
chiropractor? Have you ever seen a 
faith healer’?’’ The point is that the 
occupations are not entirely 
unrelated. 

He insists that his work — in fact, 
any sort of medicine with direct con- 
tact with patients — involves a type 
of healing he describes as ‘‘a 
spiritual energy drain.” It’s not faith 
healing, he claims, but a transfer of 
energy from doctor to patient. 

“Nobody explained that in medical 
school,”’ he says. “I'm dealing with 
people’s bodies. I’m touching them, 
and some days I’m totally drained.” 

Sometimes this drain is spiritual. 
But many times it is plain old 
physical exhaustion. Most of 
Johnson’s treatments involve some 
sort of physical manipulation — 
whether it be manual or by one of 
the gadgets he keeps conspiciously 
about his office. 

One of the neatest gadgets is his 
examination table, a ‘‘Raylax”’ 
model with a gently undulating mo- 
tion that he purchased soon after 
graduating from medical school. It’s 
getting a bit frayed now, but 
Johnson considers it infinitely better 
than the newer tables, ‘‘which have 
more buttons than a 747.” 

“It has the same rhythm as the 
North Atlantic,” Johnson says. “‘I’ve 


Some manipulative techniques require physical strength and subtlety on the part of Johnson 
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actually had people get seasick on 
this thing.” 

Johnson, who refers to himself as 
“a nut for hanging,” keeps a chinn- 
ing bar handy for straightening out 
backs. When they first hit the 
market, Johnson also examined the 
many different ‘gravity inversion 
boots,” which are used to suspend an 
individual upside down. The theory 
is much the same as Johnson's chin- 
ning bar, but he considers the gravi- 
ty boots too dangerous for unsuper- 
vised use. 

“They put extreme pressure on the 
eyeballs,” he says. 

Johnson downplays much of the 
sophisticated trappings of modern 
medicine, preferring instead to 
return to the simplicity of his New 
Hampshire roots. 

“Let’s cut out the malarkey and 
get down to the nuts and bolts,” 
Johnson says, with an authority that 
only a true Yankee could muster. 

He also downplays the physical 
nature of osteopathic manipulative 
techniques, stressing that none of his 
treatments should actually hurt 
anyone. 

“An awful lot of people think we 
crack bones because they hear a 
pop,”’ he says. ‘‘We don’t crack 
bones. We mobilize joints.” 

Johnson admits to using surprise 
tactics on certain patients ‘because 
if you told them what you were going 
to do they’d only stiffen up.” 

It’s hard to believe that anyone 
would stiffen up in Johnson’s 
presence. Relaxing in his office, the 
easy-going doctor mixes yarns with 
wry Yankee humor and medical 
knowledge. 

Some of his gems: 

¢On general practice: ‘‘The most 
boring thing on earth is doing a 
general physical exam. I have a jar- 
ful of surgical tools which are get- 
ting rusty.” 

¢On the fraternal competition bet- 
ween orthopedists and osteopaths: 
“That's the orthopedic crowd for 
you; if they can’t cut you or cast you 
they don’t know what to do with 
you.” 

On medicine as a vocation: “The 
great thing about medicine is that 
you can make money while helping 
people.” 

And to Johnson, helping people is 
the bottom line. That’s why he sees 
osteopathy as a much-needed 
specialty — sort of a last resort 
when all else fails. 

“I feel anyone with something that 
can’t be fixed should see a good 
osteopath,” Johnson says, emphasiz- 
ing the word “‘good.”” 


But he says that physicians would 
do well to examine much of what 
currently is being developed in the 
field of ‘‘alternative” medicine. For 
example, Johnson says masseurs 
(“real’”’ ones, not the sleazy sort 
advertised in the Phoenix) can do 
wonders for muscular and joint- 
related pain. Chiropractors, too, can 
be helpful, although they have gotten 
a bad reputation once reserved on 
osteopaths, 

“It’s too bad because it basically 
is a sensible profession,” he says. 

Paralleling a new trend in medical 
circles, Johnson is seeing an increas- 
ing number of patients with sports- 
related injuries, who identify him as 
a specialist in such matters, 

“T see them all,” he says, ‘From 
the hard-core runners to the 
weekend golfers. It’s a challenge.” 

In general, Johnson likes what he 
sees of the current national mania 
for personal and physical fitness — 
to a certain point. 


“The ideal exercise is swimming,” 
he says. ‘‘These turkeys who go out 
and run six miles a day ... the Or- 
thopedic people are just sitting there 
waiting to get rich off them. But try 
to tell that to a runner, They get ad- 
dicted. They get that ‘high’.”’ 

Johnson gets his high from 
whooshing down a ski slope. Raised 
on the slopes of New Hampshire, he 
spent two years in college unsuc- 
cessfully trying to make the National 
Ski Team. 

“It's the funnest sport in the 
world,” he says, “‘only because I’m 
too chicken to keep up the 
parachuting.” 

“Fun” it may well be. But it was a 
ski accident at age 15 which sparked 
Johnson's interest in osteopathic 
medicine, 

“'T still get knots in my back from 
that," he says. 


He also finds relaxation in sailing, 
and his new 27-foot sloop is his pride 
and joy. 

“I wanted to settle near the 
ocean,’ he reflects. ‘Part of sailing 
is being able to show off.” 
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Appalachian Trail battle 


Hikers ‘stomp’ on landowners

TYRINGHAM (UPI) — Dairy 
farmer Donald Hale didn’t take kind- 
ly to the idea of selling his land when 
he found out the federal government 
wanted to reroute the Appalachian 
Trail and give hikers a more scenic 
tromp through nature. 

But after seven years of fighting, 
Hale has reluctantly given in. And 
he’s not alone. 

Most affected landowners in the 
rural Berkshire town of Tyringham — 
who once stood united against the 
government’s plan — have either sold 
off pieces of their property in the past 
few months or are planning to do so. 

A select few, meanwhile, say they 
won’t give in and have gone to court. 

“It's a decision I don’t really care 
for,”’ said Hale, 56, a lifelong resident 
of the town of 350 people. “But I can’t 
see any way out of it to tell the truth.” 

The community's other large dairy 
farmer, Charles Slater Sr., 68, echoed 

‘ Hale’s sentiments. 

“Either I agree to it or they'll take 
it by eminent domain,” he said. ‘The 
government hollers about spending 
too much money to help farmers out 
then they go out and spend millions on 
this hiking trail. And how many peo- 
ple are going to use it ina year?” 

The Appalachian Trail is a 2,100- 
mile adventure that meanders 


through 14 states from Georgia to 
Maine. In 1978, Congress enacted 
legislation to move sections of the 
narrow path that run along roadsides 
to forest and meadows. 

In many states where the govern- 
ment already owned trail land, simp- 
ly bought it from timber companies or 
changed it from one point on a per- 
son's land to another, the rerouting 
proved painless. 

But in some towns such as Tyr- 
ingham, people rebelled. 

The trail runs along mostly paved 
road in Tyringham, and rerouting it 
meant a shift from public to private 
property, said Charles R. Rinaldi, 
chief of land acquisition for the Na- 
tional Park Service in Martinsburg, 
W.Va. 


That situation has consistently 
created the most tension in the 
rerouting. ‘I think it suffices to say 
that, in the past, most of the lan- 
downers had expressed the opinion 
that to leave the trail on the roadside 
was adequate,” he said. “That was 
not an alternative as far as we were 
concerned.” 

Townspeople found out about the 
trail relocation seven years ago and 
immediately began circling the 
wagons. 

Researchers dug up stories of 


murder and rape along southern sec- 
tions of the trail, Hale said, and talked 
to northerners who were bothered by 
hikers coming to their homes in 
search of wine, food or lodging. 

There was also a question of lost tax 
revenue, which can mean a lot to peo- 
ple in a small town, he said. But most 
of the defiance stemmed from lan- 
downer resentment toward 
authorities telling them to sell off land 
that dated back generations. 

“There was a lot of animosity 
toward the Appalachian Trail,’’ Hale 
said. ‘When you have a hard Yankee 
whose lived here all his life, then the 
government comes in and says 
they’re taking the guy’s land, it kind 
of gets his back up.”” 


The Park Service came up with 
three possibilities for rerouting the 
trail and decided on one last year. In 
the past few months, service officials 
have bought five parcels from lan- 
downers and feel they are on the road 
to buying a dozen more. 

But owners of three parcels the 
government wants are holding out. 
Last month, they filed a federal suit in 
Boston arguing an environmental im- 
pact study must be done and the court 
should review government actions to 
see if they've complied with the law. 

Eugenie Fawcett’s family owns 


about 600 acres in Tyringham, mostly 
woodland and field with a small sheep 
farm thrown in. The Park Service 
wants a 50-acre tract that, at one 
point, crosses over a road leading to 
her house. 

Fawcett, 45, argued there are a 
number of landowners who would 
willingly sell their property but 
haven't been asked. The landowners 
who've sold out either needed the 
money or ‘‘simply bowed to the 
whims of the Park Service,’’ she said. 

The Park Service is standing firm 
on the trail they have decided upon 
because it runs over the most scenic 
peak in the town, Cobble Hill, Rinaldi 
said. The Fawcett land abuts the hill 
property, and the trail must cross a 
piece of the abutting land to get back 
to government-owned property, he 
said. 


“They've gone under the assump- 


tion that every man has his price, 
Fawcett said. ‘We're trying to y 
them in courts... that we don’t 
price.” 

Asked whether she may be fighting 
a losing battle, Fawcett said, ‘‘It ain't 
over til’ it’s over.”” 

Ironically, she said her husband, 
James, was once the only member of 
the Appalachian Mountain Club in 
Tyringham. He no longer belongs. 








Motoring across ‘Roof of the World’

ZHANGMU, Tibet (UPI) — One thing 
is certain about a trip to Tibet — if the 
scenery doesn’t leave you breathless, 
the altitude will. 

Wheezing guests checking into the 
Xigaze Hotel, a stopover on the spec- 
tacular new route across the “Roof of 
the World” to Nepal, can order rubber 
oxygen bags sent to their rooms to 
help counter the effects of the 12,000- 
foot altitude. 

At the new Lhasa Hotel in Tibet’s 
two-mile-high capital city, visitors 
can lay back and watch color televi- 
sion while taking oxygen through a 
tiny tube dangling from their bedside 
console. 

Nearly every flatlander who travels 
to the ‘Roof of the World” suffers a 
day or two of mild altitude sickness — 
headache, slight nausea, a pounding 
heart and the odd sensation of running 
out of breath halfway through a 
sentence. 

But most visitors find Tibet's stark 
grandeur, fascinating people and uni- 
que culture more than enough to take 
their minds off the temporary discom- 
fort. 

Despite the difficulty of getting 
there, exorbitant prices, lousy food 
and a shortage of decent hotels, more 
than 5,000 foreigners are expected to

travel to ‘libet in 1985. Chinese 
tourism officials say they expect the 
number to swell to 200,000 annually by 
the year 2000, 

In March, China and Nepal agreed 
to open the 500-mile road route bet- 
ween Lhasa and Katmandu, a rough 
but unforgettable ride that traverses 
17,000-foot mountain passes, skirts the 
base of Mount Everest and plunges 
through the heart of the mighty 
Himalayas. 

Already, an average of 10 people a 
day are granted visas to make the 
journey from the Tibet side, ac- 
cording to a Nepalese consular of- 
ficial in Lhasa. Approximately the 
same number start out daily from 
Katmandu, he said. 

While the minimum three-day trip 
can be made from either direction, 
many travelers prefer starting in 
Lhasa so they can look forward to the 
comfort of Katmandu’s lower 
altitude, good restaurants and fine 
hotels. Dusty, bone-weary tourists 
can also be assured of a hot bath in 
Katmandu — something they may not 
find in Lhasa. 

Most visitors now fly to Lhasa via 
the Sichuan Province city of Chengdu. 
Chinese officials say direct flights 
from Peking, Shanghai and Canton 
are being planned, along with a 45- 
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minute hop over the Himalayas bet- 
ween Katmandu and Lhasa. 

Finding a bed in Tibet can be a pro- 
blem. 

Although the seven-story Lhasa 
Hotel was opened amid great fanfare 
during the Tibet Autonoumous 
Region’s 20th anniversary in 
September, it quietly shut down a few 
weeks later because of what local of- 
ficials described as ‘“‘bad manage- 
ment.”” 

“No one knows how to run it proper- 
ly,’ said an embarrassed Lhasa of- 
ficial as he showed visitors through 
the empty building. ‘‘As soon as some 
staff are trained, it will reopen.” 

Another hotel will be completed in 
Lhasa in 1986. 

In the meantime, tourists can stay 
in a government guest house or in one 
of Lhasa’s small, dorm-style lodges. 

Visitors can hire bikes or cars to see 
Lhasa’s sights, including the 1,000- 
room Potala Palace, former home of 
Tibet’s Buddhist god-king, the Dalai 
Lama. 

Other musts are the sacred 
Jokhang Temple in the bustling 
bazaar, where hundreds of devout 
pilgrims pay homage daily, and the 
569-year-old Drepung Monastery ona 
steep hillside 6 miles north of town. 

The Tibetan sky burial, a sacred

funeral ceremony in which corpses 
are cut into small chunks and fed to 
vultures atop a rocky outcrop near 
Lhasa, is now off limits to tourists, ac- 
cording to Lhasa offic 

For the road trip to Nepal, indepen- 
dent travellers can hire a four-wheel- 
drive vehicle for a whopping $205 per 
person, organize a cheaper, but less 
dependable, bus charter or, for those 
who have the time, hitchhike. 

The first day’s journey 
alongside beautiful Lake 
Hum, then ascends the spectacular, 
17,600-foot Karo Pass, where glaciers 
spill down nearly to the road. Next 
comes the ancient town of Gyangtse 
and an_overni in 
Shigatse, Tibet’s second largest city. 

The next day’s drive to the 
Nepalese border offers some of the 
most spectacular mountain scenery 
in the world. The road winds its way 
through the Bhong Chu river valley, 
offering magnificent views of 29,028- 
foot Mount Everest, the world’s 
highest peak. 

Those wanting a closer look at 
Everest should plan an extra day at 
the town of Tingri, where a sidetrip 
can be arranged to the 17,060-foot 
Rongbuk Monastery on the moun- 
tain’s north slope.
